VICTIMS  ARE  MOSTLY 

WOMEN  AND  CHILDREN 


Disaster  Caused  by  Overcrowd- 
ing of  Pier  When  the  Doors 
Were  Left  Closed — A  Long 
List  of  Injured, 


LONG  BEACH,  Cal..  May  24.— Too 
weak  to  uphoH  the  burden  of  nearly 
ten  thoueand  human  heln^fs  apsemWed 
for  the  festivities  of  the  British  Em- 
pire Day  celebration,  the  land  end  of 
the  blsr  double-decked  pier  In  front  of 
the  city  auditorium  collapsed  today. 
Hundreds  of  people  on  the  top  deck 
were  dropped  down  on  the  head.«i  of  the 
other  hundreds  crowded  on  the  deck 
below. 

The  lower  deck  then  gave  way,  and 
nil  were  dropped  down  a  chute  of  shat- 
tered woodwork  to  the  tide-washed 
Bands    twenty-five    feet    below. 

Thirty-five  people — mostly  women — 
were  klUi'd  by  the  shivered  timbers,  or 
crushed  to  death  by  the  falling  bodies.

The  mines  were  strewn  in  the  coast 
waters  by  the  Turks  to  prevent  attack 
ny  the  Greek  fleet  during  the  Balkaji 
war. 

The  Nevada  was  leaving  the  Gulf  of 
Smyrna  when  a  Russian  eteamer  wan 
coming  in.  and  in  order  to  avoid  a  col- 
lision the  first-named  vessel  left  the 
channel  and  entered  a  mine  field,  where 
the  Nevada  struck  three  mines,  and  each 
exploded  In  quick  succession,  the  last 
one  followed  by  an  explosion  on  the 
ship,    which    immediately    sank.

THROUGH   CUT  AT  PANAMA 


Stsam  Bhoyels   Working   Prom   Opposite

east  to  west  was  completed  today  when 
two  steam  .shovels  working  from  the 
opposite  directions  met  at  Culabra,  ac- 
cording to  a  special  dispatch  tonight 
from  Panama.

People  of  Commonwealth  Cele- 
brate Empire  Day  With  En- 
thusiasm— Decrease  in  Im- 
ports Is  Shown. 


SliPNEY.  N.  8.  W.,  May  U.  — 
Throughout  Au.itralla  Empire  Day  was 
celebrated  with  every  evidence  of  loy- 
alty. The  day  was,  of  course  observed 
as  a  holiday,  and  crowds  of  people  took 
advantage  of  the  cessation  of  work  to 
celebrate  enthusiastically. 

A  banquet  was  given  by  the  Federal 
Government  to  the  navy  and  army  vet- 
erans, and  the  Fed^jral  Attorney-Cleneral, 
Mr.  Hughes,  took  the  opportunity  to  de- 
liver a  speech  on  the  advantages  of  the 
defence    movement. 

"We  In  Australia,"  said  the  Attorney- 
General,  "have  neighbors  who  outnum- 
ber us  by  tens  of  thousands.  I  ask 
those  who  seek  exemption  from  military 
service  and  from  compulsory  training 
how  they  thought  the  liberties  of  Eng- 
land had  been  attained.  Behind  the 
laws  of  God  there  nust  be  somathlng 
to  enforce  them.

Sir  RiGhard  McBride,  in  Stir- 
ring Address,  Utters  Warm. 
Endorsation  of  Naval  Policy 
of  Ottawa  Government. 


Inspired  by  MmMODay,  Sir  Richard 
McBrlde,  whbtlii^|i«d  the  reunion, 
Kriday  nlffht,  at  Vahcouvei',  of  the  Con- 
.servatlvcs  of  Ward  HI.  was  tempted,  he 
said,  to  say  something  as.  to  what  the 
occasion  slenlfled.  From  this  point  on 
the  Premier  turned  to  the  navy  ques- 
tion/ and  dellvpred  a  rousing  speech  on 
the  subject,  which  elicited  the  applause 
of  the  large  gathering. 

It  had  always  occurred  to  him,  said 
the  Premier,  who  was  received  with 
rousing  cheera  and  the  singing  of  "For 
He's  a  Jolly  Good  Fellow,"  that  the 
question  of  defence  should  be  referred 
to  In  a  non-party  way,  and  it  was  re- 
grettable that  there  was  .«io  much  partl- 
canshlp  displayed  on  the  question  at  the 
capital.  When  Sir  Wilfrid  I.aurler  had 
submitted  Ills  policy,  the  Conservatives 
had  said  they  felt  that  If  It  was  pro- 
posed to  create  a  Canadian  navy,  the 
beginning  uhould  be  of  the  right  sort. 

At  Ottawa  they  had  been  treated  for 
weeks  past  to  a  dlscus.slon  as  to  what 
ought  to  be  done  by  Canada  as  a  matter 
of  duty  towards  herself  and  towardB  tho 
limpire.  He  did  not  propose  to  criticise 
his  Liberal  friends,  or  to  say  that  they 
wero  lacking  in  loyalty.  He  was  a 
thorough  Canadian  and  Britisher,  atid 
he  wanted  to  feel  that  every  man  In  tho 
confines  of  Canada  who  called  himself  a 
Canadian  was  also  a  Britisher.  (Cheers.) 
He  could  not  realize  that  any  man  who 
called  himself  a  Cnnadian  could  object 
.also  to  call  him.solf  a  Britisher,  and  be 
proud  of  it.  (Cheers.)  If  there  were, 
they  might  say  it  was  due  to  a  wa.nt  of 
education,  and  because  they  had  not 
lived  to  appreciate  the  principle  of 
liberty  which  tho  United  Kingdom  had 
stood  for. 

ImporlaUstio  Principles 

The  best  and  safest  foundation  by 
which  the  Interests  of  the  people  could 
be  advanced  would  be  found  in  the 
adoption  of  Imperlnliatlc  doctrines  and 
the  practice  of  Imperialistic  prlnciplrs. 
They  believed  that  through  the  promo- 
tion of  the  poUry  whli'h  stood  for  the 
bigness  of  (?ana<la  It  would  also  stand 
for  the  bigness  of  the  Kmplre.  If  once 
li  waJ  realized  that  the  supreme  Issue 
was  defence  of  F.mpire.  then  they  must 
come  to  the  logical  conclusion  that  the 
defence  of  the  whole  was  much  better 
and    wiser   than    the   defence  of  a   part. 

He  was  appalled  at  the  position  some 
people  hsd  taken  on  the  naval  question. 
Was  It  necessary  that  Downing  Str*#t 
should  actually  say  the  F.mpire  was  In 
need  and  In  peril?  Any  man  who  knew 
the  history  of  the  Old  Country  must 
realize  that  the  hour  would  never  arise, 
when  Britain  would  ask  anyone  for  help. 
He  wouK  say  to  all — I.«lberal8  as  well  as 
Conservatives — do  you  propose  ta  wait 
iintl    frlfnln    phill    srk    for    help  -father 


than  proffer  It?  df  so,  they  were  un- 
worthy to  be  the  progeny  of  their  Illus- 
trious ancestors.  Such  a  request  could 
never  be,  and  never  would  be.     (Cheers.) 

I  f  4hey  had  read  Mr.  Winston  Church- 
ill's letter — and  they  all  ought  to  have 
read  It-— they  must  come  to  tho  conclu- 
sion that  the  tsupplylng  of  three  war 
vessels  by  Canada  would  be  very  useful 
to  Britain.  That  should  be  enough  for 
any  Canadian.  Instead  of  the  contro- 
versy at  Ottawa,  the  bill  should  have 
gone  through  weeks  ago.     (Cheers.) 

Let  them  diagnose  the  case  as  a  plain, 
everyday  business  concern,  continued 
the  Premier,  who  went  on  to  show  how 
the  bonds,  as  affecting  financial  mat- 
ter's only,  were  almost  indissoluble.  Thai 
matter,  however,  was  only  a  wecondary 
consideration.  I'atriotism  stood  first, 
that  wonderful  sentiment  which  bound 
Britons  ti">nether  all  over  the  world. 
Expansion   of   Provlnca 

Earlier  In  his  speech  the  Premlet 
had  devoted  considerabie  time  to  dis- 
cussing the  wonderful  changes  which 
had  taken  place  In  the  Frovince  during 
the  last  five  years,  the  railway  develop- 
ment all  over  British  Columbia,  and  the 
certainty  of  the  still  greater  expansion 
which  must  and  would  follow  In  the 
Province  during  the  Immediate  future. 

^Vancouver,  *he  said,  had  always  occu- 
pied a  warm  spot  in  hl.s  heart.  Its 
people  had  never  hesitated  in  their 
loyalty  no  matter  what  the  circum- 
stances might  be.  All  he  asked  was  a 
continuation  of  this  fcllng  just  as  long 
as  the  Government  of  the  day  stood  for 
fair  and  right  dealing  and  proper  appre- 
ciation of  conditions.  The  moment  the 
Government  of  tlie  day  failed  to  give  a 
live  and  active  administration  then  he 
was  wlllitig  that  the  pcoi^le  should  alter 
their  trust.  The  Government  proposed 
to  admlnl|«ter  the  affairs  of  the  Province 
for  the  whole  people  of  the  country,  for 
the  Socialist  Just  as  much  as  for  the 
Conservative.  If  they  failed  In  this, 
their  stewardship  would  be  of  a  partisan 
character.  The  Government  of  the 
I  rovlnce  had  no  patronage  to  dispense, 
no  favors  to  give,  and  any  ai^slstance 
they  had  received  had  been  by  no  means 
secured  by  party  favor.  Some  critics 
might  say  this  language  was  extreme, 
bue  he  was  satisfied  that  a  review  of 
the  last  ten  years'  work  would  fail  to 
disclose  one  single  instance  where  tho 
interests  of  the  people  of  the  Province 
ha<l  been  aacriflced  for  party  ends.  This 
he   took    to   be   true   Conservatism. 

BnilOlnr    Trunk    Koada 

After  a  complimentary  allusion  to 
the  good  work  done  for  the  city  by  the 
members  representing  it  he  felt  that 
they  might  take  what  had  been  done  in 
the  past  as  an  Indication  of  what  would 
he  done  in  the  future.  The  policy  of 
the  Government  in  regard  to  road  build- 
ing   in    the    Province    would    show    that 


all  trunk  roads  would  lead  to  Van- 
couver. Later  on  these  roads  would  be 
extended  to  make  contact  with  the  In- 
terior. 80  tliat,  within  two,  or,  say,  three 
years,  it  would  be  possible  to  leave 
Vancouver  and  Journey  rl'ght  over  the 
Province  In  an  automobile  going  right 
into   Alberta  and   Saskatchewan. 

What  he  said  of  these  roads  must 
apply  all  round  to  the  "major  works 
they  were  undertaking  on  the  Mainland 
of  the  Province,  because  all  these  roads 
would  connect  up  with  the  Interior 
system.  It  took  time  to  undertake  and 
carry  out  these  contracts,  especially 
having  regard  to  the  configuration  of 
llie  Province,  but  when  they  considered 
what  had  been  done  and  what  was  be- 
ing done  they  must  confess  they  had 
faith    In    this    great    Province    of    theirs. 

They  knew  there  was  wonderful  land 
In  the  Interior  waiting  for  development, 
and  nothing  would  he  more  useful  than 
(the  construction  and  malntennncc  of 
proper  highways.  He  mentioned  this  as 
an  illustration  of  the  importance  of  it 
all  lo  Vancouver  as  a  distributing  point. 

In  two  years  from  the  present  time 
they  would  have  serving  them  In  the 
way  of  transportation  four  railway 
systems,  two  of  them  transcontinental 
in  their  nature,  and  the  other  two  prac- 
tically the  same.  He  referred  to  the 
Canadian  Northern  Hallway,  the  Kettle 
Valley  Railway,  the  V.  V.  and  E.  and  the 
Pacific  Great  Eastern.  in  addition 
they  had.  today,  the  service  of  the  C. 
P.  R.  and  the  Great  Northern  Railway. 
Ho  Asiatloa  Employed 

The  Premier  alluded  to  the  prospects 
thus  unfolded  of  the  work  and  distribu- 
tion of  money  which  would  result.  In 
regard  to  the  construction  of  the  lines 
he  would  first  mention  the  pleasing 
fact  that  there  was  not  an  Asiatic  em- 
ployed In  all  these  works.  This  fact 
was  entirely  due  to  the  •policy  of  the 
Provincial  Government,  which  would 
not  permit  any  employment  of  these 
people.  (Cheers).  On  his  trip  last 
week  over  the  line  of  the  C.  N.  R.  from 
New  %Ve8tminster  to  Spuzzum  he  was 
pleased  to  note  there  was  not  an 
Asiatic  to  be  seen  from  the  moment 
they  left  New  Westminster  to  the  time 
lliey   arrived   at    the   end    of   the  Journey. 

Like  the  trunk  roa<ls,  the  railways 
all  made  for  the  Coast  cities,  which 
were  the  objective  point.  It  was  not 
too  much  to  say  that  when  these  lines 
were  in  a  position  to  undertake  the 
business  which  would  offer  In  aasocla- 
tlon  with  the  completion  of  the  Pan- 
ama Canal,  there  would  be  such  a 
period  of  expansion  In  this  part  of  the 
Dominion  that  would  out-rival  anything 
else  whl<-h  had  taken  place  anywhere 
else.  All  these  things  combined  made 
for  an  opportunity  to  undertake  ship- 
ping and  Industrial  life  In  a  far  greater 
measure,  perhaps,  than  any  other  city

"What  the  "West  wants  more  than 
anything  elne  at  the  present  time  is  a 
money  market  so  thul  it  can  control  It.s 
own  finances  better  than  Is  done  at  the 
pr«>Kent    time." 

That  Is  the  somewhat  leyohitlonary 
Idea  of  Mr.  .1.  M.  Young,  of  Regina, 
head  of  the  great  Thomson-Young 
soup  concern  of  the  Dominion,  and  a 
hrothcr-in-law  of  the  Hon.  Walter 
Scott, .  premier  of  the  Province  pf  Sas- 
katchewan. 

"It  may  appear  rather  startling:  to 
siigKCst  tlifit  the  West  should  organize 
its  own  flna.ices  and  control  them,"  hi; 
proceeded,  but  there  is  nothing  so  very 
outre  In  It  after  all,  and  as  a  matter  of 
fact  a  cursory  glance  at  th«  money 
situation  In  the  Western  Provinces  re- 
veals the  fact  that  It  Is  even  now  de- 
veloping. 

"tn  other  words  tht?  Provinces  of  the 
West  are  beginning  to  realize  the  im- 
portance of  the  step,  and  in  fact  the 
necessity  of  Its  adoption,  and  I  feel  as 
certain  of  It  aa  I  am  of  anything  that 
this  banking  movement  will  grow  and 
develop  until  the  Western  Provinces 
can  form  a  ring  a«  complete  and  as 
powerful  as  the  banks  of  the  East, 
which  up  to  the  present  time,  dominate 
tlip  situation.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the 
beginning  of  the  Idea  \a  already  In  op- 
eration. There  are  two  or  three  Pro- 
vincial banks  In  operation  now  through- 
out the  Western  Provinces,  hut  .  of 
course  they  are  not  In  a  position  to 
meet  the  situation  as   it  presents   itself. 

"Tou  sec  out  here  In  the  West,  and 
by  the  West  I  am  including  the  great 
grain  producing  areas  as  well  as  this 
vaKt  coast  area  of  British  Columbia,  we 
are  enormous  producers  of  wealth,  but 
practically  all  the  wealth  wc  produce  is 
i-oiUroIled  by  Eastern  banking  houses, 
and  It  often  happens,  as  1  think  it  has 
In  this  Instance,  that  at  the  critical 
time  when  tihe  West  Is  In  need  of 
money  It  Is  withdrawn  and  diverted 
elsewhere.  There  may  be  very  urgent 
reasons  why  money  should  be  spent 
elsewhere,  hut  at  the  same  lime  it  is 
extremely  unfortunate  that  the  develop- 
ment of  t  this  section  of  the  Empire 
should   be   held    up   on   account   of   It. 

"This  problem  of  securing  money, 
while  It  has  been  .somewhat  more  acute 
fhan  formerly,  has  engaged  the  atten- 
tion of  Western  capitalists,  and  as  J 
say,  two  or  three  banking  houses  of 
Provincial  status  have  been  organized 
and  are  now  operating.  The  present 
shrinkage  wilt  intensify  the  neceaaity 
for  further  action  along  this  line,  and 
I  believe  that  before  another  werloua 
International  fracas  can  Interfere  with 
the  world's  pocketbook  the  Western 
Provinces  will  have  so  far  solved  this 
problem  as  to  be  free  from  any  par- 
ticular embarrassment  that  might  be 
expected    to  arise  from    It."

First  we  draw  attention  to  tlie  flnei 
spirit  of  the  replies.  They  are  all  In- 
spired by  a  spirit  of  warm  friendUness 
Ttiey  lift  the  question  dealt  with  far 
above  the  level  of  sectionalism  and 
party  politics.  •'Sh6  n^lies  from  the 
Canadian  mayors  .form  a  unique  exttltoi* 
tion  of  that  true  Canadianism  which 
looks  upon  the  Dominion  as  a  country 
)iaying~  vast  Interests  In  common,  a 
country  whose  people  are  Inspired  with 
ntttlonal  conceptions,  and  who  have 
learned  to  grasp  that,  though  thousands 
of  miles  may  separate  the  West  from 
the  £ast.  It  is  not  too  far  for  hands  o£ 
frieudshlp  to  be  extended  in  cordial 
sympathy  and  congratulation.  It  is  a 
great  thing  to  know  that  j:he  Dominion 
1 3  bound  together  from  Ocean  to  Ocean 
bv  bands  of  steel,  but  It  is  ..even  a 
gi eater  tiling  to  know  that  there  iii  also 
a  bond  of  common  Interests,  common  as- 
pirations and  common  rejoicing  in  each 
other's  prosperity.  We  know  that  we 
speak  for  every  citizen  of  Victoria, 
when  we  say  to  our  Canadian  brotliers. 
whose  cx3ngratu.latlons  we  have  the 
gratification  of  printing,  that  their  good 
feeling  is  most  heartily  leclprocatcd, 
in  the  most  Western  Outpost  of  Empire, 
and  that  their  sentiment  of  Canadian 
unity  is  fully  shared  by  us  all. 

The  very  hearty  feeling  towards  this 
city  expressed  in  the  telegrams  from 
the  cities  in  the  Coast  states  is,  very 
welcome.  In  those  cities  the  future  of 
tho  western  shore  of  the  continent  is 
appreciated  in  the  fullest  degree.  They. 
like  ourselves,  are  looking  forward  to 
gieat  things.  They  know  what  the  fu- 
ture now  rapidly  developing  may  be- 
ooma  They  are  keen  to  seize  upon  the 
opportunities  which  it  Is  sure  to  offer. 
In  a  sense  they  are  our  rivals  as  theyt 
are  rivals  of  each  other,  but  the  rivalry 
is  BO  full  of  optimism  that  no  room  is 
left  for  Jealousy.  We  thank  them  In 
the  name  of  all  Victorians  for  their 
kind  words  and  wo  wish  them  every 
.success  in  tho  expanding  sphere  of 
prosperity.

The  announcement  was  made  In  the 
House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  J.  D.  Haxen,

Before  Mr.  Taylor  leaves  we  would  like 
to  direct  his  attention  'lMH<K#l&t  of  Sir 


Richard  .MoBiide  to  **W»m'  improve- 
ments on  the  Maiahat  Drive,  that  seem 
to  be,  not  only  necessary,  but  urgent. 
The  sugsestlons  which  follow  have  been 
made  by  one  who  has  often  occasion  to 
motor  over  the  Drive  snd  has  been 
giving  it  close  study.  Exper'ence  of  a 
person  who  drives  his  own  car  is  in- 
valuable In  a  matter  of  this  kind,  for  it 
enables  him  to  speak  with  knowledge 
instead  of  only  from  theory.  On  the 
Maiahat  Drive  there  are  certain  danger 
points,  not  dangerous  If  everything  goes 
Tight,  but  very  much  so  if  anything  goes 
seriously  wrong,  such  ns  a  car  getting 
out  of  control,  an  actual  or  probable  col- 
lision, the  skidding  of  a  ear,  artd  so  on. 
The.se  points  are  on  the  sharp  turns, 
and  the  danger  is  chiefly  to  the  car  that 
is  on  the  down  grade.  The  suggestion 
Is  that  at  these  turns,  of  which  there 
are  several,  trestles  shall  be  built  for  a 
roadway  to  be  used  by  cars  on  the  down- 
grade. What  is  meant  could  be  made 
very  clear  by  the  use  of  a  diagram,  but 
a  good  Idea  can  be  formed  If  wc  use  the 
letter  U  as  Illustrating  one  of  the  curves 
around  the  sides  of  a  ravine.  The  open 
part  of  the  letter  Is  supposed  to  be  to- 
wards the  precipice,  and  the  down-grade 
Is  from  left  to  right.  When  a  car  reaches 
the  leff-liand  side  of  the  curve  It  has  to 
make  a  sharp  turn  and  another  when 
leaving  the  right-hand  side.  Both  these 
points  are  dangerous,  for  It  is  obvious 
that  thorp  i.=i  a  chance  on  this  left-hand 
side  tlint  till'  r.ii  may  get  out  of  rontroJ 
or  be  forced  out  of  the  line  of  safety 
and  be  plunged  Into  the  ravine,  and  that 
on  tlic  right-hand  side  It  may,  for  the 
same  reason,  be  plunged  over  the  preci- 
pice. But  If  the  two  outer  curves,  repre- 
sented by  the  top  points  of  the  letter 
were  Joined  by  a  trestle,  the  car  would 
have  a  straiglit  run.  It  hdppens  that 
these  curves  on  the  Drive  are  so  situ- 
ated that  cars  on  the  down-grade  would 
lake  the  Irestle  simply  by  following  the 
ordinary  rule  of  the  road  snd  keeping 
to  the  left,  while  the  curve  around  the 
sides  of  tRo  ravine  would  be  free  Tor 
tho  use  of  cars  on  the  up-grade.  These 
trestles  would  also  serve  as  loops  around 
wliich  a  ear  could  be  turned  when  the 
motorist  'irlshed  to  retrace  his  course.

Sir  Richard  McBrlde  In  his  address 
at  Vancouver  on  Friday  translated  into 
words  what  should  be  the  thoughts  of 
all  Canadians  on  the  naval  question.

But  an  attitude  of 
this  kind,  as  the  Premier  pointed  out  In 
his  admirable  speech,  would  mean  that 
Canadians  would  bo  unworthy  to  be  the 
progeny  of  illustrious  ancestors.  This 
attitude  Is,  we  believe,  shared  in  by 
very  few  people  In  this  country.  The 
Dominion  has  chosen  the  right  course 
by  giving  Immediate  and  effective  aid 
to  the  Motherland.  Action  has'  been 
unhappily  delayed  by  the  opposition 
which  Mr.  Borden  met  with  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  but  tliat  •doe.s  not 
mean  that  there  has  been  any  change 
in  the  general  sentiment  of  the  country. 
The  Dominion  know.s  that-  her  three 
dreadnoughts  will  he  very  useful  to 
Great  Britain  and.  as  Sir  Richard  Mc- 
Bri-de  says,  tliat  fac'  ouKht  lo  \n-  niiflM- 
clent  to  Insure  the  gift  being  made. 
That  is  the  broadest  kind  of  'intrlotlsm 
which  rocognlzes  that  Imperlnl  ohllga- 
tlons  should  be  shared  in  by  all  who 
cnJo>-   tho  protp<'tlon   of  the  British   flag.

It  was 
inrgely  a  question  of  grade  and  economy 
in  tunnel  driving.  The  object  sought 
was,  of  course,  to  get  the  line  as 
straight  as  possible  without  havlns'  to 
bore  too  many  tunnels.  it  was  going 
to  be  Impossible,  he  believed,  to  avoid 
having  at  least  six  or  seven  short  tUn- 
ncls  and  one  fairly  long  one. 

Concrete  embankments  will  cut  an 
Important  figure  in  the  construction  of 
the  Une  along  1-Jowe  Sound  and  a  liberal 
use  of  reinforced  concrete  will  help  ma- 
terially In  avoiding  many  curves  over 
that  portion  of  the  line.  There  is  nd 
question  about  the  foundation  being 
good  and  much  tunnel  work  and  dozens 
of  curves  will  be  avoided  by  deep  cut- 
tings and  concrete  embankments  built 
to  carry  the  rails,  which,  for  the  greater 
portion  of  the  distance,  will  be  located 
about  ten  feet  above  extreme  high  water 
mark. 


INCREASE  m  POPULATION 

statement    of    Hon.    Trank    Olivar    Kot 
Warranted — To    B«    Brourht    Be- 
fore  Board   of   Trade 


Prominent  citizens  of  Nelson  yester- 
day were  Indignant  at  the  statement 
made  in  the  House  on  Monday  by  Hon. 
Frank  t)llver,  during  the  discussion  of 
the  lead  bounty  extension,  to  the  effect 
that  the  whole  population  of  Kootenay 
wa.s  not  greater  than  It  was  ten  years 
ago,    says   The   Nelson   News. 

Census  bulletins  show  that  the  popu- 
lation of  Koo.tenay  lncrease<l  from  31,962 
In  1901  to  50,772  In  1911,  an  Increase  of 
58.88   per  cent   during   the   period. 

"1  am  surprised  that  Hon.  Frank 
Oliver,  a  Westerner,  who  should  know 
something  of  British  Columbia,  should 
have  made  a  statement  of  that  nature, 
which,  coming  from  a  former  Minister 
of  the  Crown,  is  likely  to  do  damage 
to  this  section  of  British  Columbia.  He 
had  only  to  have  looked  at  the  census 
bulletins  to  have  seen  that  the  popula- 
tion of  Kootenay  had  increased  very  ma- 
terially during  the  period  mentioned. 
In  fact,  the  increase  of  58  per  cent  Is 
high  when  it  is  compared  with  the 
avffrage  increase  over  the  whole  of  the 
I.)ominlon,  during  the  ten  years,  which 
was  about  15  per  cent,  remarked  one 
business  man,  who  declared  his  Inten- 
tion of  bringing  the  matter  before  the 
board  of  trade  In  order  that  the  state- 
ment of  the  former  Liberal  Minister  of 
the  Interior  might  be  officially  re- 
futed." 

Hon.  Frank  Oliver's  statement  as 
reported  by  the  Western  Associated 
Press   was: 

"Mr.  Oliver  said  that  there  were 
fewer  people  In  the  Kootenay  today 
than  there  were  a  year  ago.  and  that 
the  whole  poptilation  today  was  not 
greater  than  it  was  ten  years  ago,  when 
the  lead  bounties  were  first  given.  Since 
there  were  no  more  men  In  the  Kootensy 
as  a  result  of  the  bounty,  and  as  these 
did  not  get  any  more,  he  did  not  see  thi 
force  of  the  argument  put  forward  by 
the   Government    speakers."

Imagine  the  burly  black 
pitted  against  Jem  Mac©  at  catch 
weights.  The  big  negro  would  lead  for 
the  white  man's  head — his  customary 
hlr.w.  Wniil'l  Msi<"«  break  ground?  No. 
Up  V'-ould  go  the  right  arm.  The  negro's 
glove  would  land  on  the  forearm  and 
with  a  twist  of  the  arm  and  shoulder, 
the  blow  Would  be  deflected  over  Mace's 
right  shoulder.  Right  Inside  the  negro's 
lead  Mace's  right  elbow  would  drop  to 
the  level  of  his  shoulder.  A  barely  per- 
ceptible push  would  follow,  .sufficient, 
however,  to  put  all  Mace's  weight  be- 
hind the  right  counter  to  the  jaw.

A  Orave  Xsnaoe 

In  his  report  to  the  City  Council  Dr. 
G.  A.  B.  Hall  drew  attention  to  what 
is  a  grave  menace  to  the  community, 
the  concealment  from  the  authorities  of 
cases    of    infectious    diseases. 

Until  mothers  can  ho  shown  In  some 
way  the  dangers  to  their  own  families 
and  to  their  neighbors  that  may  come 
from  the  mildest  case  of  scarlet  fever, 
or.  Indeed,  any  infectious  disease,  the 
Isolation  hospital  will  alwuys  bt'  full 
and  there  will  be  much  needless  loss  of 
young  life. 

Every  case  of  such  sickness  should 
be  reported  as  soon  a.s  thi  ,?ymptoms  de- 
clare themselves.  Moth«rs  should  treat 
very  seriously  headaches  and  feverish 
colds.  Children  suffering  from  these 
should  ho  kept  at  home  and  cared  for 
until    they    have   quite   recovered. 

Sick  children  cannot  study  and  are  a 
menace  to  their  schoolmates.  There  is 
no  reason  why  a.  mother  who  is  experi- 
enced in  the  care  of  sick  children  should 
not  nurse  a  child  wlili  scarlet  fever  or 
diphtheria  when  it  Is  possible  to  thor- 
oughly Isolate  both  patient  and  nurse. 
But  there  is  every  reason  why  the  case 
should  not  be  concealed  from,  the  health 
authorities. 

The  infertlon,  which  Is  scarcely  felt 
by  the  strong,  healthy  boy  or  girl,  may 
be,  snd  often  is,  fatal  to  the  child  whoso 
constitution  Is  weak.  Even  when  this 
is  not  the  case,  the  disease  may  leave 
consequences  which  are  felt  for  years. 
No  woman  should  run  the  risk  of  doing 
such  Injury  to  the  neighborhood  in 
which    she    lives.

But  there  are  some  who 
can  hear  witness,  that  a  visitation  of 
smallpox  is  to  be  dreaded  even  In  Vlc- 
.toria,'. 

V/hlle  medical  men  are  all"  but  unani- 
mous" m  claiming  that  vaccination  pre- 
vents serious  consequences  from  the 
(1i.'ea.«!e,  and  that  with  proper  care  It 
leaves  no  evil  effects,  there  are  people 
whose  prejudice  against  the  operation 
enriangers,  not  only  their  own  lives  and 
those  of  their  children,  but  the  safety 
of   the   community. 

To  such  ns  are  amenable  to  reason 
the  fo'llowlng  opinion  from  the  cele- 
brated phy.siclan,  .Sir  William  O.sler,  will 
call  for  serious  thought.  Such  men  as 
Dr.  Osier  are  exceedingly  Jealous  of 
their  reputations  and  are  not  likely  to 
speak  rashly.  This  statement  was  first 
published  In  the  monthly  Health  Bulle- 
tin Issued  by  the  Medical  Health  De- 
partment of  Toronto,  and  is  beinsr 
copied  by  the  newspapers  of  other 
cities.

I 
would  like  to  Issue  a  ^Mount  Carmel-like 
challenge  to  any  ten  unvaccinatod 
priests  of  Baal — I  will  go  Into  the  next 
Fcvere  epidemic  with  ten  selected  vac- 
cinated persons  and  ten  selected  tinvac- 
clnated  persons.  1  whould  prefer  to

ure, superinduced  by  the  blow.  Later  to- 
day a  squad  of  Northwest  Mounted  Po- 
lice left  this  city  for  the  arena,  five 
miles  from  here,  with  instructions  from 
Magistrate  Crispin  to  arro^t  everyone 
oonected   with    the  fight- 

The  several  thoiieand  wpiTtiiioi.s,  at- 
tracted by  the  prospects  of  seeing  tlie 
champion  in  tha  hardest  fight  of  his 
pugilistic  career,  had  already  settled 
down  in  their  seats,  following  the  dem- 
onstration given  the  two  fighters  when 
they  appeared  in  the  ring  at  12:4"!  p  m 
Before  they  were  dared  by  the  iine.\- 
pectedness  of  seeing  McCarty,  unde- 
feated since  his  first  great  ring  victory, 
one  year  ago  over  Carl  Morris,  taking 
the  count  of  ten  from  Referee  F.d.  Smith 
of  Chicago.  Wild  plaudits  for  Pelkey 
died  dowruj'S^hen  McCarty  failed  lo  rise 
after  the  Awarding  of  the  decision  to 
Pelkey  and  V^'**"  doctors  darted  through 
the  ropes  to  the  side  of  McCarty  the 
crowd  surged  down  around  the  rlng.sde. 
Kight  minutes  later  McCarty  died  with- 
out regaining  consciousness. 

McCarty  and  Pelkey  were  In  the  ring 
twenty  minutes  before  the  gong  sound- 
ed, sending  them  together.  Cheers  for 
the  two  fighters  from  their  respective

For  a  short  space  of  time 
be  remained  In  his  familiar  fightlnsr  at- 
titude, his  cliriched  tl.its  advanced,  then 
slowly  crumbled  to  the  mat.  It  was 
F.everal  hours  before  a  larKo  portion  of 
the  crowd  would  believe  that  McCarty 
waft  dead  and  many  remained  about  the 
arena  until  evenng,  hoping  against  hope, 
that  the  report."  of  the  tragedy  were  ex- 
aggerated. 

Luther  McCarty  was  born  at  Lincoln, 
Neb.,  on-  March  IT.  18ri2.  His  father 
was  an  Indian  halfbreed  and  his  mother 
of  Irish  extraction.  StamiluK  a  trifle 
over  6  ft.  3  In.,  he  was  a  physlcially 
powerful  man,  yet  a  comparalively  weak 
hitter.  Mis  best  Mow  was  a  right  up- 
per-cut. whch  he  used  almost  continu- 
ously In  clinches.  Ho  first  sprang  Into 
rInK  prominence  when  he  defeated  Carl 
Morrl.«!  at  Spr'.ngfield.  Mo.,  on  May  3, 
1912.  McCarty  was  immediately  hailed 
as  a  •■White  hope"  but  failed  to  live  up 
to  his  reputation.  His  best  fight  was 
with  Al.  Palzcr  at  Los  Angeles  last  New 
Tear's  Day,  when  he  defeated  the  con- 
queror of  Bombardier'  AVells  In  18 
rounds.  His  last  fight,  previous  to  this 
fata!  battle,  today  was  ten  rounds  with 
Frank  Moran  at  New  York  on  April

Practically  the  last  words  McCarty 
heard  were  from  a  minister,  when  the 
pastor  of  a  local  church  entered  the  ring 
and  sr'^ke  In  favor  of  'boxing.  The 
physician  who  attended  McCarty  and 
who.  made  the  thorough  examination 
after  death  contends  that  the  collapse 
of  the  fighter  was  due  either  to  organic 
heart  troiible  or  paralysis  of  the  heart. 
He  stated  that  owing  to  the  victim's 
condition,  a  blow  o\er  the  heart  w^as 
sufficient  to  cause  death.  Wm.  McC^arney, 
Mccarty's  manager,  is  prostrated  over 
the  tragic  end  of  his  protege.  "When 
physicians  pronounced  him  dead  Mc- 
Carney  burst  into  tears.  "All  that  I 
have  to  say  Is  that  Luther  wa.s  the 
cleanest  and  best  boy  I  ever  had  any- 
thing to  do  with,"  he  said.  "I  am  very 
sorry,"  said  Tommy  Burns,  manager  of 
Pelkey.  "It  Is  one  of  those  things 
which  cannot  be  helped,  and  my  sym- 
pathy goes  to  Pelkey,  too.  He  was  no 
more  re.iponslble  for  what  happened 
than  a  man  would  be  who  was  a  mile 
away  from  the  ring."  Pelkey  was  too 
overcome  by  the  tragedy  to  make  any 
statement.  Referee  Smith  preferred  to 
say  nothing  beyond  that  It  was  not  a 
hard  blow  that  caused  McCarty's  col- 
lapse.

Coroner 
Costello  swore  In  the  jury  and  ad- 
journed the  inciuest  until  iionday  after- 
noon at  4  o'clock.  McCarty  was  not 
medically  examined  Just  before  the  fight 
and  not  since  last  Monday,  when  he  was 
reported    fit.

section — which  cannot  but  im- 
press with  their  significance  even 
the  jnoSt  casual  reader  who  is  sincerely  inter- 
ested in  the  future  of  this  great  Western 
Province  and  this  great  Dominion.  Not  only 
is  this  the  first  railway  designed  to  meet  in  a 
large  way  British  Columbia  and  national  trans- 
portation requirements  that  will  enter  the 
carriers'  market  prepared  to  have  its  tariff 
regulated  and  controlled  by  the  Provincial  au- 
thority; it  is  preparing  to  accept  with  compar- 
ative equanimity  a  possible  lowering  of  freight 
chafges  by  putting  itself  at  the  outset  in  a 
position  to  carry  its  traii^  across  the  ranges 
and  through  the  canyons  and  valleys  of  this 
mountainous  country  at  a  lower  operation  cost 
than  that  enjoyed  by  any  rival  transcontinental 
forwarders  in  all   America — by  the  establish-

ment  of  consistently  maintained  low  gradients, 
the  primary'  necessity  of  extra-economical 
modern  railroading.  Again^  it  is  a  line  in  the 
building  of  whicli  it  is  amply  demonstrated 
that  the  lessons  of  experience  have  been 
thoroughly  learned,  and  which  it  is  intended 
shall  from  the  beginning  be  so  substantial,  so 
solid  and  so  safe  that  corrections  and  recon- 
structions under  the  pressure  of  fast-growing 
trafilc  requirements  will  not  be  necessary.  It 
is,  nevertheless,  a  line  that  is  tieing  laid  down 
with  world-record  rapidity,  and  every  phase  of 
the  construction  of  which  displays  a  touch  of 
the  master  railroadman.  It  is,  too,  a  young 
inan's  road  which  will  stand  as  an  enduring 
monument  to  the  wisdom  of  the  times  in  trust- 
ing progressive,  daring  young  manhood  with 
big  things  in  this  co-called  "century  of  the 
young  man,"  for  it  is  the  engineer  of  forty  or 
thirty,  or  even  fewer  years  than  thirty,  rather 
than  the  grizzled  veteran,  whd  is  found  in  the 
place  of  responsibility  and  power  and  accom- 
plishment, in  engineering  headquarters  or 
operating  authority,  from  end  to  end  of  this 
&yste.ni     And   (to  revert  again  to  the  matter 


of  construction  engineering)  it  is  a  road  that 
offers  one  very  practical  answer  to  the  re- 
iterated question  as  to  what  shall  be  done  to 
reduce  the  mounting  cost  of  living:  eliminate 
tlic  waste  expenditure  wherever  possible. 
Energy  expended  in  hauling  heavy  trainloads 
up  inordinate  grades  is  power  and  money 
wasted.  Grades  permitting  of  the  transport 
of  forty  loaded  cars  with  the  same  expenditure 
of  power  required  to  move  half  as  many  such 
cars  an  equal  mileage  over  higher  gradients 
must  prove  a  factor  of  inestimable  value  in 
lowering  the  general  cost  of  living  in  a  country 
which  must  be  isolate  for  many  years  to  come 
from  the  great  centres  of  population,  of  pro- 
duction and  of  distribution. 

To  illustrate  how  thoroughly  this  great 
essential  has  been  impressed  upon  the  locators 
and  builders  of  this  new  artery  of  transport 
and  of  contact  with  the  Eastern  Provinces  and 
overseas  lands,  it  nlay  be  pointed  out  that 
nowhere  between  tlie  Coast  Mainland  terminal 
(Port  Mann)  and  the  historic  town  of  Yale, 
the  head  of  steamship  navifation  in  British 
Colu(nbia's  pioneering  da>a,  to  which  the  line 


is  now  completed,  officially  inspected  and 
ready  for  acceptance  by  the  company  from 
the  contractors,  does  the  gradient  exceed  three- 
tenths  of  one  per  cent;  and  from  the  Pacific 
terminal  to  the  Yellowhead,  where  the  grade  is 
obviously  the  highest  on  the  transcontinental 
line,  it  does  not  attain  a  maximum  exceeding 
.7  per  cent.  More  than  this,  the  line  through- 
out is  remarkable  for  sustaihment  of  an  even 
gradient.  What  climb  there  is  is,  distributed 
over  the  total  mileage.  There  is  none  of  the 
common  succession  of  rise  and  fall.  And 
curvatures  and  alignment  are  equally  remark- 
able in  their  simplification  as  the  gradients  in 
their  reduction  and'  equalization.  The  old 
policy  of  throwing  down  a  new  railway  "any 
old  way"  and  improving  it  up  to  transcontinen- 
tal standardization  afterwards,  as  supporting 
traffic  develops,  has  here  been  completely  di;5.- 
carded. 

"We  are  going  to  have  our  traffic  just 
about  as  soon  as  our  line  is  ready  to  care  for  it. 
We  won't  have  to  wait  years  for  it.  And  we 
are  going  to  i^liminate  the  waste  of  jecon-

structions  by  building  our  road  right  Tn  the  very 
first  place." 

That,  in  effect,  is  the  answer  of  the  young 
men  who  have  built  and  are  building  the  C. 
N.  P.  to  the  criticisms  of  their  elders  in  the 
profession  who  incline  toward  closer  economy 
in  the  first  cost  of  construction. 

What  the  engineers  and  the  contractors  to 
whom  it  Is  given  to  carry  out  the  engineers' 
ideas  are  accomplishing  and  aim  to  accomplish 
throughout  the  whole  length  of  the  system  is 
illustrated  by  that  section  of  the  new  steel  high- 
way between  Port  Mann  and  Hope  that  is  now 
ballasted,  complete  and  ready  for  delivery  by 
the  Northern  Construction  Company,  the  con- 
trax:tors,  to  the  C|TJadian  Northern  Pacific  Rail* 
way  Company,  the  owners.  It  is  much  to  be 
doubted  if  any  other  line  in  all  America  has

been  safely  and  smoothly  covered  by  its  very 
first  passenger  train  at  a  sustained  speed  of 
fifty-five  miles  an  hour,  as  this  section  has 
been.  When  the  roadbed  has  fully  settled  and 
the  inevitable  handicaps  of  newness  disappear, 
it  is  the  confident  belief  of  the  owning  com- 
pany that  there  will  be  no  faster  or  safer 
stretch  of  trackage  on  the  contineat — not  even 
on  the  far-famed  course  of  the  New  York 
Central's  "Twentieth  Century  Limfted"— and 
that  the  daily  journey  between  New  Westmin- 
ster and  Chilliwack  will  be  conveniently  nego- 
tiated within  the  hour.  The  first  train  did  the 
distance  in  one  hour  and  five  minutes  elapsed 
time,  forty-five  minutes  actual  running  time. 
These  favorable  conditions  result  from  the  sus- 
tained low  gradient — the  virtual  water  level 
location — heavy  metals, y-and  exceptionally 
direct  alignment,  with  four'^  five  and  even  seven 
mile  tangents  that  are  arrow-true,  and  which 
will  permit,  with  safety  and  no  discomfort  to 
travelers,  of  the  development  of  the  highest 
running  speed  of  which  railway  locomotives 
are  capable. 

Obviously  in  the  negotiation  of  the  canyons 
and  the  mountains  beyond,  similarly  favorable 
conditions  do  not  and  cannot  obtain.  But 
everywhere  the  unvaried  maintenance  of  the 
sustained  low  gradient  reduces  to  a  minimum 
the  force  to  be  dominated.  What  this  must 
mean  in  reducing  the  cost  of  through  freight 
handling  only  experts  in  transportation  prob- 
lems can  fully  appreciate.  The  business  lay- 
man can,  Jiowever,  grasp  the  fact  that  millions 
must  annually  be  saved  in  the  possession  of 
a  sustained  low  grade  from  ocean  to  ocean, 
when  this  is  supplemented  by  maximum  sub- 
stantiality of  roadbed  and  construction  gener- 
ally. These  have  been  the  principles  kept 
always  before  the  young  engineers  of  the 
Canadian  Northern,  and  how  well  they  have 
succeeded  in  their  task  of  providing  for  the 
preferential  handling  of  the  future  forwarding 
business  of  Western  Canada  may  be  gauged 
by  comparison  of  the  maximums  of  gradients 
and  elevations  on  the  rival  transcontinental 
systems  of  America,  which  are  as  hereunder:

"Together,  those  incidents  empMsize  the 
most  helpful  and  perhaps  the  greatest  fact  in 
the  world  today.  The  perfect  sympatliy  and 
good  will  existing  between  the  British  and  Am- 
erican peoples  is  a  matter  of  supreme  conse- 
quence not  only  to  the  nations  directly  con- 
cerned, but  to  the  world  at  large.  In  casting 
the  horoscope  of  the  future  it  is  upon  that 
friendship  more  than  upon  any  other  fact  that 
W-e  are  entitled  to  cultivate  a  cheerful  and  con- 
fident outlook.  The  spirit  of  ancient  strife 
still  hangs  over  Europe,  but  most  of  the  Con- 
tinental problems  in  which  we  are  involved 
have  been  settled  or  are  in  a  fair  way  of  settle- 
ment. 

WEST  AND  SOUTH 

"Our  political  orientation  is  not 


a 
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to  the  Continent,  but  westward  and  sout 
ward,  and  in  the  development  of  those  vast 
lands  whither  the  great  tides  of  humanity  are 
flowing  it  is  the  example  of  the  British  and 
American  peoples  which  will  be  final  for  good 
or  ill.  We  never  had  more  reason  to  believe 
that  that  influence  will  be  for  good  than  we 
have  today. 

"The  remarkable  delegation  which  sailed 
on  Saturday  will  find  in  America  an  enthusiasm 
unclouded  by  a  single  cause  of  difference  and 
a  Government  in  power  more  definitely  com- 
mitted to  the  active  pursuit  of  peace  than  per- 
haps any  previous  Administration.  For  the 
cordial  feelings  with  which  the  two  countries 
approach  the  celebration  of  the  century  of 
peace  we  owe  much  to  Mr.  Bryce.  The  terms 
in  which  Mr.  Choate  referred  to  him  at  the 
farewell  banquet  at  New  York  would  sound 
excessive  in  relation  to  any  other  man. 

"The  -climax  of  good  relations  was  reach- 
ed during,  and  very  largely  as  a  result  of,  the 
memorable  Ambassadorship  lately  laid  down 
by  Mr.  Bryce,  to  whom  it  was  said  on  Satur- 
day last,  at  the  farewell  banquet  in  New  York, 
'You  have  made  Americans  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific  love  you.'  " 

The  significance  of  this  celebration  is  thus 
stated   by   The  Observer: 

AFTER  100  YEARS 
"On  the  Christmas  Eve  after  next  it  will 
be  a  himdred  years  since  the  Treaty  of  Ghent 
ended  the  last  war  between  Great  Britain  and 
the  United  States.  Rightly  meditated  and  hon- 
ored, that  will  be  an  anniversary  as  significant, 
as  hopeful  as  any  in  the  political  annals  of 
mankind.     It  is  not  too  lov.i  to  prepare  on 
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both  sides  of  the  Atlantlc--HaLnd  not  on  those: 
shores  alone — ^for  the  memorable  keiKPtni; 
without  precedent  of  its  kind  in  history.  It 
ought  to  be,  and^.ijf|;^||^^  not  that  it  will  be, 
celebrated  in  a  MiilW^leaving  an  indelible 
hhpression  upon  the. minds  of  both  the  greater 
nations  concerned,  and  marking  at  least  the 
Sttie.foeginnings  of  a,in^wi(^Bch  in  the  thought 
^  the  whole  Engiistl-^liRig  world. 

"To  say  this  may  ^eim  to  say  much.  Yet 
it  is  not  enough.  The  orbit  of  this  work  is 
still  wider  than  the  Anglo- American  sphere, 
though  that  if  as  v»st  is  we"*  know.  For  hfi 
the  modem  ch«os  of  dts^tei  there  is  at  least 
one  truth  no  thinker  can  mistake.  If  there 
were  no  room  for  (^plk^lllim  with  regard  to  the 
future  relations  of  the  two  English-speaking 
Powers  there  would  be  none  for  the  rest  of  the 
earth.  If  these  two  peoples  cannot  keep  the 
peace,  who  can?  It  is'  the  critical  issue  for 
the  whole  society  of  nations  with  which  Am- 
erica and  England  art  about  to  deal  in  ob- 
serving an  occasion  of  their  own, 

A  GREAT  HUSH 

"It  is  hoped  that  on  the  Christmas  Eve  of 
1914  completing  the  hundred  years  of  peace 
there  will  be  religious  services  in  every  place 
Of  worship  throughout  the  kindred  nations  and, 
above  all,  that  there  shall  be  a  simultaneous 
five  minutes'  silence  throughout  the  English- 
speaking  world.  If  the  minds  of  men  were 
well  and  truly  prepared — if  they  knew  rightly 
upon  what  purpose  of  everlasting  peace  for 
Britain  and  America,  upon  what  examj:^e  for 
the  world  they  were  asked  to  reflect — the 
hushed  influence  of  that  five  minutes  might  be 
felt  through  all  time." 

WHAT  THEY  DID  AT  GHENT 

Recalling  the  signing  of  the  Peace  of  Ghent 
The  Telegraph  says:  "It  was  on  December 
24,  1814,  that  five  American  and  three  British 
Commi.ssioners  affixed  their  names  to  the  doc- 
ument which  brought  to  an  end  the  most  fruit- 
less war  of  modern  times.  On  June  18,  1812, 
an  Act  had  been  passed  by  the  United  States 
Senate  declaring  the  existence  of  a  state  of 
war  between  the  two  English-speaking  nations, 
the  one  scarce  thirty  years  old,  the  other  rich 
in  the  consciousness  of  seven  centuries  of  his- 
tory. After  two  and  a  half  years  of  scattered 
and  unsystematic  hostilities,  in  which  neither 
people  was  whole-hearted  or  determined, 
peace  was  made  in  the  old  Dutch  town  by  a 
treaty  in  which  the  questions  of  international 
law  that  were  the  cause  of  the  conflict  were 
not  so  much  as  mentioned." 

"A  hundred  years  ago  a  man  so  great  as 
Jefferson  could  say  that  an  American  going  to 
Europe  would  suffer  'in  his  knowledge,  in  his 
morals,  in  his  health,  in  his  habits,  and  in  his 
happiness.'  The  vast  army  of  visitors  which 
now  comes  to  Europe  yearly  does  not  think 
so.    What  has  wrought  this  miracle  of  change 


in  the  disposition  of  the  two  peoples?  In  part 
'|j;is  due  to  the  gradual  removal  of  material 
causes  of  contention.  The  only. matter  of  dis- 
agreement existing  today  is  the  comparatively 
small  affair  of  the  Panama  Canal  tolls;  and 
that  is  being  treated  by  American  public  opin- 
ion in  a  spirit  of  moderation  and  forbearance 
that  would  have  been  inconceivable  iD„|iinch 
a' matter  twenty  years  ago.  Some  wei^tj'^ilJo, 
must  be  allowed  to  the  fact  that  the  absorp- 
tion of  Canada  within  the  Union  has  ceased, 
to  ,T|Bdp|BV.||'  political  possibility  since  the  re- 
cent'^Jpliveiopment  of  the  Dominion  in  ma- 
terial strength  and  in  Imperial  consciousness 
began. 

MAGIC  OF  INTERCOMMUNICATION 
"But  most  of  all  the  change  is  due  to  the 
irresistible  magic  of  intercommunication.  The 
steamship  and  the  cable,  that  did  their  work 
for  years  so  slbwly,  have  done  it  well,  and  of 
late  years  its  fruits  have  appeared  in  a  richer 
harvest  than  statesmen  of  the  last  generation 
could  have  hoped  for.  When  the  American, 
Canadian  and  British  Committees  have  deter- 
mined upon  the  methods  by  which  the  English 
speaking  peoples  shall  celebrate  a  century  of 
unbroken  peace,  the  preparations  will  be  com- 
plete for  the  sealing  of  an  international  friend- 
ship more  rich  in  promise  for  civilization  than 
any  thai  diplomacy  has  hitherto  achieved." 

THE  TWELVE  APOSTLES 
With  regard  to  the  delegates  who  sailed  on 
Saturday,  The  Observer  says: 

"The  British  delegation  are  in  number 
twelve,  like  the  Apostles.  Considering  the  ob- 
ject, it  is  not  a  presumptuous  coincidence.  The 
party  on  "the  Caronia  includes  all  colors  in  the 
Joseph's  coat  of  our  insular  politics.  In  Lord 
V/eardale  and  Lord  Stanhope  they  include  two 
descendants  of  Chatham,  the  one  man  who 
might  have  prevented  the  disruption  had  he 
not  been  too  ill  to  act  as  well  as  too  great  to 
be  understood. 

"With  them  is  Sir  Arthur  Lawley,  one  of 
the  best  Empire  makers  of  our  time  in  three 
Continents.  Lord  Rosebery  would  have  been 
an  ideal  head  of  this  mission  but  as  he  prefers 
to  see  how  deeply  he  can  bury  his  talent  in  the 
ground,  it  is  excellent  that  his  son,  Mr.  Neil 
Primrose,  goes  in  his  place.  Nor  must  we  for- 
get to  mention  Mr.  Moreton  Frewen.  Sir  Her- 
bert Maxwell,  Mr.  Mills  and  Mr.  Shirley  Benn 
are  other  representatives  of  the  Unionist  side 
in  o\ir  politics,  Mr.  Allen  Baker  and  Mr.  Her- 
bert Vivian  of  the  Radical.  Last,  but  so  far 
from  least  that  we  have  reserved  it  by  intent, 
is  the  name  of  Sir  George  Reid,  the  High  Com- 
missioner of  Australia.  We  regard  him  as  a 
pledge  that  every  effort  will  be  made  to  draw 
the  whole  E^gHsh-Speaklng  world  into  this 
movement.

n  George  Lambton.  EaiT^pfrifham, 
1792-1840.  entered  ihe  British  Parliament 
1814,  for  County  of  Durham,  and  won  recog- 
nition as  an  advanced  Reformer.  He  brought 
forward  a  plan  of  Parliamentary  reform  in 
1821.  He  was  rais&d  to  the  Peerage  in  I828 
and  a  member  of  Grey's  ministry  in  1830.  He 
was  sent  to  St.  Petersburg  on  a  special  mission 
in  1833.  and  was  Ambassador  to  Russia  in 
1836.  He  was  sent  to  Canada  in  1838  to  bring 
order  out  of  the  chaos  of  the  rebellion.  His 
tamous  report  followed.  His  policy  in  Canada 
excited  much  opposition' both  in  Great  Britain 
and  Canada.  Tlie  House  of  Lords  voted  disap- 
proval of  some  of  his  acts,  and  he  took  the 
extraordinary  step  of  returning  to  England 
without  either  being  recalled  or  obtaining  the 
Ho^^al  consent.  ,  Nevertheless  the 'wisdom  of 
his  recommendations  has  since  been  abundant- 
ly justified.  He  died  at  Cowes,  in  the  Isle  of 
Wight,    soon   after   his   return.    1 

Referring  to  Lord  Durham,  Stephen  Lea- 
cock  says: 

"With  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  griev- 
ances of  Jhe  Canadians  and  enabling  the  gov- 
ernment of  Lord  Melbourne  to  adopt  remedial 
measures,  a  special  high  commissioner  and 
governor-general  was  sent  out  tj  British  North 
America  in  the  person  of  Lord  Durham.  John 
George  Lambton,  created  Baron  Durham  in 
1828  and  Earl  of  Durham  in  1832,  is  one  of 
the  notable  characters  of  Canadian  history,  and 
one  whose  name  will  ever  be  associated  with 
the  grant  of  responsible  government  to  Can- 
ada. The  scion  of  a  Whig  family  whose  mem- 
bers had  represented  the  City  of  Durham  in 
the  House  of  Commons  continuously  from 
1727  until  1/97,  Durham  came  honestly  by 
Liberal  principles,  which  his  ardent  tempera- 
ment and  domineering  intellect  carried  to  the 
verge  of  radicalism.  He  had  already  enjoyed 
a  career  of  distinction,  had  served  in  the  army, 
sat  in  the  House  of  Commons,  and  had  held 
the  post  of  Lord  Privy  Seal  in  the  ministry  of 
Earl  Grey  (1830).  Over  Lord  Grey,  whose 
eldest  daughter  he  had  married,  Durham 
had  possessed  an  unusual  ascendency — "une 
funeste  jnfluence"  the  aged  'i'alleyrand  had 
called  it.  Prominent  as  one  of  the  leading 
supporters  of  the  British  Reform  Bill  and  iden- 
tified in  ideas,  if  not  in  practice,  with  the 
Liberal  creed  of  equal  rights,  Lord  Durham  ap- 
peared pre-eminently  suited  to  typify  to  the 
people  of  Canada  the  earnest  desire  of  the 
Mother  Country  to  redress  their  wrongs. 
From  the  moment  of  his  arrival  at  Quebec, 
May  29th,  183  8,  he  threw  himself  with  char- 
acteristic energy  into  the  task  before  him. 
The  powers  conferred  upon  him  as  high  com- 
missioner, Lord  Durham  interpreted  with  the 
utmost  latitude.  He  regarded  himself  in  the 
light  of  a  benevolent  dictator,  and  supported 
the  extraordinary  powers  which  he  thus 
assumed  with  an  ostentatious  magnificence. 
He  reconstructed  Sir  John  Colborne's  council 
in  Lower  Canada,  issued  an  amnesty  to  the 
participants  in  the  late  rebellion,  and,  on  his 
own  authority,  banished  to  Bermuda  certain 
leaders  in  the  insurrection.  He  set  up  at  the 
same  time  special  commissions  to  enquire  into 
education,  immigration,  municipal  govern- 
ment and  Crown  lands,  paid  a  brief  visit  to 
Upper  Canada,  where  he  was  received  with 
enthusiasm,  and  in  his  short  stay  of  five  months 
gathered  together  the  voluminous  nraterials 
which  formed  the  basis  of  the  celebrated  re- 
port. Meanwhile,  however,  the  governor- 
general's  enemies  in  England  were  working 
busily  against  him.  The  illegal  powers  which 
he  had  seen  fit  to  assume  were  made  the 
basiiJ  of  an  unsparing  attack.  Durham's  ac- 
tions were  denounced  in  the  Hou^e  ot  Lords

"La  Suisse -at  le  sapin  son!  freres,"  states 
the  author  of  Guillaume  Tell,  and  this  ex- 
pression brings  to  mind  a  rather  wonderful 
story  written  by  one  oi  our  modern  writers  of 
a  young- girl  whose  particular  personal  deity 
was  a  vast  beech-tree.  This  tree  had  grown 
for  a  century  or  more  by  the  side  of  a  river; 
its  branches  had  sheltered  her  in  babyhood;  its 
gnarled  and  crotched  limbs,  with  their  lacy 
green  network  of  leaves  shutting  the  world 
away,  had  formed  a  fairy  palace  of  delight  in 
her  childhood's  years;  against  its  velvet  bark 
she  had  whispered  all  her  girlhood's  secrets, 
and  under  its  shade  she  had  heard  the  first 
words  of  love  from  her  lover. 

A  mighty  storm  came;  the  rain  fell  in 
torrents;  the  river  rose  in  the  night;  the  wind 
blew  a  hurricane,  and  the  girl  miles  away  in 
London,  preparing  for  her  wedding,  heard  the 
echoes  of  the  storm  and  felt  the  peril  of  the 
tree.  She  insisted  upon  returning  to  her  child- 
hood home.  When  they  tried  to  dissuade  her, 
and  her  lover  resented  her  sudden  change  of 
mind,  she  fell  into  a  fever,  and  they  carried  her 
home,  hoping  to  effect  a  cure.  But  the  storm 
lasted  and  the  fever  lasted,  and  the  girl 
seemed  to  feel  that  in  giving  her  faith  to  lier 
lover  she  had  failed  somehow  in  her  allegiance 
to  her  tree. 

One  night  when  the  storm  was  at  its  height, 
the  river  a  madly  .rushing  torrent,  and  the 
wind  like  a  thousand  giants  in  its  strength, 
hurling  down  chimneys,  tearing  off  roofs,  up- 
rooting trees,  they  missed  the  girl  from  her 
bed.  All  night  they  sought  her  and  toward 
morning  her  lover  found  her.  The  great 
beech-tree  had  fallen  before  the  storm,  and 
lying  among  its  branches,  her  arms  about  its 
trunk,  clad  only  in  her  nightdress,  the  body 
of  the  young  girl  lay. 

It  was  a  weird  sort  of  story,  beautifully 
told,  but  far  too  sad  in  its  end.  and  yet  it 
touched  a  responsive  chord  in  most  readers' 
minds.  Perhaps  in  some  incomprehensible 
way  it  carried  us  back  to  lives  lived  centuries 
ago,  when  we  too,  primitive  and  untaught 
worshipped  the  trees  that  seemed  to  love  us. 

Modern  as  we  have  become,  however,  no 
one  of  us  has  ceased  to  feel  a  certain  affection 
for  the  trees.  It  wrings  the  hearts  of  us  to  see 
the  axemen  at  work,  and  the  tears  dim  our 
eyes  at  the  sight  of  some  century  old  monarch 
lying  low  to  make  room  for  the  rush  of 
civilization.  A  few  hours  sufficed  to  undo  the 
work  of  centuries,  and  abase  what  has  been 
in  its  might  and  beauty  a  living  hymn  to  God. 
That  is  a  sad  work  and  a  work  that  must  touch 
the  hardest  of  hearts.  But  to  sec  the  trees  left 
standing,  and  the  pavement  laid  around  them, 
ah,  that  is  enough  to  make  one  love  the  whole 
world.  Ask  yourself  or  anyone  if  this  is  not 
so.  It  is  instinctive  for  us  to  love  the  tree.s,  to 
want  to  get  close  to  them,  as  if  we  went  to 
them  partly  of  our  own  accord,  partly  because 
they  called  us.  Can  they  lift  up  and  give  wing 
to  our  thoughts,  1  wonder,  carrying  them  as 
prayers  to  God,  or  as  strength  to  help  those 
we  love.

"The  opinion  is  largely  held  that  English 
is  not  a  musical  language  or  at  least  not  a 
language  which  lends  itself  felicitously  to  ex- 
pression in  music.  1  think  that,  for  a  time,  1 
held  that  opinion  myself.  My  maturer  judg- 
ment and  experience  tell  me  that  I  was  wrong; 
that  although  the  English  language  lends  itself 
to  expression  in  music  less  readily  than  the 
Italian,  it  is,  in  that  respect  at  least  equal  to 
the  French  and  certainly  superioi-  to  the 
German;  and  that  the  reason  why  I  held  that 
opinion  for  a  time,  and  why  others  hold  it 
still,  is  that  the  art  of  English  diction  has  been 
during  our  own  time  in  a  very  uncultivated 
condition. 

"It  is  true  that  there  ai'e  exceptional  in- 
stances to  the  contrary,  and  that  occasionally 
we  hear  our  native  tongue  spoken  in  song  with 
distinction  and  clearne.ss;  but  it  is.  alas!  equally 
true  that  our  ears  are  too  frequently  tortured 
by  mispronunciation  and  verbal  obscurities, 
and  at  times  to  such"  an  extent  that  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  decide  in  what  particular  language  the 
singer  is  delivering  his  message."

and  from  childhood  he  was  distinguished  by 
his  wonderful  self-control,  his  simple  manner 
of  living,  his  abstinence  from  all  luxuries,  and 
his  strict  adherence  to  almost  puiitanical  jprin- 
ciples.  He  was  only  seventeen  when  h*'-llH||l' 
went  to  war,  ^'' |iii|fi^^<4^|^st  Hannibal, 
then  at  the  h^#|(||mp<)^er' In  Italy.    .

THE  STORY  OF  FRANCE 


RonatR  K  could  be  found  in  the  field;  tie  was 
^j|^iigui$hed  rather  on  account  of  his  elo- 
^I^Hlmt  as  an  orator,  for  he  had  stiidied  in  his 
'y<wrth  all  ..the  PythaggiMn  philosophy  anl 
the  writings  of  Thucydides  and  Demosthenes, 

and  loyed  to  plead  in  t^hitlfii^  «^  of  his 
friends  who  sought  his  cbunset  So  demo- 
cratic was  he,  however,  that  he  believed  his 
ability  was  only  given  him  that  he  might  use 
it  for  the  common  good,  and  he  would  never 
accept  any  payment  for  his  services.  Added 
to  all  his  other  qualities  Cato  was  a  large  man 
of  splendid  bodily  vigor,  handsome  features 
and  dignified  bearing,  with  a  voice  that  could 
be  sweetly  persuasive,  or  loudly  compelling. 
Unlike  many  another  philosopher  he  lived 
according  to  his  own  teachings,  and  it  was  not 
strange  that  he  soon  had  a  great  following. 
'■Oratorical  skill."  writes  Plutarch,,  "was  an 
acconiplisiiment  commonly  studied  and  sought 
after  by  all  young  men,  but  he  was  very  rare 
who  would  cultivate  the  old  habits  of  bodily 
labor,  or  prefer  a  light  supper  and  a  breakfast 
which  never  saw  the  fire,  or  be  in  love  with 
poor  clothes  and  a  homely  lodging,  or  could 
set  his  ambitions  rather  on  doing  without 
luxury  than  on  possessing  them." 

For  Rome  in  its  greatness  was  growing  too 
luxury-loving;  from  over-indulgence  in  pleas- 
ures her  citizens  were  becoming  effeminate, 
and  Cato  saw  this,  and  the  fact  troubled  him 
greatly.  So  like  a  true  patriot  he  did  his  best 
to  open  his  country's  eyes  to  her  peril. 

When  he  was  appointed  consul,  and  had 
the  government  of  Hither  Spain,  He  insisted  as 
he  had  in  Sardinia  on  the  strictest  public 
morality,  and  so  well  did  he  use  his  office  that 
he  reduced  the  country  to  subjection  and  was 
accorded  the  honor  of  a  triumph  when  he.re- 
turned  to  Rome  in  194  B.C.  A  few  years 
later  he  acted  as  military  tribune  in  the  war 
against  Antiochus  the  Great,  who  had  become 
a  foe  almost  as  greatly  feared  by  the  Romans 
as  Hannibal.      ^       , 

In  an  encounter  with  Antiochus,  Cato  won 
a  great  victory  at  the  scene  of  a  famous 
engagement,  Thermopylae,  and  returning  to 
Rome,  bearing  the  news  himself  he  filled  that 
city  with  the  greatest  joy,  and  the  Romans 
began  to  congratulate  themselves  that  they 
were  superior  to  any  people  in  the  world,  so 
that  brimful  of  confidence  and  pride  AsJMey 
were,  they  felt  it  was  no  longer  necessary  for 
them  so  assiduously  to  cultivate  martial  qual- 
ities, and  they  became  more  idle  and  pleasure- 
loving  than  ever. 

When  Cato  was  appointed  censor,  he  was 
invested  with  almost  unlimited  power,  "for  the 
Romans  thought  that  no  marriage  or  rearing 
of  children,  nay,  no  feast  or  drinking-bout 
ought  to  be  permitted  according  to  every  one's 
appetite  or  fancy,  without  beign  examined  and 
inquired  into."  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at 
that  the  Patricians,  knowing  Cato's  character 
and  realizing  under  what  rigid  discipline  Rome 
would  be,  did  all  tiiat  they  could  to  keep  him 
from  office,  for  it  was  the  Patrician  class  who 
^ave  themselves  up  to  most  self-indulgence, 
and  who  did  not  desire  their  liberty  curtailed. 
But  though  Cato  gave  no  fair  promises,  from 
the  very  beginning  openly  declaring  that  the 
city  needed  a  great  and  thorough  purgation 
and  that  he  would  put  an  end  to  all  luxury 
and  voluptuousness,  he  was  chosen  to  his  iiigh 
position,  and  immediately  began  his  crusade 
against  public  immorality. 

So  firm  a  stand  did  he  take,  so  consistent 
was  he  1n  all  his  rulings  and  judgments,  that 
though  few  loved  him,  there  were  none  but 
mu.st  admire  him.  He  was  a  hard  husband,  a 
strict  father,  and  sometimes  a  cruel  master, 
but  he  receives  no  word  of  blame  from  his 
compatriots,  who  perhaps  realized  that,  as 
Cato  himself  said,  Rome  did  not  need  a  gentle, 
but  rather  the  roughest  of  physicians.  And  he 
.served  the  purpose  well  as  history  goes  to 
prove,  though  It  is  said  that  his  hardness  cost 
him  the  life  of  his  wife  and  his  son.  He  him- 
self lived  to  a  very  old  age,  and  died  much 
honored  and  reverenced. 


Louis  XIV.  was  succeeded  by  his  grandson, 
UukiXV.,  i^a  i|ri^  at  that  time  only  five  yeiurs 
Oljifd.  He  Married  wbe^  fifteen  Mliria  of 
^|jun<l»  Imt  the  union  wal^'  Ht,  from  being,  a 
happy  one.  He  soon  deserted  his  wife,  and 
entered  upon  a  life  of  almost  inconceivable 
vice.  When  it  is  ^aidthat,  perhaps,  the  only 
redeeming  features  of  it  were  his  associations 
with  the  infamous  Madame  de  Pompadour 
and  the  yet  more  infamous  Madame  du  Barry,  . 
upon  whom  he  lavished  millions  wrung  from 
the  oppressed  people,  perhaps  nothing  more 
need  be  said.  He  gave  the  latter  in  five  years 
an  amount  equal  to  $3o,ooo.ooo.   and  his 


meet  the  demand  for  money,  the  National 
Bank  issued  a  perfect  flood  of  paper  currency, 
and  this  alarmed  the  more  conservative  finan- 
ciers, who  proceeded  to  convert  the  bank- 
notes into  gold  as  rapidly  as  possible,  sending 
the  precious  metal  out  of  the  country,  chiefly 
to  England  and  Belgium.  When  this  became 
known,  public  confidence  in  the  bank  was 
shaken  and  there  was  a  run  upon  it.  Law 
struggled  valiantly  to  save  his  enterprise,  and 
was  able  to  persuade  the  Regent  to  consolidate 
the  bank  and  the  company.  This  served  for 
a  time  to  stay  the  rapid  decline  in  the  value 
of  shares  and  bank  notes,  but  the  crisis  came 
in  1720,  when  the  bank  closed  its  doors  and 
the  shares  in  the  company  fell  to  five  per  cent. 
of  their  face  value.  The  whole  country  was 
thus  tiirought  to  t^'^^lfg^Vof  financial  ril^;'^ 
Desperate ,  remedies  had  to  be  resorted  mi^ 
Law  W  inied  the  country,  and  the  R^^nt* 
ordered  the  cancellation  of  all  unissued  bank 
notes,  and  issued  governmei^  securities,  known 
as  rentes,  to  those  who  held  the  undesiroyed 
notes,  but  at  an  enormous  sacVifice'  Uiw 
never  recovered  from  this  disaster.  He  sur- 
vived the  collapse  of  the  Mississippi  Company 
only  nine  years;,  making  a  miserable  living  by 
gambling.     What  became  of  the  enormous 


sums,-4|ij^t  pas$ed  tHrough  his  hands,  has  never 
been  explained  satisfactorily.  Certainly  Miw 
kept  none  ofifc 

financial  Straits,  with  all  the  ofiWi!^IHe&  of 
,lbny|Siness  interrupted  Ijy  this  senseless  diyersipn 
of  jnoney  from  Its  legitimate  channels,  that 
the  vice  and  folly  of  Louis  imposed  the  burden 
of.  maintaining  not  only  an  extravagant  court, 
but  costly  and  profitless  wars.  At  Fontenoy 
the  king  showed  himself  not  to  be  lacking  in 
courage,  but  the  War  of  the  Austrian  Succes- 
sion terminated  in  an  inglorious  peace,  with 
the  army  disorganized,  the  navy  destroyed 
and  the  whole  nation  on  the  brink  of  ruin. 
When  patriotic  courtiers  told  Louis  the  state 
of  the  kingdom,  he  only  laughed  and  said  it 
would  last  out  his  time,  and  set  about  to 
prepare  for  new  and  yet  more  scandalous 
amusements  than  those  that  had  already  dis- 
graced his  reign.  He  died  from  small-pox  in 
bis  69th  year,  his  death  being  one  of  extreme 
misery.  So  far  frorn  it  being  regretted,  the 
news  of  his  ekpiry  was  hailed  with  rejoicing 
and  the  populace  of  Paris  celebrated  it  by 
holding  a  high  holiday.'  But  he  had  done  his 
evil  work  too  completely  for  any  one  to 
remedy,  as  the  brief  and  tragic 'reign  of  his 
■grandson  soon  testified.     , 


One  of  the  remarkable  things  about  these 
remnants  of  ancient  civilization  is  that  they 
were  buried.  There  is  no  difficulty  in  explain- 
ing how  they  came  to  be  bured.  The  shift- 
ing sands  of  the  African  deserts  will  explain 
how  the  temples  and  palaces  of  old  Egypt  were 
covered.  Similar  causes  produced  similar  re- 
sults elsewhere.  In  other  places  vegetation  did 
its  work  of  destruction  and  burial.

parentage,  but  her  reputed  father  was  named

distinguished  by  her  beauty  of ,  face  and  l^orni. 
At  the  age  of 'nineteen  she:  BJariled  her  cpu^^ 
t;mt  almost  immediately  thereafter,  by  tht  ad- 
ylce  of  her  mother,  she  set  herself  out  to  gain 
the  affections  of  the  king.  She  was  quickly 
successful,  and  was  soon  created  Marquise  de 
Pompadour  and  given  quarters  at  Versailles. 
She  was  a  woman  of  remarkable  talents  and 
from  1847  until  her  death  in  1764  she  was 
ylrtually  the  ruler  of  France.  Royal 'honors 
were  paid  her,  ^even  the  p^^/  JEmpress  of 
Austria  addressing  her  as  "i|iip||*  in  her  cpr- 
respondence.  Her  influence  was  almost 
wholly  for  evil,  so  far  as  the  natiori  was  con- 
cerned, and  upon  the  king  personally  It  was

Madame  du  Barry  was  the  daughter  of  a 
dressmaker.     Her  sole  merits  cohsist^^^^te-

When  the  Revolution  was  at  its  height,  Robe-- 
pierre  ordered  her  to  be  arrested  and  she  was 
executed.     Her  conduct  at  the  guillotine  was 
marked  by  extreme  cowardice.     It  is  said  of 
her  that  she  had  no  taste  or  knowledge,  being 
little  else  than  a  beautiful  animal. 

These  two  women  brought  France  to  the 
verge,  of  ruin,  completing  the  course  of  finan- 
cial disaster,  which  Law,  the  amazing  Scotch- 
man, inaugurated  during  the  minority  of  the 
king.  John  Law  was  born  in  Edinburgh  in 
1671.  His  father  was  a  man  of  means,  and 
brought  up  hi."  son  to  the  banking  business. 
The  young  man  went  to  London,  but  having 
the  misfortune  to  kill  an  adversary  in  a  duel, 
he  fled  to  the  Continent,  ultimately  reaching 
Pari.s,  where  he  engaged  in  business.  He 
was  made  Comptroller  of  the  Finances  by  the 
Regent  during  the  minority  of  Louis  XV.  He 
was  by  nature  a  gambler,  winning  and  lo.sing 
vast  sums  before  being  appointed  to  his  high 
office.  His  first  official  act  of  importance  was 
to  establish  a  national  bank,  which  issued  pro- 
digious quantities  of  hank  notes,  that  were 
welcomed  by  the  public,  and,  without  anything 
behind  them  except^  a  very  dubious  national 
credit,  were  accepted  anywhere  at  their  face 
value.  Law's  fame,  such  as  it  is,  rests  upon 
his  Mississippi  scheme,  a  project,  which  for 
those  days  surpassed  in  its  daring  character 
anything  known  in  recent  years.  He  formed  a 
company  in  1717  to  exploit  the  resources  of 
the  Mississippi  valley,  then  owned  by  France 
and  known  as  Louisiana.  The  capital  stock 
of  the  company  was  100,000,000  livres.  about 
equal  to  $20,000,000.  The  capital  was 
eagerly  subscribed  for,  and  two  years  later  a 
new  issue  was  made  of  $5, 000,000  to  enable 
the  company  to  engage  in  trade  with  China, 
the  East  Indies  and  the  South  Seas.  For  this 
is.sue  of  shares  no  less  than  500,000  applica- 
tions were  received,  and  they  rose  to  a  great 
premium.  There  is  no  means  of  telling  what 
sums  were  paid  in  by  the  masses,  whn  were 
attracted  by  Law's  promise  that  the  annual 
dividends  would  be  at  least  1 20  per  cent. 
People  crowded  into  Paris  from  the  country, 
prepared  to  invest  their  all  in  the  wonderful 
company,  and  daily  the  streets  before  Law's 
residence  would  be  blocked  by  eager  appli- 
cants for  shares,  who  struggled  with  each 
other  to  be  the  first  to  give  the  Scotchman 
their  money.  Indeed  the  city  became  actually 
overcrowded  and  difficulty  was  found  to  ac- 
commodate the  eager  thous&nds.  Trade  re- 
ceived   an    abnormal   stimulus.      In   order   to 


BURIED  CITIES 


Recent  explorations  in  Egypt  have  led 
archaeolbgists  to  believe  that  under  the  sands 
which  surround  the  Sphinx  there  is  a  great 
buried  city.  Speculation  as  to  what  further 
investigation  will  disc-lose  would  be  futile,  but 
we  may  feel  very  sure  that  a  new  chapter  in 
the  history  of  Egypt  will  be  opened.  No 
satisfactory  explanation  of  the  Sphinx  and  the 
Great  Pyramid  has  ever  been  advanced.  Not' 
very  long  ago  excavations  in  Crete  disclosed 
remains  of  a  very  ancient  city.  Up  to  the 
present  time  the  most  numerous  and  what 
seem  to  be  most  ancient  monuments  of  the 
work  of  men  are  found  in  the  country  border- 
ing on  the  Euphrates  and  Tigris  rivers.  There 
are  many  mounds  here  over  a  wide  area,  and 
as  those  which  have  been  opened  are  found 
to  contain  evidence  of  a  high  civilization,  it 
is  naturally  assumed  that  the  others  do  also. 
The  remotest  date  assigned  to  any  of  them  is 
in  the  case  of  some  remains  of  ancient  work- 
manship found  in  Nippur  and  dating  it  is 
thought,  from  the  seventieth  century  be- 
fore Christ,  or  some  nine  thousand  years 
ago.  Nippur  was  a  city  less  than  a  thousand 
years  ago,  but  it  is  not  to  be  assumed  that  it 
was  continuously  inhabited.  Indeed  the  con- 
trary appears  to  have  lieen  the  case.  Here  as 
elsewhere  cities  seem  to  have  been  superim- 
posed upon  cities.  There  are  buried  cities  in 
South  Africa,  in  Central  America  and  doubtless 
in  very  many  other  places.  Indeed  we  seem 
to  be  very  far  from  .being  the  first  civilized 
race  that  has  occupied  the  world.  Speaking 
of  Egypt,  Ernest  Renan  says:  "Egypt  at  the 
beginning  of  her  history  appears  mature,  old 
and  entirely  without  mythical  or  heroic  ages, 
as  if  the  country  had  known  no  youth.  Its 
civilization  has  no  infancy,  and  its  art  no 
archaic  period.  The  civilization  of  the  Old 
Monarchy  did  nnt  begin  with  youth.  It  was 
already  mature."  Herodotus,  writing  some 
twenty-three  hundred  years  ago,  said  the 
Egyptian  priests  told  him  that  their  written 
history  began  more  than. eleven  thousand  years 
before  his  time.  They  showed  him  a  temple 
wherein  were  the  statues  of  three  hundred  and 
forty-one  high  priests  who  had  succeeded  each 
other.  The  first  known  king  of  Egypt  was 
Menes.  When  he  lived  is  uncertain,  archaeolo- 
gists assigning  him  to  different  periods  varying 
from  twenty-Hve  hundred  to  fifty-five  hundred 
years  before  Christ,  but  whatever  his  date  may 
have  been,  there  is  condusive  evidence  that 
even  before  his  time  the  Egyptians  were  a 
cultured  and  highly  civilized  people.  The 
l^wied  cities,  wherever  they  may  be  situated^ 
have  a  wonderful  story  to  telL

explain  is  why  a  city  should  have  been  aban- 

dbned  and  have  been  left  vacant  for  a 
sufficient  length  of  time  to  be  so  covered  as  to 
be  lost  both  to  sight  and  memory. 

Excavators  in  Babylonia  have  reached  the 
conclusion  that  a  lost  race  of  people,  coming 
from  they  know  not  where  occupied  the  land 
in  the  dawn  of  history.  To  these  people  they 
have  given  the  name  Sumerian,  and  they 
suggest  it  is  the  same  as  Shinar.  We  read  in 
Genesis  that  Nimrod  was  a  mighty  hunter  be- 
fore the  Lord,  and  that  the  beginning  of  his 
kingdom  was  Babel,  and  Erech  and  Accad  and 
Calah  in  the  land  of  Shinar."  The  Sumerians 
are  assumed  to  represent  the  most  ancient 
known  civilization.  Here  it  may  be  mentioned 
that  the  chronology  of  this  period  in  the  history 
of  mankind  is  very  obscure,  and  in  this  con- 
nection something  may  be  said  of  some  of  the 
variations  that  have  arisen  in  the  investigation 
of  this  branch  of  knowledge. 

The  chronology  which  for  the  last  two 
centuries  was  generally  accepted  as  authentic, 
and  is  even  now  held  by  some  to  be  absolutely 
true,  is  that  originated  by  Archbishop  Usher, 
who  advanced  his  theory  in  the  year  16S0. 
This  is  the  basis  of  the  dates  used  in  the 
marginal  notes  in  such  Bibles  as  contain  them. 
Usher  was  archbishop  of  Armagh,  and  a  very 
learned  prelate,  as  learning  went  in  those  days. 
He  endeavored  to  fix  not  only  a  date  for 
creation,  but  for  all  the  chief  events  recorded 
in  the  Bible,  and  his  conclusion  was  that  the 
world  was  formed  4004  years  before  Christ. 
So  general  has  been  the  acceptance  of 'his 
opinion  that  many  persons  regard  a  belief  in  it 
as  absolutely  essential  to  the  acceptance  of 
Christianity.  But  his  attempt  was  only  one 
of  many.  It  is  said  that  there  have  been  three 
hundred  different  efforts  made  to  piece  out  the 
chronology  of  the  Hebrew  and  Samaritan 
writings,  and  they  have  led  to  as  many 
different  results.  The  shortest  time  assigned 
by  any  of  these  investigators  as  having  elapsed 
between  creation  and  the  birth  of  Christ  is 
3,483  years;  the  longest  is  6,894  years. 
Neither  of  these  estimates  is  now  accepted  as 
even  approximately  correct.  The  Greek 
church  does  not  accept  any  of  them,  but  holds 
to  the  Era  of  Constantine,  which  places  the 
beginning  of  the  world  at  5,508  years  and  4 
months  before  the  Christian  Era.  The 
"months"  is  interesting.  Pagan  nations  never 
made  any  attempt  to  fix  the  beginning  of 
things,  nor  did  the  Jews.  It  is  said,  indeed, 
that  the  Jews  never  had  any  era  of  their  own, 
and  it  is  even  alleged  that  great  doubt  exists 
as  to  the  real  meaning  of  the  Hebrew  word 
that  has  been  translated  "years"  in  the  Bible. 
Lest  some  persons  may  imagine  that  the  re- 
fusal to  accept  Dr.  Usher's  dates  is  an  evidence 
of  infidelity,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  there 
is  not  a  single  writer,  clerical  or  lay,  of  any 
eminence  whatever,  who  regards  it  as  of  any 
value  at  all  except  for  very  general  purposes  of 
comparison.

this  also  Is'  unthinkable  ?  It  is  not.  If  may 
be  incomprehensible;  it  may  be  inexplicable; 
but  your  reason  will  tell  you  that  it  must  be 
true.  Even  if  we  grant  the  eternal  existence 
of  matter,  how  shall  we  explain  Law.?  How 
shall  we  explain  Motion?  How  shall  we  ex- 
plain Life.?  How  shall  we  explain  Instinct  or 
Intelligence?  Can  we  suggest  how,  even  in 
countless  ages,  a  piece  of  stone  can  become 
the  Hallelujah  Chorus  or  the  love  of  a  mother 
for  her  babe?  And  yet  sojne  such  transform- 
ation must  have  taken  place  unless  we  grant 
what  Spencer  calls,  "the  Hypothesis  of  God." 
You  cannot  escape  this  conclusion  by  ascribing 
things  to  Law.  Law  implies  a  Lawgiver.  But 
you  may  say  that  Law  also  is  eternal,  and  that 
Time  and  Space  are  also  eternal.  Neverthe- 
less if  this  be  granted,  it  does  not  render  un- 
necessary the  hypothesis  of  God.  That  which 
makes  Matter,  Time  and  Space  possible  and 
renders  Matter  subservient  to  Law  is  God. 
"He'sustaineth  all  things  by  the  word  of  His 
power."  Xou  may  reason  forever;  you  may 
pierce  the  heavens  with  the  "strongest  teles- 
cope; you  may  examine  the  minutest  mani- 
festations with  the  most  powerful  microscope, 
and  you  cannot  find  a  place  where  God  is  not! 

It  is  self-evident  that  the  Deity  must  be 
manifested  in  as  many  ways  as  there  are  phases 
of  existence.  He  must  be  infinite;  He  must  be 
Omnipresent;  He  must  be  "the  same  yester- 
day, today  and  forever."  That  a  Power  equal 
to  the  creation  of  matter,  force  and  law  could 
cease  to  exist  is  impossible,  and  yo\i  cannot 
escape  this  conclusion  by  supposing  the  eter- 
nal existence  of  matter,  for  even  then  you  are 
brought  face  to  face  with  the  question;  What 
is  existence?  Shape  your  inquiry  as  you  will, 
you  must  infallibly  come  back  to  that  which  is 
neither  Matter,  Force,  nor  Law.  Existence 
implies  the  possibility  of  non-existence.  What 
is  it  that  makes  existence  possible?  The  an- 
swer must  be:  God.  We  are  here  upon 
ground  that  affords  no  help  for  us  in  our  daily 
life,  because  the  human  mind  cannot  grasp  the 
abstract  idea  of  a  Deity.  We  may,  however, 
easily  understand  that  a  perfect  life  is  that 
which  is  in  harmony  with  the  Divine. 

Our  limited  natures  will  n^^  permit  us  to 
aspire  to  harmony  with  God  as  a  creator,  or 
as  a  source  of  power,  or  as  the  fountain  of 
universal  law.  Herein  is  where  philosophy 
has  failed.  The  Hindu  and  Grecian  philos- 
ophers  saw  God  as  an  elusive  shadow  standmg 
behind  the  Universe.  Chinese  philosophy 
abandoned  all  attempt  to  give  mankind  any 
conception  of  Him,  and  Confucius  expressly 
taught  that  the  mystery  was  too  deep  for  any 
mental  plummet  to  sound  it.  Greek  thought 
gave  up  th€  question  and  wrote  upon  its  altars, 
"To  the  Unknown  God."  Hindu  philosophy 
became  an  unfathomable  mysticism.  Hebrew 
tradition  formed  a  God  in  the  likeness  of  man. 
Yet  millions  of  Chinese,  Greeks,  Hindus,  He- 
brews and  other  races  have  lived  In  harmony 
with  the  Divine,  for  there  has  always  been  a 
light  to  lighten  every  man  that  cometh  hito 
the  world.  We  get  glimpses  of  the  true  rela- 
tion of  the  Divine  and  the  Human  all  through 
the  writings  of  ancient  seers.  In  the  Old  Tes- 
tament, and  especially  in  the  Psalms,  the  Book 
of  Job  and  certain  of  the  Prophecies  this  wis- 
dom is  to  be  seen.  It  remained  fqr  Jesus  of 
Nazareth  to  show  forth  the  whole  truth,  so 
that,  as  Isaiah  said  in  anticipation,  "the  way- 
faring man,  though  a  fool,  may  not  err  there- 
in." Jesus  does  not  tell  us  to-  regard  God  as 
a  Creator,  or  as  the  Origin  of  Force,  or  as  a 
Lawgiver,  Init  as  "Our  Father  who  art  in  Hea- 
ven. '  We  cannot  understand  God  as  some- 
thing back  of  all  that  is;  and  if  we  did,  it  would 
mean  little  to  us.  We  can  understand  him  as 
Love,  and  we  can  realize  that  we  are  getting 
curselves  in  harmony  with  him  as  far  as  we 
permit  our  lives  to  be  influenced  by  the  Isw 
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R.  Heywood'^^WSBBSF'^IBlon-Karr 
was  born  in  India  after  the  great 
Sepoy  mutiny.

fAt.  Seton-Karr,  who  is  at  present  in  Vic- 
toria, has  given  us  an  interview  in  which  he 
describes  his  eventful  career.     He  said: 

■'1  ;have  just  returned  from  the  White  Nile 
and  on  New  Year's  day  1  killed  four  lions  in 
Kordofan,   a  good  commencement  for    1913. 

"I  learned  to  shoot  when  1  was  very  young- 
and. was  sent  to  Eton  College,  where  1  rcpiy- 
j.ented  the  college  in  the  shooting  eight  at  the 
meeting  of  the  National  Rifle  Association.  I 
also  took,  up  rowing  and  in  consequence  when 
I  became  a  member  of  Oxford  University  I 
was  made  stroke  of  the  college  eight.  I  also 
won  the  Oriel  sculls,  pairs,  and  all  the  rowing 
prizes  of  my  year. 

"While  still  at  Oxford  1  had  an  alarming; 
adventure  in  the  Alps.  I  was  with  my  relations 
in  the  Engadine.  The  highest  mountain  in 
these  parts,  indeed,  in  the  whole  of  the 
Rhaetian  Alps,  is  Piz  Bernina.  The  exact 
height  is  13,294  feet,  and  the  fee  for  each 
guide  is  200  francs  or  forty  dollars.  1  de- 
termined to  make  the  ascent.  In  bad  weather 
the  peak  is  a  dangerous  one.  We  reached 
the  summit  but  were  caught  by  a  snowstorm 
on  the  descent  and  forced  to  spend  the  night 
at  a  great  altitude  without  protection.  1  was 
alone  with  two  guides.  We  suffered  severely 
from  frostbite  and  I  was  laid  up  for  some 
time.  During  the  storm  we  lost  sense  of  the 
duration  of  time  and  we  had  a  collective 
hallucination  of  the  appearance  of  a  party  of 
three  men  roped  together,  one  of  whom  was 
the  father  of  one  of  my  guides,  by  name  Hans 
Grass.  The  guides  thought  we  were  on  the 
Italian  side,  as  a  matter  of  fact  we  forced  a 
descent  through  the  great  ice-fall  of  the 
Morteratsch,  considered  impassable.  The 
leading  guide  frequently  fell  through  the  crust 
into  crevasses,  jarring  me  terribly  about  the 
waist,  and  more  than  once  1  slipped  and  hung 
suspended  by  the  rope  over  certain  death. 
Forty  guides  from  the  French  and  Italian 
sides  stalled  out  to  search  for  our  bodies.  One 
search  party  was  led  by  the  Rev.  E.  W. 
Moore,  an  old  friend  of  my  family  and  a 
famous  mountaineer,  and  the  father  of  Mr. 
Herbert  W.  R.  Moore,  '(he  well-known  bar- 
rister and  solicitor  of  Victoria.  At  length  in  a 
dazed  condition  we  reached  the  great  glaciers 
below  the  famous  peaks  of  the  Palu  and  the 
Roseg,  and  to  my  amazement  I  saw  the  valley 
'near  the  shelter  hut  dotted  with  fires.  There 
were  hundreds  of  men.  It  was  the  evening  of 
th^  third  day  and  the  Swiss  guides  were  pre- 
paring for  the  search.  Without  unroping  my 
guides  started  to  run,  dragging  me  down  after 
them.  Suddenly  (here  was  a  great  shouting 
And  I  fainted.  When  I  awoke  to  consciousness 
my  hands  and  feet  were  being  bathed  in  ice 
and  water  and  hot  wine  poured  down  my 
throat.  In  the  morning  Mr.  Parnell,  the  Irish 
leader,  and  his  brother,  a  member  of  the 
Alpine  Club,  met  me  with  a  carriage  at  the 
foot  of  the  glacier  and  I  M'as  driven  to 
Pontresina,  v/here  the  surgeons  examined  my 
feet  for  frostbite  while  I  ate  breakfast.  Rumors 
were  afloat  that  I  had  lost  a  limb  and  my 
adventure  was  one  of  the  sensations  of  the 
season  until  Mr.  de  la  Rue  sent  a  correct  ac- 
count of  it  to  The  London  Times. 

MILITARY  EXPERIENCES 
"From    Oxford    I    passed    into    the    army 


second  on  the  whole  list  of  candidates,  and 
after  a  year  at  •  the  Royal  Military  College 
became  a  lieutenant  in  the  49th  regiment  ai 
Gibraltar.  As  my  college  at  Oxford  was  the 
college  of  Cecil  Rhodes,  so  the  49th  was  the 
regiment  of  his  brother,  Elmhirst  Rhodes.  He 
has  always  been  a  personal  friend,  in  fact  for 
the  last  fifteen, years  Major  Rhodes,  D.S.O., 
and  I  have  run  camps  in  Surrey  each  summer 
for  poor  London  boys — latterly  for  Boy 
Scouts.  I  am  glad  to  see  this  movement- 
producing  character  and  self-reliance— is 
growing  not  only  in,  British  dependencies,  but 
all  over  the  world. 

"My  relations  preferred  the  kilt,  or  'the 
garb  of  old  Gaul,'  and  I  was  transferred  to 
the  75th  or  Gordon  Highlanders,  but  not  be- 
fore I  had  started  polo  at  Gibraltar,  which 
up  to  then  had  not  existed  there. 

"I-joined  the  75th  at  Malta  and  with  them 
fought  through  the  Egyptian  war,  Tel-el- Kebir, 
where  r  fired  nineteen  times  with  a  .570  revol- 
ver at  close  quarters,  and  had  several  narrow 
escapes.  The  result  of  this  battle  was  the 
occupation  o^  the  country  under  General  Sir 
Garnet  Wolseie^ 

"At  Cairo  we  were  camped  near  the 'palace 
of  the  Khedive  Tewflk  I,,  and  one  afternoon 
l  had  an  interview  with  him  and  obtained  the 
promise  of  a  piece  of  ground  for  sporting  pur- 
poses for  the  army  of  occupation.  This  was 
the  origin  of  the  present  Khedival  Sporting 
Club.,  Almost  immediately  after  I  was  in- 
valided home  to  England  with  dysentery,  and 
subsequently  exchanged  with  Sir  Donald 
Stewart  (afterwards  governor  of  East  African 
Protectorate)  into  the  92hd,  the  other  bat- 
talion of  my  regiment.  This  was  supposed  to 
be  one  of  the  crack  regiments  of  the  British 
army.  They  were  quartered  at  Edinburgh 
Castle,  and.  I  was  the  only  officer  with  the 
Egyptian  war  medal  and  Khedive's  star. 
Among  my  brother  officers,  not  over  the  rank 
of  Colonel,  and  at  that  time  serving  in  the 
regiment  were  Field  Marshal  Sir  G.  White, 
defender  of  Ladysmith;  General  Bethune,  now 
inspector-general  of  territorial  forces;  General 
Sir  Hector  Macdonald,  who  commanded  the 
Egyptian  troops  at  the  battle  of  Omdurman; 
General  Sir  Charles  Douglas,  inspector-general 
of  the  forces;  General  Haldane,  General 
McBain,  and  others. 

"I  remember  conversing  at  our  mess  with 
Field.  Marshal  Lord  Strathnairn  and  Jansi,  who 
as  Sir  Hugh  Rose  terrified  the  Indian  mutineers 
with  his  swift  attacks.  We  started  a  shooting 
club  in  Edinburgh  and  I  performed  several 
shooting  feats  for  wagers. 

"1  took  up  amateur  conjuring  and  gave 
pseudo-spiritualistic  entertainments  which  were 
the  cause  of  much  hilarity  at  our  weekly  guest- 
nights  at  the  castle.  On  one  occasion,  at  an 
entertainment  in  Edinburgh,  at  the  house  of 
Colonel  Carfrae,  1  was  rebuked  by  some 
good  people  who  believed  in  the  person- 
ality of  the  devil  for  calling  to  my  assistance 
the  old  gentleman  himself.  I  had  previously 
stated  that  spirits  might  or  might  not  be 
present  in  order  to  add  to  the  eerie  goose-flesh 
creepy  sensation  people  like,  without  expressly 
stating  that  what  they  were  about  to  witness 
was  mere  conjuring.  I  ought  to  add  that  1 
have  seen  genuine  abnormal  phenomena  and 
that  1  belong  to  the  International  Club  for 
Psychical  .Research  at  22A  Regent  Street,  Lon- 
don. 1  recollect  exploring  some  secret  pas- 
sages and  a  well  in  Edinburgh  Castle  down 
which  I  was  lowered,  discovered  by  the  en- 
gineer officer  and  Lord  Balfour  of  Burleigh.

splendid  audacity  of  youth,  to  attempt  the 
ascent  of  Mount  Saint  Elias,  at  that  time 
thought  to  be  the  culminating  point  of  North 
America.  At  Sitka  1  fell  jn  with  two  charming 
Americans,  called  Harry  and  Haro  Higin- 
botham,  and  made  two  expeditions  with 
them,  one  to  some  extinct  volcanoes  and  one 
for  salmon.  '  I  was  their  guest  while  in  Chicago 
during  the  world's  fair,  of  which  their  father 
was  president,  and  also  chairman  of  the  board 
of  managers,  if  I  remember  rightly. 

"More  important,  however,  at  the  moment 
was  my  meeting  at  Sitka  with  Schwatka,  the 
American  Arctic  explorer,  also  on  his  way  to 
attempt  St.  Elias.  Hearing  that  I  was  more  or 
less  a  climber  he  asked  me  to  join  his  party. 
1  have  always  regretted  that  his  spirited  letters 
to  The  New  York  Times  about  our  expedition 
were  never  published  in  'book  form.  The 
knowledge  that  1  w-as  going  to  publish  a  book 
in  London  on  the  expedition  may  have  been  a 
contributing  factor.  This  was  the  origin  of  all 
the  subsequent  attempts  on  Mount  St.  Elias. 
culminating  in  that  of  H.  R.  H.  the  Duke  of 
Abruzzi.  All  the  others  failed  in  the  attempt. 
The  Duke  with  his  Swiss  guides  succeeded,  and 
the  records  are  immortalized  in  his  sumptuous 
volume  published  by  Messrs.  Constable.  Since 
then  the  Duke  has  conquered  the  Mountains 
of  the  Moon  (Ruwenzori)  and  holds  the 
record  for  height  (24,640  feet  in  the 
Himalayas). 

"During  the  Elias  expedition  Dalton,  who 
later  discovered  Dalton  Pass  to  the  Yukon, 
was  our  cook  and  camp  manager.  I  am  not 
in  favor  of  explorers  giving  the  names  of  their 
friends  or  patrons  to  mountains  or  glaciers. 
When  I  left  Schwatka  in  ley  Bay  and  went  on 
alone  with  Indians  to  Prince  William  Sound  1 
named  the  largest  glacier  I  saw  Behring's  Great 
Glacier,  which  I  believe  it  still  retains  on  maps. 

"On  Kodiak  Island  1  was  seated  at  table 
next  the  general  agent  of  the  .Maska  Commer- 
cial Company  when  he  was  shot  dead  and 
several  men  wounded.  My  subsequent  voyage 
in  a  small  sailing  vessel  to  California  with  the 
salted  corpse  that  broke  loose  in  the  storms,  a 
wounded  and  delirious  man  who  had  had  no 
surgical  treatment  and  a  skipper  with  D.T. 
was  to  say  the  least  a  very  trying  one. 

"A  subsequent  visit  to  Alaska  some  years 
later  as  correspondent  of  the  Victoria  Daily 
Colonist  resulted  in  another  book,  "Bear-hilnt- 
ing  in  the  White  Mountains."  I  met  Dalton 
again  on  this  occasion  exploring  with  E.  J. 
Glave,  since  dead,  who  brought  back  from 
Central  Africa  the  tree,  or  at  least  the  part 
of  it,  on  wiiich  Livingstone's  name  was  carVed. 
Like  Schwatka,  he  used  to  lecture,  and  found 
that  short  songs  or  phrases  in  Bangweolo  or 
some  native  language  and  imitations  of  animals 
always  interested  an  audience. 

"1  was  interested  in  a  cattle  ranch  in 
Wyoming  with  my  brother  and  spent  a  sum- 
mer hunting  on  the  North  Platte.  I  always 
hunted  quite  alone  and  secured  specimens  of 
all  the  so-called  big  game,  barring  buffalo. 
On  one  occasion  I  was  lost  for  two  days  when 
the  camp  moved  and  I  was  unable  to  find  the 
new  location. 

"Another  of  my  expeditions  at  the  instiga- 
tion of  Sir  Clements  Markham,  president  of 
the  Royal  Geographical  Society,  was  to  the 
Mistassini  district,  in  Quebec.  I  found  that 
the  rumors  of  an  unknown  lake  were  not 
founded  on  fact.  In  British  Columbia  I  made 
an  expedition  to  Sheep  Creek  for  specimens  of 
wild  sheep,  and  to  Bute  Iniet  for  white  goat. 

ADVENTURES  IN  SOUTHERN  EUROPE 

"Some  of  my  most  unpleasant  adventures

The  reason  he  asked  the  question  was  that  1 
had  forgotten  to  kiss  his  hand,  having  com- 
pletely lo'st  my  head.  I  saw  King  Victor 
Emanuel  and  heard  an  oration  by  the  famous 
Monsignor  Capel.  My  people  had  rooms  in 
the  Via  Gregoriana.  1  was  still  at  Eton  at  that 
lime  and  was  taken  away  for  a  whole  term 
for  the  purpose  of  seeing  the  Eternal  City, 
through  the  kindness  of  my  house-master,  a.i 
unheard  of  thing  that  had  never,  1  belie /e, 
occurred  before.  The  idea  was  to  interest  me 
in  the  classics.  One  afternoon  at  Via  Greg- 
oriana, when  my  people  were  out,  I  enter- 
tained some  visitors  at  tea — two  ladies  and  a 
bearded  man.  It  was  Edward  Lear,  the  artist, 
and  author  of  Lear's  Book  of  Nonsense,  in- 
ventor of  the  rhymes  which  became  so  famous.

meantime  I  had  freed  myself  and  regained  our 
camp  by  a  circuitous  route,  to  their  consterna- 
tion and  surprise  when  they  found  me  appar- 
ently asleep  by  the  fire.  Our  trick  upon  their 
superstitious  fears  had  the  desired  effect.  For 
the  remainder  of  the  trip  the^  were  more 
amenable  to  discipline. 

"I  re-visited  the  same  place  later  on  with 
the  present  Earl  of  Mayo,  killing  a  moufflon 
and  having  splendid  filling  in  a  river  called 
the  Flumendosa.  We  killed  115  trout  one 
morning  and  the  water  was  so  clear  that  one 
could  watch  the  fish  coming  up  to  take  the 
fly.  A  mining  engineer  was  with  us,  and  on 
my  third  visit  to  the  island  the  following  year 
I  heard  that  he  had  been  captured  and  held 
to  ransom.  I  turned  back  and  retraced  my 
steps,  and  have  never  visited  the  centre  of  the 
island  since.  With  two  friends  I  shot  150 
brace  of  snipe  one  morning  in  the  marshes 
round  Cagliari.  The  British  Mediterranean 
fleet  chanced  to  arrive  at  Cagliari  just  then 
and  H.  R.  H.  the  late  Duke  of  Edinburgh,  who 
was  in  command,  sent  for  us  on  board  the  flag- 
ship to  ascertain  the  particulars. 

"Meantime,  on  a  large  steam  yacht,  had 
arrived  at  Cagliari  a  remarkable  personality,  a 
noted  traveller  and  sportsman,  in  the  shape  of 
Mr.  Talbot  Clifton  of  Lytham  Hall,  and  owner 
of  half  the  County  of  Lancashire.  We  made 
a  fruitless  expedition  together  for  wild  boar, 
and  I  arranged  to  meet  him  at  Aden  for  a  lion- 
hunting  trip  into  Africa,  but  his  yacht  was  soon 
after  wrecked  at  Malta. 

"In  clear  weather,  from  the  French  Riviera, 
the  snow-covered  peaks  of  Corsica,  the  birth- 
place of  Napoleon,  can  just  be  distinguished 
at  sunrise  and  sunset.  On  the  terrace  of  a 
villa  not  far  from  Monte  Carlo  it  was  wagered 
that  in  a  week  1  would  be  on  the  summit  of 
Monte  Rotondo.  The  wager  was  lost,  but  I 
reached  a  lower  peak  and  had  an  interesting 
journey  exploring  some  caverns  with  General 
Broome,  who  commanded  in  India  the  troops 
of  the  Begum  of  Bhopal.  Monte  Rotondo  is 
the  highest  mountain  in  Corsica. 

"The  Italians  of 'southern  Italy,  especially 
round  Naples  are  not  such  a  pleasant  lot  as 
those  in  the  northern  part.  Some  of  the 
finest  coast  scenery  near  Naples  lies  between 
Positano  and  Amalfi.  From  Sorrento  to 
Positano  and  for  a  short  distance  beyond  1  was 
able  to  drive,  but  the  remainder  of  the  way, 
at  the  time  of  which  1  write,  was  a  mere  goat 
track  along  the  cliff.  My  driver  was  evidently 
in  league  with  two  other  ruffians  to  rob  me. 
He  drove  slowly  to  allow  time  for  these  others 
to  come  up,  and  finally  halted  a  long  way 
from  where  the  road  really  ended,  and  in 
order  to  get  rid  of  him  before  the  others 
arrived,  as  he  refused  to  proceed  further,  I 
paid  him  and  continued  on  my  way  on  foot, 
hoping  to  reach  some  place  of  safety  before 
they  overtook  me.  The  robbers  were  now 
running  and  one  was  some  distance  in  advance 
of  the  other.  Not  another  soul  was  in  sight 
and  the  cliffs  sloped  steeply  to  the  water  hun- 
dreds of  feet  below.  1  drew  my  old  army  re- 
volver and  waited  behind  a  rock,  and  as  the 
first  man  came  up  1  gave  a  shout  and  covered 
him.  The  man  turned  and  ran.  I  saw  him 
in  the  distance  beckoning  to  his  companion.  I 
made  good  time  to  the  next  village  and  finally 
reached  Amalfi  without  seeing  them  again. 
This  district  is  now  quite  safe,  the  highroad 
having   been    completed. 

"i  afterwards  climbed  Vesuvius  alone, 
though  I  was  followed  by  a  mob  of  impor- 
tunate guides  for  a  considerable  distance. 

"When  a  small  boy  of  thirteen  I  was  ac- 
corded an  interview  with  Pope  Pius  IX.  at  the 
Vatican.  It  was  the  forenoon  but  I  wore 
evening  dress  according  to  etiquette,  and  as  I 
knelt  at  his  feet  His  Holiness  asked  me 
amongst  other  things  if  1.  was  an  American.

'Iftiscreant  who  made  and  buried 
them  and  then  planted  cereals  and  shrubs  over 
them,  and  subsequently  disinterred  them  in  the 
presence  of  Profe.ssor  Pigorini,  the  director  of 
the  museum  in  question.

I  wonder 
if  the  forgeries  are  still  on  view?  My  views 
were  supported  by  Sir  John  Evans  and  other 
leading  anthropologists.  He  was  president  of 
the  British  Association  when  it  met  in  Canada. 
I  have  sometimes  visited  museums  which  have 
accepted  donations  without  making  known  my 
identity,  and  the  ensuing  conversations  with 
curators  have  resulted  in  much  amusement.  . 

WANDERINGS  IN  AFRICA 
"It  was  whilst  tracking  lions  in  Somaliland 
that  1  first  stumbled  by  accident  on  traces  of 
prehistoric  man  in  tropical  Africa.  This  was 
considered  so  important  by  Evans  as  linking 
together  the  East  and  West  (traces  of  early 
man  had  already  been  found  in  Egypt  and 
India)  that  he  immediately  made  a  communi- 
cation to  the  Royal  Society,  of  which  body  he 
was  treasurer,  and  1  think  my  name  was  the 
only  one  he  mentioned  in  his  presidential  ad- 
dress at  Toronto.  Since  then  they  have  been 
found  in  South  Africa  and  on  the  Congo.  I 
afterwards  made  twelve  more  trips  to  the  land 
of  the  Somalis  for  lion-hunting  and  prehistoric- 
man-hunting.  The  couhtry  was  afterwards 
closed  by  the  advent  of  the  Mullah,  and  still 
remains  so.  It  was  in  Somaliland  that  I  ran 
several  simultaneous  expeditions  for  big  game, 
arranged  by  Dr.  Lunn,  which  called  down  on 
my  head  the  wrath  of  the  Humanitarian  League 
under  the  head  of  "organized  slaughter  of 
big  game,"  in  pamphlet  form.  The  accusa- 
tion was  easily  refuted.  On  one  occasion  the 
late  Sir  Henry  Tichborne  came  with  me  for 
lion,  and  on  another  Sir  Edmund  and  Lady 
Lechmere;  the  latter  became  subsequently  a 
mighty  hunter;  Lady  Lechmere  was  present 
when  we  tracked  and  killed  his  first  lion,  which 
we  came  upon  suddenly,  seated  on  an  unfor- 
tunate oryx  antelope  it  was  devouring. 

"It  was  in  Somaliland  that  I  introduced 
Dr.  Donaldson  Smith,  the  explorer,  for  the 
first  time  to  African  life  and  travel,,  when  he 
accompanied  me  with  Dr.  W.  D,  Smith  on  his 
first  trip.  I  had  previously  met  them  salmon- 
fishing  on  the  Namsen  River  in  Norway.  The 
country  has  taken  toll  of  many  travellers.  I 
was  there  when  Prince  Ruspoli  and  Major 
Sandbach  were  killed,  and  when  Lord  Dela- 
mere  and  Colonel  Swayne  were  mauled  by 
lions.  I  afterwards  accompanied  the  latter  on 
a  trying  trip  through  Siberia  and  Mongolia  in 
the  footsteps  of  Prince  Demidoff  after  ovis 
ammon,  the  biggest  wild  sheep  in  the  world. 
The  volume  Col.  Swayne  afterwards  pub- 
lished was  called  "Through  Siberian  Highlands 
(R.  Ward  &  Co.). 

"Europe  is  all  very  well  but  1  am  innocu- 
lated  with  the  "call  of  the  East,"  the  glamor 
and  fascination  of  India,  land  of  my  birth. 
When  I  first  attended  a  reception  of  the  Vice- 
roy of  India  at  Calcutta,  a  friend  who  was  with 
me  himself  later  became  Viceroy  of  India  and 
entertained  me  at  that  same  Government 
House. 

"During  more  than  twenty  visits  I  have 
seen  almost  every  part  of  India,  but  I  can 
only  feebly  realize  in  my  mind  the  stupendous 
multitudes  that  inhabit  this  enormous  country, 
and  its  vast  age.  Night  after  night  for  weeks 
I  have  slept  out  alone  on  trees  (but  in  a  com- 
fortable bed)  in  its  interesting  and  tiger- 
haunted  jungles,  waiting  for  the  lord  of  the 
jungle  to  come  back  to  the  dead  buffalo  and 
listening  to  the  weird  sounds  made  by  different 
animals — in  the  central  provinces,  in  Bengal 
and  in  the  Bombay  presidency.  When  waiting 
in  expectation  of  tiger  I  have  killed  both  bear 
(Contfhjed  on  Page  Thirteen.)

^  OT  to  all  is  it  given  to  possess 
the  creative  gift  in  music,  nor 
yet  executive  powers  which,  in 
singing  or  performance,  give 
sound — the  life  of  music — to  the 
composer's  brain  product.  But  there  is  a 
class  by  itself,  that  of  the  great  chef  d'  orches- 
tre,  or  orchestral  conductor,  which  wields  an 
influence  undreamt  of  by  th^  casual  observer. 
To  the  man  who,  Ve  will  assume,  attends  an 
orchestral  concert  for  the  first  time,  there 
may  seem  little  in  the  art  of  the  Individual 
who  sits  or  stands  right  in  front  of  the  band 
and  waves  a  stick,  up  and  down,  to  the  right 
or  to  the  left.  "It  is  all  so  easy,"  thinks  the 
onlooker, ''fjii^^^i^fs  play,  in  fact/'  Cer- 
tain gt^_^iMmtl^ -iii^y  who  can  com- 
nunct.^}^}  1^  b&ve  ba^  seen,  at  times, 
itLWlm^^^^fi  baton  atto^her,  simply  ap- 
pearing to  be  listening  to  the  players.  Or 
else»  with  the  motion  of  the  slender  wand, 
ther«  is  a  glance  of  the  eye  or  a  gesture  with 
the  disengaged  hand.  "What  is  the  use  of 
it  all?"  asks  the  practical  individual  "What 
is  the  secret  force  behind.?"  asks  the  thinker, 
l^etvs  consider  for  a  while  the  career  of  Dr. 
Hufly  BfiChter,  one  of  the  foremost  conductors 


work"  was  absolutely  unknown  to  his  master- 
mind. This  was  certainly  a  contrast  to  the 
methods  of  Beethoven,  who,  in  his  famous 
note-books,  and  in  other  ways,  polished  ad 
infinitum  the  musical  themes  and  combina- 
tions which  rose  in  his  mind. 

Hans  Richter  made  his  first  bow  as  a  con- 
ductor in  August,  1868,  at  the  National  The- 
atre, Munich,  with  a  performance  of  Rossini's 
"William  Tell."  In  the  following  year  we 
find  liim  superintending  the  rehearsals  of  "Das 
Kheingold"  (the  first  of  the  "Ring"  series). 
'^870,  he  Conducted  "Lohengrin"  at  Byu<- 
and  later  he  became  director  of  th.t  N.i- 
tional  Theatre  at  Buda  Pesth,  where  bft49WJ»i- 
ed /the  Philharmonic  Concerts  in  .1fl#/.fei 
and  broMght  oiit  Liszt's  "Christus."  impor- 
tant Viennese  appolntmenJis  as  conductor  suc'* 
ceede^i.  his  name  being  ROW  estabV^he-t  e$  a 
master  of  the  baton  But  it  >va$  as  conductor 
of  Wagner's  "Ring"  dramas  at  Baireuth  that 
Richter  made  name  and  fame,  easily  taking  hh 
place  as  the  foremost  of  the  world's  orches- 
tral chefs.  The  colossal  task  of  rehearsil  for 
these  mighty  music  dramas  may  be  more  eas- 
ily imagined  than  described.  Many  of  these 
rehearsals  lasted  for  four  hours  at  a  time.  The 
secret  of  the  success-  of  the  performances, 
writes  a  critic  in  Musical  Times,  apart  from 


individual  skill,  "was  simply  hard  work."  fiT 
1877,  Dr.  Richter  first  came  to  London  to 
assist  Wagner  at  his  great  Albert  Hall  Festi- 
val 4uring-May-crf-4hatyear,~_R<igardiag -his. 
help  at  this  time  to  the  composer,  Wagner 
wrote  to  him:  "You  arie  indispensably  neces- 
sary to  me;  yesi  without  your  heip^  I  feaUy 
could  iiot  think  of  >  undertaking  'these  con- 
certs." A  result  of  Richter's  London  appear- 
ance was  the  starting  of  the  famous  London 
concerts,  which  wpre,  for  so  long,  a  feature 
of  London  musical  life.  The  great  conductor 
was  now  in  universal  request.  We  read  of 
him  as  a  conductor  of  the  Birmingham  l^iiis^tiral 
(in  succession  to  Sir  Michael  Costa  in  1885), 
The  same  year  saw  him  honored  with  the  de- 
gree* of  Doctor  of  Music,  honoris  causa,  at 
Oxford.  His  name  has  since  been  closely  as- 
sociated with  the  conductorship  of  the  Halle 
concerts  as  with  many  notable  "Ring"  per- 
formances at  Covent  Garden,  ,Ui^|t^j^itlon  .to 
the  mnumerable  other  duties  ir^o-'ii^^^- 
tions  piresided  over  by  him  on  the  Continent.

Thbse  who 'listve  been  prSHi^if  Richter 
or  Halle  concerts  will  not  easily  forget  either 
the  pi^fti&an  of  tiliiqil^<H|Jmance  or  the  quiet 
but  dblivlhcing  poWSV  ttf  the  man  who  "wavtid 
the  stick."  Many,  are  the  mannerisms,  of  coti- 
ductors,  and  more  than  once  has  the  extrava- 
gance of  their  gestures  furnished  fun  for  the 
comic. papers.  But  Dr.  Richter  was  not  of  this 
order.  Nothing,  at  rehearsals  especially,  im- 
pressed a  favored  onlooker  more  than  the  per- 
fect, control,  without  apparent  effort,  which 
this  prince  of  leaders  possessed  over  his  forces. 
A  critic  drew  attention  to  the  "silence  and  at- 
tention that  are  secured  quite  naturally,  it  may 
be  added,  before  a  start  or  re-start  is  made." 
The  writer  adds:  "These  significant  silences, 
while  the  baton  is  held  aloft,  act  as  most  ef- 
fective thought-concentrators."  Yet  the  con- 
ductor could  speak  when  there  was  necessity, 
and  his  words  were  always  to  the  point  and 
not  witjbout  a  certain  amount  of  humor,  especi- 
ally when  a  mistake  had  to  be  remedied.  In 
this  way  he  avoided  offence,  whilst  he  invari- 
ably maintained  the  respect  of  his  coadjutors. 
Sometimes  he  would  even  sing  a  phrase;  and 
he  was  never  at  a  loss  to  trace  an  erring  note 
or  false  entry.  Practically  familiar  as  he  was 
himself  with  well-nigh  all  orchestral  instru- 
ments he  was  never  at  a  loss  in  pointing  out 
a  technical  error,  or  suggesting  its  remedy. 
Once  a  drummer  himself,  he  knew  too  well 
how  that  source  of  rhythm  might  abuse  its 
privilege  of  making  a  noise.  "If  you  begin  so 
loud,  your  cre.scendo  will  break  your  drum," 
he  once  remarked  humorously  to  a  player  who 
made  too  vigorous  a  start.  The  good-fellow- 
ship which  existed  between  Dr.  Richter  and  his 
players  was  said  to  have  been  marvellous.  An 
eminent  musician  once  told  the  writer  that 
"he  won  the  hearts"  of  his  band  by  now  and 
then  laying  aside  the  baton  and  listening  to 
his  experienced  and  accomplished  players  with 
folded  arms;' a  compliment  to  their  powers  of 
ensemble  playing  which  they  keenly  appreci- 
ated. 

In  this  connection,  we  would  venture  to 
quote  (from  Musical  Times  of  July,  1899)  the 
reminiscences  of  Mr.  Morrow,  the  well-known 
trumpet  player,  who  had  been  in  the  Richter 
band  for  twenty  years.  "His  conducting," 
writes  Mr.  Morrow,  "is  a  revelation.  .  .  . 
He  has  an  imposing  presence;  a  generous,  gen- 
ial manner;  a  wonderful  self-command;  a  pro- 
digious memory;  a  profoiuid  knowledge  of 
scores;  a  practical  knowledge  of  orchestral  in- 
struments, particularly  the  horn  and  trumpet. 
.  .  .  The  players  know  how  kindly  and 
sympathetically  Dr.  Richter  nurses  them;  at 
the  same  time  he  gets  everything  possible  out 
of  them.  In  conducting  an  orchestra  Dr.  Rich- 
ter naturally  beats  time  with  a  baton,  and  his 
beat  is  always  unmistakable.  But  his  power 
is  not  there,  it  is  in  his  eye  and  in  his  left 
hand."     And   so   proceeds  t^e  eulogy,   every 


word  of  which  is  well  deserved.  At  a  per- 
formance, from  a  listener's  point  of  view,  the 
reposeful  ease  with  which  Dr.  Richter  led  his 
forces  made  one  feel  as  if  he,  his  score  and 
his  band  were  all  parts  of  a  harmonious  whole, 
the  machinery  moving  on  oiled  wheels,  with 
the  result  that  the  music  performed  got  an 
ideal  rendering,  both  thoughtful  and  inspirinff. 
Nor  was  there  ever  any  bombast  about  Dr. 
Richter's  interpretations.  In  his  presentations 
of  Wagnerian  music,  he  would  appear  to  have 
assimilated  the  extraordinary  reserve  and  gi- 
gantic endurance  of  the  composer  himself.  His 
Beethoven  readings  impressed  one  with  the  re- 
straint of  a  tremendous  power  which  was  all 
the  more  convincing  since  it  was  not  too  as- 
sertive. Exaggeration,  or  straining  for  effect 
of  any  kind,  was  foreign  to  the  mind  of  Dr. 
Hans  Richter.  Rather  he  would  appear,  by 
wholly  sincere  and  .straightforward  renderings, 
to  have  withheld  a  composer  in  his  moments 
of  overwhelming  transport,  and,  on  the  other 
hand,   to   have   invested    the   creative   artist's

People  Who  favor  demonstration  in  t  mti- 
sician  may  have  thought  Dr.  Hant  Richter 
"cold"  in  his  elucidation  of  the  more  impas- 
sioned of  modern  scores  One  critic  charac- 
terized him  as  "a  brain  packed  in  ice."  Bui 
there  is  a  vast  difference  between  apathy  ai!id 
calmness;  and  none  can  accuse  the  famous  doc- 


tor  of  want  of  strong  feeling.  Ratner,  ne 
is  a  man  of  massive  emotional  grasp  who  has 
learnt  life's  £^«at  les^n  of  self-represllon^  Me 
-has-always4MMn»4ionest4o4he-«or4~ii^<l^^ 
paration  ot  as  in  directing^  the/^fSiforiiiAii^^^ 
of  great  mtisiciit  wdrki;^^  re^^ 
had  thoroughly  digested  the  score  before  he 
communicated  his  ideas  regaf||Hi||ts  rend(^r> 
ing  to  others.  During  his  lofi'^^^od  of  ex- 
periences as  orchestral  conductor,  he  witnessed 
the  passing  of  much  that  was  old  and  the  com- 
ing into  favor  of  a  great  deal  that  is  new  and 
strange.  He,  himself,  was  largely  responsible 
for  the  great- wave  of  a  Wagnerian  cult  which 
agitated  concert-goers  during  the  last  decade 
of  the  nineteenth  century.  But  his  sympathies 
are  broad,  and  he  was  among  the  first  to  re- 
Cognize  tlie  genius  of  Sir  Edward  Elgar  in  his 
famous  "Variations."  With  his  habitual  thor- 
oughness in  detail,  it  issaid-that,  during  the  re- 
hearsals for  an  initial  performance  of  this 
work.  Dr.  Richter  sj|iarftJ..no  pains  and  thought 
no  trouble  too  great||ifl1|btain  an  ideal  render- 
ing in  accordance  with  the  composer's  wishes. 
0FL  RICHT^'^illfp  THE  HALLE  BAND 
Gladly  wotifd^'lTO  writer  dwell  upon  recol- 
lections of  Dr.  Richter  as  conductor  of  the 
famous  Halle  Band,-  should  space  permit.  In 
this  magnificent  combination  of  instrumental- 
UtSfT-full  of  North  Country  fire  and  earnest- 
liiJM^the  master-conductor  found  a  fine  field  , 
for  the  exploitation  of  his  fully'  developed  tal- 
ents as  leaden  He  played  on  the  many  instru- 
ments beneath  his  baton  as  if  the  orchestra 
were  a  keyboard, 'and  the  united  powers  of  his 
wand  of  office,  his  eye  and  his  marvellous 
left  hand  manipulated  the  keys  with  the  skill 
of  a  virtuoso.  In  an  orchestra^re  many  musi- 
cal minds  of  varying  temperaments;  but  under 
the  baton  of  a  Richter  it  would  appear  that  all 
were,  for  the  time,  blended  into  one  great  de- 
monstration of  earnestness  tempered,  but 
never  over-weighted,  by  enthusiasm.  Other 
conductors  have  achieved  great  striking  re- 
sults with  more  strenuous  means;  but  the  pecu- 
liar powers  of  Hans  Richter  will  long  be  re- 
membered by  those  who  were  familiar  with 
his  rnethods;  a  master  of  technique  himself,  he 
aimed  at  perfection  in  all  he  undertook  to  in- 
terpret; nor  was  any  more  capable  than  he 
in  getting  the  best  out  of  every  player  who 
sat  under  his  beat. — Dr.  Annie  Patterson. 


Th®  Earthqpuialke  ©!  1 
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ERIOUS  earthquake  shocks  in 
Canada  have  been  principally 
confined  to  the  eastern  section 
of  the  country  running  from  the 
Gulf  of  St.  Lawrenc^  and  then 
curving  southwesterly  to  Lake  Champlain. 
On  various  occasions  'quakes  of  more  or  less 
serious  dimensions  have  been  recorded,  the 
most  serious  ones  being  in  1663,  1791,  i860 
and  1870.  The  first  mentioned,  which  last- 
ed at  intervals  for  six  months,  gained  a  cer- 
tain celebrity  from  the  exaggerated  descrip- 
tions of  it  occuring  during  the  French  occu- 
pation of  this  territory. 

AN   EARLY  ACCOUNT. 

4^||i^iJUt'  the  report  of  the  chief  astronomer, 
issue^d  by  the  department  ^^li'y^^ttmi^r,  a 
unique  accourg..i>f  ^this  MirtlM^iikt  %  taken,  ■ 
an  explanato^p^e  being  to  ^he  effect  that

"Hochetaga  Depicta." 

Interest  is  added  to  the  ftccouht  In  view 
of  the  slight  shock  recorded  here  but  recently: 
"On  the  5«»  of  February,  1663,  about  half 
past  iive  in  the  evening  a  great  rushing  noise 
was  heard  throughout  the  whole  txttat  of 
Canada.      This  nftise  ranseri  the  people  to 


whose  depths  have  never  yet  been  ascertained. 
Such  devastation  was  also  occasioned  in  the 
woods  that  more  than  a  thousand  acres  in 
one  neighborhood  were  completely  over- 
turned, and  where  but  a  short  lime  before 
nothing  met  the  eye  but  one  immense  forest 
of  trees,  now  were  to  be  seen  extensive  cleared 
lands  apparently  cut  up  by  the  plow. 

"At  Tadousac,  about  i5o  milci  cc«ow 
Quebec,  on  the  north  side,  the  effect  of  the 
earthquake  was  not  less  violent  than  at  other 
places;  and  such  a  heavy  shower  of  volcanic 
ashes  fell  in  that  neighborhood,  particularly  in 
the  River  St.  Lawrence,  that  the  waters  were 
as  violentjvafitated  as  during  a  tempest.  Near 
St.  Paullt',1^,  about  So  miles  below  Quebec, 
on  the  north  side,  a  mountain  about  a  quar- 
ter of  a  league  in  circumference,  situated  on 
the  shore  of  the  St,  Lawrence,  was  precipi- 
tated iiito  the  river,  ^ut  as  if  it  had  only  made 
a  plunger  it  rose  from  the  bottom  and  became 
a  small  island,  forming  with  the  shore  a  con- 
venient harbor,  well' sheltered  from  all  winds. 
Lower  down  the  river,  towards  Point  Alou- 
ettes,  an  entire  forest  of  considerable  extent 
jyas  loosened  from  the  main  bank  and  slid 
into  the  River  St  Lawrence,  where  the  trees 
took  fresh  root. 

'The>  write  from   Montreal  that  during 


the  eartnquakc  they  plainly  saw  the  stakes 
of  the  picketing  or  palisades  jump  up  as  if 
they  had  been  dancing;  and  that  of  two  doors 
-in-the-xoom,-onc-^pened-and  the  other  shut 
of  their  own  accord;  that  the  chunney^  fDd 
tops  of  the  houses  bent  like  branches  of  tr^es 
Jl||laii|4  1^^^^  wind;  th^t  when  they  went 

to  walk:  they  felt  the  earth  following  them 
and  rising  at  every  step  they  took,  sometimes 
sticking  against  the  soles  of  their  feet,  and 
other  things  in  a  very  forcible  and  surprising 
manner. 

"From  Three  Rivers  they  write  that  the 
first  shock  was  the  most  violent,  and  com- 
menced with  a  noise  resembling  thunder.  The 
houses  were  agitated  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  tops  of  trees  during  a  tempest,  with  a 
noise  as  if  fire  was  cracking  in  the  garrets. 
The  shock  lasted  half  an  hour,  or  rather  bet- 
ter than  a  quarter  of  an  hour;  we  believe  there 
was  not  a  single  shock  which  did  not  cause 
the  earth  to  open  either  more  or  less.  As 
for  the  rest  we  have  remarked  that,  though 
this  earthquake  continued  almost  without  in- 
termission, yet  it  was  not  always  of  an  equal 
Violence.  Sometimes  it  was  like  the  pitching 
of  a  large  vessel  which  dragged  heavily  at 
her  anchors;  and  it  was  this  motion  that 
caused  many  to  have  a  giddjness  in  their 
heads  and  qualmishness  at  their  stomachs. 
At  other  times  the  motion  was  hurried  and 
irregular,  creating  sudden  jerks,  some  of  which 
were  extremely  violent;  but  the  mn?t  com- 
mon was  a  slight  tremulous  motion  which  oc- 
curred frequently  with  little  noise. 

RIVERS  CHANGED  COLORS 
"Many  of  the  French  inhabitants  and  In- 
dians, who  were  eye-witnesses  to  the  scene, 
state  that  a  great  way  up  the  river  of  Trois 
Rivieres,  about  18  miles  below  Quebec,  the 
hills  which  bordered  the  river  on  either  side, 
and  which  were  of  a  prodigious  height,  were 
torn  from  their  foundations  and  plunged  into 
the  river,  causing  it  to  change  its  course  and 
spread  itself  over  a  large  tract  of  land  recently 
cleared;  the  broken  earth  mixed  with  the  wat- 
ers, and  for  several  months  changed  the  color 
of  the  great  River  St.  Lawrence,  into  which 
that  of  Trois  Rivieres  disembogues  itself. 

OF  LONG  DURATION. 
"There  are  three  circumstances,  however, 
which  have  rendered  this  extraordinary  earth- 
quake particularly  remarkable;  the  first  is  its 
duration,  it  having  continued  from  February 
to  August — that  is  to  say,  more  than  six 
months,  almost  without  intermission.  "  It  is 
true,  the  shocks  were  not  always  equally  vio- 
lent. In  several  places,  as  toward*"  the  moun-' 
tain  behind  Quebec,  the  thundering  noise  and 
trembling  motion  continued  successively  for  a 
considerable  time.  In  others,  as  towards 
Tadousac,  the  shock  continued  generally  for 
two  or  three  days  at  a  time  with  much  vio- 
lence. The  second  circumstance  relates  to 
the  extent  of  this  earthquake,  which  we  be- 
lieve was  universal  throughout  the  whole  of 
New  France,  for  we  learn  that  it  was  felt  from 
L'Isle  Percee  and  Gaspe,  which  are  situated, 
at  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  to  beyond 
Montreal,  as  also  in  New  England,  Acadia  and 
other  places  more  remote 

OF  GREAT   EXTENT. 

"As  far  as  has  come  to  our  knowledge, 
this  earthquake  extended  more  than  6oo  miles 
in  length  and  about  3 00  miles  in  breadth. 
Hence  180,000  square  miles  of  land  were  con- 
vulsed in  the  same  day  and  at  the  same  mo- 
ment 

"The  third  circumstance,  which  appears 
the  most  rerharkable  of  all,  regards  the  ex- 
traordinary protection  of  the  Divine  Provi- 
dence which  has  been  extended  to  us  and  our 
inhabitants;  for  we  have  seen  near  us  the 
large  openings  and  chasms  which  the  earth- 
quake has  occasioned,  and  the  prodigious  ex- 
tent of  country  which  has  been  totally  lost  or 
hideously  convulsed,  without  our  losing  dither 
man,  woman  or  child,  or  even  having  a  hair 
of  their  heads  touched."

Thei  ItSiHd  of  musical  -  parents,  Hans  Rich- 
ter first  saw  the  light  in  the  Hungarian  town 
of  Raab,  near  Vienna,  on  April  4,  1843,  A. 
musical  atmosphere  enveloped  him  from  the 
start.  "All  my  family,"  he  says,  "including 
my  grandfather,  were  musicians,  except  one," 
he  quaintly  adds,  "who  was  an  organ  builder." 
Anton  Richter,  the  father  of  Hans,  was  chap- 
elmaster  at  the  cathedral  of  Raab,  and  a  highly 
accomplished  as  also  well-read  musician. 
Speaking  of  his'  mother.  Dr.  Richter  says: 
"She  led  me  the  way  to  .Ajfagner."  Frau 
Riciiter  was  a  soprano  of  r^,  mean  ability. 
She  was  the  Venus  in  ihe  tlrst  Viennese  per- 
formance of  "Tannhauser"  in  1857,  an  oc- 
casion which  probably  appealed  to  the  youth- 
ful Hans.  Later,  she  wrote  a  vocal  .primer, 
and  became  a  prominent  teacher  of  singing, 
her  "method"  receiving  approbation  from  the 
famous  scientist,  Helmholtz.  Under  such 
personal  surroundings,  the  subject  of  pur 
sketch  sang  as  boy  chorister  in'5|Jliip'j||Mfl>'<Si^i^ 
dral,  and  had  organ  lessons  from  "This 'father. 
His  first  appearance  in  public  was  when,  at 
the  tender  age  of  seven,  he  played  the  drums 
in  the  Agnus  Dei  of  Haydn's  Mass  in  C,  when 
that  work  was  rendered  under  his  father's 
direction  at  the  cathedral. 

Subsequently,  after  his  father's,  death  in 
18.S4,  the  boy  entered  the  Lowenburg  Convict 
(or  school)  at  Vienna,  an  institution  which 
has  also  included  amongst  its  distinguished 
students  the  composer  Schubert  In  i860' 
young  Richter  passed  to  the  Vienna  "Conserva- 
toire, where  he  took  lessons  in  violin  playing 
from  Heissler  and  in  theoretical  subjects  from 
Simon  Sechter.  It  was,  however,  as  a  horn- 
player  that  he  obtained  his  ^tirst  professional 
engagement  in  the  theatre  which  is  now  known 
as  the  Imperial  Opera  House  at  Vienna.  His 
initial  salary  was  about  £3  a  month,  but  he' 
was  not  long  destined  to  be  restricted  to  so 
modest  an  Income.  The  young  man  attracted 
the  notice  of  Heinrich  Esser,  who  presently  re- 
commended him  to  Wagner  as  an  apt  copyi.,t 
for  the  nearly  completed  score  of  "Die  Meis- 
tersinger."  It  was  the  dawn  of  a  new  life 
for  the  hornplayer.  In  October,  1866,  Rich- 
ter took  up  his  abode  in  Wagner's  villa  at 
Triebschein  during  the  composer's  exile  in 
Switzerland.  It  was -a  wonderful  experience 
for  the  young  man.  His  room  was  immedi- 
ately above  that  occupied  by  Wagner,  who 
spent  the  mornings  ^er  the  Meistersinger. 
Often,  before  a  page  was  dry,  the  composer 
would  seek  his  copyist,  and  once,  we  are  told, 
Wagner  consulted  him  regarding  the  horn 
passage  on  the  theme  of  Beckmesser's  "Ser- 
enade." The  afternoon  walks  of  the  two,  . 
composer  and  copyist,  during  which  no  word 
was  spoken,  must  have  been  a  strange  if  some- 
times trying  companionship  for  the  youth  of 
twenty-three.  At  night  Wagner  was  accus- 
tomed to  read  aloud  to  the  inmates  of  his 
household,  Hoffman's  "Tales"  being  a  favor- 
ite volume.  In  the  long  Summer  evenings, 
Richter  often  took  himself  and  his  horn  by 
boat  to  an  island  in  the  Lake  of  Lucerne,  and 
there  he  would  draw  forth  sounds  melancholy 
and  mysterious  from  that  romantic  instrument. 
It  was  during  this  sojourn  and  the  work  which 
it  entailed  that  Richter  first  became  intimate 
with  the  scores  of  the  master  of  Baireuth;  an 
intimacy  which  the  years  were  destined  to 
utilize  to  the  uttermost. 

WAGNER'S    METHODS    OF    COMPOSING 

A  few  sidelights  wliich  Richter  has  been 
able  to  throw  upon  Wagner's  methods  as  }i 
composer  may  not  here  he  out  of  place.  When 
composing,  Wagner  never  had  recourse  to  his 
pianoforte;  all  was  written  down  away  from 
an  instrument  Another  remarkable  point  was 
that,  when  once  written,  Wagner  never  altered 
a  bar.  As  he  conceived  his  masses  of  tone- 
color,  they  went  down  on  the  cMnyas.  "Rough- 
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ELEPHANTS  AS  WORKERS 


Since  1886  the  export  of  teakwood  from 
Burma  has  increased  enormously;  but,  despite 
the  phenominally  high  price  of  the  wood,  it 
would  not  be  profitable  to  work  it,  even  in 
these  days,  without  the  elephant.  In  this  trade 
the  Burmese  elephants,  massive  animals,  whose 
strength  is  almost  unlimited,  are  seen  at  their 
best  as  beasts  of  burden. 

From  the  time  when  the  forest  areas  are 
purchased,  before  the  trees  are  felled,  to  the 
hour  of  export  on  the  ocean  going  vessels  at 
the  port  on  the  Indian  Ocean  the  elephant  is 
the  main  worker.  Far  away  in  the  malarial 
swamps  and  almost  impenetrable  jungles  this 
majestic  beast  first  tramps  down  a  passage 
through  the  undergrowth.  Then,  guided  by  his 
Indian  keeper's  prong,  the  elephant  com- 
mences his  arduous  labor  of  dragging  the  felled 
trees  to  the  river,  whence  they  are  Conveyed 
by  raft  down  country  to  the  sawmills. 

These  enormous  trees,  untrimmcd  and 
cumbrous,  are  sometimes  dragged  up  and 
down  the  jungle  and  mountain  forest  pathways 
en  route  to  the  river  with  rare  precision.  At 
the  mills  again  the  work  of  packing  and  stack- 
ing is  done  exclusively  by  elephants.  When 
the  trees  are  sawed  into  lengths  the  elephants 
do  thfc  niling,  bringing  the  huge  planks  from 
the  sheds  and  arranging  them  in  an  orderly 
manner  in  numbered  piles. — Argonaut

"The  bells  soundijd  by "  the  re|M^^ 
shocks.  The  roofs  of  the  buildings  bent  down, 
first  on  one  side  and  then  on  the  other.  The 
timbers,  rafters  and  planks  cracked.  The 
earth  trembled  violently,  and  caused  the  stakes 
of  the  palisades  and  palings  to  dance  in  a 
manner  that  would  have  been  incredible  had' 
we  not  actually  seen  it  in  many  places.  It' 
was  at  this  moment  everyone  ran  out  of  doors. 

DREADFUL  SCENES. 

"There  were  to  be  seen  animals  flying  in 
every  direction,  children  crying  and  screanl- 
ing  in  the  streets;  men  and  wo.men,  seized  with 
affright,  stood  horror-struck  with  the  dreadful 
scene  before  them,  unable  to  move,  and  ignor- 
ant where  to  fly  for  refuge  from  the  tottering 
.and  trembling  earth,  which  threatened 
'instant  to  crush  them"  to  death,  or  to 
^Jthem  into  a  profound  and  unmeasurable 

IN  FOREST  AND  MOUNTAIN. 

"Some  threw  themselves  on  their  knees 
in  the  snow,  crossing  their  breasts  and  calling 
.QXj,  their  saints  to  relieve  them  from  the  danger 
^^^'Ijfttj  which  they  were  surrounded.  Others 
passed  the  rest  of  this  dreadful  night  in  prayer, 
for  the  earthquake  ceased  not,  but  continued 
at  short  intervals  with  the  same  undulating 
impulse,  resembling  the  waves  of  the  ocean, 
and  the  same  squalmish  sensations,  or  sick- 
ness of  the  stomach,  was  felt  during  the  shocks 
as  is  experienced  on  a  vessel  at  sea. 

"The  violence  of  the  earthquake  was 
greatest  in  the  forests,  where  it  appeared  as 
if  there  was  a  battle  raging  between  the  trees, 
for  not  only  their  branches  were  destroyed, 
but  even  their  trunks  are  said  to  have  been 
detached  from  their  places  and  dashed  against 
each  other  with  inconceivable  violence  and 
confusion;  so  much  so,  that  the  Indians  in 
their  tigurative  manner  of  speaking  declared 
that  all  the  forests  were  drunk.  The  war 
also  seemed  to  be  carried  on  between  the 
mountains,  some  of  which  were  lorn  from 
their  beds  and  thrown  upon  others,  leaving 
immense  chasms  in  the  places  from  whence 
they  had  issued,  and  the  very  trees  with  which 
they  were  covered  sunk  down,  leaving  only 
their  tops  above  the  surface  of  the  earth; 
others  were  completely  overturned,  t^ieir 
branches  buried  in  the  earth,  and  the  roots 
only  remained  above  ground. 

"During  this  general  wreck  of  nature  the 
ice,  upwards  of  six  feet  thick,  was  rent  and 
thrown  up  in  large  pieces,  and  from  the  open- 
ings in  many  ^arts  there  issued  thick  clouds 
of  smoke,  or  fountains  of  dirt  and  mud,  which 
spurted  up  to  a  very  considerable  height. 

"The  springs  were  either  choked  up  or 
impregnated  wth  sulphur;  many  rivers  were 
totally  lost,  others  were  diverted  from  their 
course  and  their  waters  entirely  corrupted. 
Some  of  them  became  yellow,  others  red,  and 
the  great  river  of  St.  Lawrence  appeared  en- 
tirely white  as  far  down  as  Tadousac.  Th's 
extraordinary  phenomenon  must  astonish 
those  who  know  the  size  of  the  river  and  the 
immense  body  of  water  in  various  parts,  which 
must  have  required  such  an  abundance  of  water 
to  whiten  it.

:  Every  angler,  camper,  hunter  or  canoeist 
knows  some  very  especial  forest,  stream,  lake 
or  mountain  that  he  feels  is  partly  his  own — ^ 
that  it  was  made  beautiful  for  him.  So  his 
heart  doubly  clasps  and  holds  it.  And  on 
Upper  Vancouver  Island,  sir,  is  my  little  trout 
stream,  my  second  love  of  brooks — St.  Joseph 
Creek  running  into  the  warrrr  but  storrtiy 
Pacific  waters  of  the  Japan  Current,' over  which 
the  lights  from  the  wireless  telegraph  station 
on  Triangle  Island  are  struggling  through  the 
fog  as  I  talk,  I  beg  you  will  not  consider  what 
I  tell  you  of  that  brook  as  rhapsody  and  exag- 
geration. 

It  is  flowing  now,  over  white  and  gray 
gravel,  talking  to  itself  through  an  almost 
flowering  wilderness  of  great  Douglass  pines 
and  spruces,  cedars  and  hemlocks,  laurels  and 
rhododendrons,  alders,  ferns  and  thornbush. 
I  have  dreamed  of  that  stream  during  two 
years  of  illness  and  banishment  from  it.  But 
next  June  I  camp  beside  it,  and  during  the  few 
remaining  Summers  of  my  life.  I  sometimes 
wonder  if  it  does  not  know  I  am  coming,  and 
is  rehearsing  its  music  for  me. 

It  is  four  thousand  miles  away,  but  I  can 
see  its  upper  glen,  as  it  will  appear,  a  canyon 
with  banks  sloping  upward  3,000  feet,  and  all 
thickly  covered  with  flower  snow — great  thorn- 
bushes  in  the  white  blossoming  of  early  June.^ 
I  can  see  all  that  at  3  o'clock  in  the  June  morn- 
ings as  I  fish  for  big  trout,  while  every  thorn- 
flower  will  begin  to  have  its  own  dewdrop,  and 
so  many  of  the  dewdrops  have  caught  and 
hold,  faint  glints  of  starlight.  I  can  smell  that 
cool  fragrance  as  the  water  croons  the  night 
song  that  breaks  and  dies  along  those  pebbled 
banks.

I  am  going  to  it  soon  to  get  back  and 
live  with  my  heart. '  And  how  slowly  the  days

This  wonderful  Hotel  Astbr  gathering  is 
about  the  acme  of  New  York  City  sport — a 
tremendous  company,  in  a  magnificent  room. 
.  Yet  would  we  not  have  exchanged  its  daintily- 
served  courses  and  the  shining  tableware,  the 
napkins,  and  the  finger  bowls  we  did  not  have 
— yes,  and  the  white  neckties,  dress  suits  and 
choke  collars  for  an  exquisitely-fried,  sunny- 
weather  wild  trout  supper  out  by  the  tent  and 
camp  fire  under  the  sky — out  in  the  Hotel 
Infinite  where  endless  leagues  of  blue  ceilings 
grow  bespangled  at  night  where  dadoes  are 
mountain  ranges,  where  frescoes  are  s^toften 
moving  panoramas  of  changing  cloud-palaces? 

We  prefer  the  floor  of  the  forest,  the  carpet 
of  brown  pine  needles,  the  rude  board  table,  or 
a  log  with  one  end  in  a  trout  stream  and  the 
other  gray  with  liciiens  or  green  with  mosses. 
There,  sir,  the  tent  and  camp  fire  are  indeed 
Home,  sweet  Home!  They  spell  happiness, 
health,  room  to  breathe — air  never  breathed 
before,  and  escape  from  the  city's  cooked  air 
and  electric  fan  wind  to  where  a  tired  body 
and  resting  head  find  grateful  sleep  on  the 
rubber  air  mattress  or  spruce  bougii  bed,  while 
the  smell  of  burning  balsam  lingers  in  the 
backlogs.  There,  sir,  is  escape  from  the  strain 
of  business,  with  a  better  chance  for  a  life 
extended  twenty-five  or  even  fifty,  years. 

Tent  life  means  being  right  with  nature 
beauty — foliage  and  flowers  nodding  welcome, 
mosses  challenging  admiration.  Tiiere  we  talk 
of  it  all  with  our  hearts,  our  love  clasping  so 
hard  that  it  crushes  what  is  hollow.  We  wear 
old  outing  suits,  hats  that  have  seen  better 
days,  and  are  sunburned,  often  unshaved,  and 
always  "loose  an'  free."  There,  supper  is  not 
called  .-dinner,  and  is  eaten  whdre  evening  leaf- 
shadows  dance  over  table  and  tent,  and  as 
voices  of  owls  and  whip-poor-wills  begin  to 
come  from  a  wilderness. 

Here  one  must  not  eat  fish  with  a  knife. 
There,  we  often  eat  fried  trout  with  our  fin- 
gers. Far  worse,  sir,  the  tenting  trout-fisher

AN  UNEXPECTED  TIGER 


In  the  Spring  of  19 —  my  regiment,  which 
had  never  previously  served  south  of  Delhi, 
was  moved  on  relief  from  a  station  at  the 
north  of  the  Punjaub  to  one  in  the  heart  of 
the  plains  of  Oudh,  out  of  which  I  was  glad 
to  escape  from  the  heat  of  May,  and  June  on 
two  months'  leave  to  the  cool  breezes  of  a 
settlement  in  the  Kumaon  hills,  situated  some 
7,000  feet  above  the  sea. 

Legend  tells  the  story  of  its  discovery  thus. 
In  pre-Mutiny  da'ys,  shortly  after  the  grip  of 
the  Ghurkhas  had  been  loosed  from  the  Ku- 
maon hills  by  a  scion  of  the  then  well-known 
Hearsey  family,  the  commissioner  appointed 
to  the  newly  acquirea  domain  of  the  Sirkar 
was  touring  in  his  district.  As  he  sat  by  his 
camp  fire  at  night  rumors  reached  his  ears 
now  and  again  of  a  shrine  sacred  to  a  hill  god- 
dess, which  was  said  to  he  situated  on  the  bor- 
ders of  a  fair-sized  lake,  nestling  in  the  inidst 
of  a  beautiful  valley.  He  questioned  his  re- 
tainers, but  all  the  men,  whilst  admitting  its 
existence,  denied  any  knowledge  of  a  road  by 
which  the  valley  could  be  reached.  One  day 
he  gave  orders  that  eacli  man  was  to  carry 
a  large  stone  in  addition  to  his  usual  load,  and 
on  their  enquiring  his  reasons  he  explained  he 
intended  to  explore  until  the  valley  was  found, 
and  then  to  build  himself  a  house,  for  which 
purpose  he  would  require  the  stones.  "But," 
said  the  head  man  of  his  retinue,  "the  Halzoor 
(Highness)  has  no  need  to  make  us  carry 
stones  with  us,  for  there  arc  plenty  within  the 
valley  itself."  "Indeed,"  blandly  rejilied  the 
commissioner,  "so  you  have  been  into  the  val- 
ley and  know  the  road?  Then  you  shall  lead 
me  there."  The  man,  seeing  he  was  fairly 
caught,  consented  to  do  so,  but  Warned  his 
master  that  ancient  prophecies  stated  that, 
should  the  sanctity  of  the  valley  be  desecpited 


der  the  name  of  the  brain-fever  bird.  One 
mornirig,  however,  after  consultation  with 
Man  Singh,  a  shikari,  and  ex-forest  guard,  I 
Started  out  wltfr  a  trtend  torseeif  we  could 
come  across  a  bear  or  a  leop^d  In  %  forest  re- 
serve some  nine  or  ten  miles  off. 

.On  arrival  at  our  camping  ground  we  were 
approached  by  a  villager,  «rho  Utfioimied  us 
that  there  was  a  tiger  In  the  vicinity,  .whiteb 
had  been d^lnga gi^  deal  of  demage among 
the  village  hierda,  and  that  only  that  morning 
It  had  knted  a  buffalo  a  couple  of  miles  away. 
\l^  iif«ft  rather  incredulous,  for  we  were  a 
Wt  h^  ii|»  for  tiger,  and  thought  the  mW 
probably  meant  a  leopard,  but  while  we  were 
<||liltionlng  him  two  or  three  charcoal  burned 
omur-np,  gabbling  excitedly,  and  conflmMWi 
tike,  story  in  ^..^ftpmewhat  dramatic  manner,  as 
OfljS  of  them^iLOnly  half  an  hour  earlier,  had 
iMHen  mauled  by  this  same  tiger,  and  the  man 
Sbow#d^fl|^#]ys  right  arm  with  the  skin  ripped 
lnto'<,tip^^^Pfa  the  shoulder  downwards.

p«red  to  point  out  to  us  from  a  safe  distppie^ 
}^  WWI'*very  anxious  that  we  should  bind  11^ 
WStdW«*>'lfirvhim,  but  we  were,  unfortunately, 
hOlplliklWll  our,  things  turned  up,  and  he 
did  not  feel  inclined  tn  wail,  though  we  had 
already  sent  back  to  hurry  the  coolies  on. 
We  ourselves  sat  there  with  what  patiencft,  we 
could  uiitil  our  retinue  arrived,  when,  \&m^ 
our  servants  to  pitch  the  camp,. we  seized  oiir 
rifles  and  made  for  the  spot  which  had  been 
so  nearly  the  scene  of  a  tragedy. 

■  The  jungle  consisted  of  big  trees  of  oak 
and  rhododendron,  maple,  and  laurel,  with  a 
thick  .  undergrowth  .  of  ringals  and  thorny 
bushes.  It  was  far  too  thick  and  extensive 
to  beat,  even  could  we  have  collected  men 
for  the  purpose,  so  we'~determined  to  sit  up 
over  the  kill,  which  lay  at  the  bottom  of  a 
stony  nullah,  approximately  fifty  yards  wide, 
with  steep,  almost  perpendicular  sides,  70 
feet  to  80  feet  in  height.  About  five  o'clock 
we  took  up  our  positions,  and,  after  waiting 
for  about  aii  hour,  L.'s  attention  was  attract- 
ed by  the  bark  of  a  "karkur"  (barking 
deer),  and,  looking  up  to  try  and  locate  it, 
he  saw  a  tiger  watching  hiiti  from  the  long 
grass  at  the  top  of  the  further  bank.  He 
fired,  and  the  tiger  disappeared,  while  to  the 
sound  of  the  shot  a  second  tiger  showed  him- 
self about  five  or  ten  yards  to  the  left  of  the 
first.  He  had  two  shots  at  this,  which  prov- 
ed ineffectual.  So,  unfortunately,  had  hi^ 
former  shot,  as  we  found  on  searching,  though 
L.'s  shikari  assured  us  that  the  first  tiger  had 
been  hit. 

Just  on  the  off  chance  I  decided  I  would 
visit  the  kill  at  dawn  the  next  day.  Accord- 
ingly, somewhere  about  4  a.  m.,  1  scrambled 
out  of  my  bivouac  tent,  and,  with  Man  Singh 
in  attendance,  started  by  the  light  of  a  .set- 
ting moon.  It  was  a  w^lk  to  be  '  remem- 
bered. The  forest  was  dead  still,  except 
where  one  crossed  now  and  again  small 
streams  busily  making  their  way  to  the  river 
bed  thousands  of  feet  below,  and  forming, 
with  musical  silvery  murmur,  miniature  cas- 
cades and  rapids  on  either  hand.  The  trees 
interlaced  their  branches  high  above  our 
heads,  and  the  straight  columnar  trunks,  lost 
in  the  misty  darkness  of  the  leafy  vault,  gave 
one  the  illusion  of  pacing  the  nave  of  some 
va.st  cathedral  at  twilight.  Almost  one  ex- 
pected to  see  a  white-robed  procession  wind- 
ing along  the  seeming  aisle,  M'hilst  the  notes 
of  the  organ  welling  through  the  dusky  alleys 
and  breaking  the  stillness  Vould  have  been 
appropriate.  For  the  most  part  the  pathwiy 
lay  velvety  black  beneath  our  feet,  but  here 
and  there,  where  the  moonbeams  had  found 
crevices  in  the  lofty  roof,  the 


Three  large  specimens  of  the  cougar  fam- 
ily killed  in  less  than  a  minute  is  the  record 
of  P.  C.  Peterson,  a  professional  hunter  of 
North  Bend,  B.  C,  who  arrived  in  Evarts, 
Alta.,  with  his  pelts  to  claim  a  reward  of  $150 
lor  ridding  Snohomish  county  of  the  pests. 
It  is  believed  that  Peterson's  performance 
e.stablishes  something  new  in  the  rapid  fire  and 
wholesale  slaying  of  the  cougar. 

Hunger  and  fatigue  accompanied  Peterson. 
He  left  North  Bend  for  a  day's  hunt,  but  his 
tine  pack  of  seven  hounds  took  the  trail  and 
started  into  the  mountains  toward  Sultan. 
Peterson  himself  started  after  the  baying  dogs. 
He  carried  but  a  few  pieces  of  hardtack  and 
a  handful  of  coffee.  He  did  not  reach  his 
hounds  until  twenty-four  hours  later.  His 
limited  supplies  had  vanished.  He  was  hun- 
gry and  tired. 

Peterson  found  his  faithful,  well-trained 
pack  of  hounds  had  treed  three  cougars,  put- 
ting them  up  three  trees  within  a  radius  of 
fifty  feet.  The  hunter  was  armed  with  a  .30- 
calibre  Mauser  pistol,  which  he  unlimbered, 
shooting  each  cougar  through  the  head. 

After  the  killing  Peterson's  real  work  be- 
gan. He  skinned  the  carcasses  and  loaded 
the  1 65  pounds  of  hide  and  fur  on  his  back, 
then  directed  his  steps  toward  Sultan.  After 
reaching  the  summit  of  an  eminence,  from 
which  he  was  able  to  see  Sultan,  Peterson  was 
forced  to  give  up  his  plan  of  getting  out  in 
that  direction,  as  four  feet  of  snow  made  the 
going  impossible. 

By  this  time  the  hunter  was  exceedingly 
hungry.  His  supplies  were  exhausted,  so,  re- 
turning to  his  camp  where  the  animals  had 
been  killed,  he  cooked  the  cougar  meat,  and 
he  ate  the  cougar  meat  during  three  days.

Florenties  say,  "in  the  air";  the  lovely  Loggia 
de  Lanri,  with  its  pillared  shafts  of  finest  mar- 
ble, its  arches  like  the  rainbow,  and  its  wealth 
of  flawless  statuary  as  perfect  in  every  detail 
as  if  they  had  just  come  from  the  chisel  of  the 
sculptor. 

IV. 

Among  the  chief  attractions  of  Florence 
are  its  art  treasures.  From  the  beginning  the 
framers  of  the  city  seem  to  have  been  foes  to 
the  unlovely  and  the  commonplace.  Piscarel 
says:  "Florentine  life  >l|j^^pways  an  ideal 
;i§ide  to  it;  and  an  idealism  |Jtif€^nd  loftmifflgS 
^rou^li  her  darkest  histories  and  busietpl^P 
like  «^Md  of  fold  throiigh  a  Veat  ef ^iMIte; 
She  amassed  wealth — ^but  why?  to  foiir  it 
.with  both  hands  to  melt  in  the  foundries  of 
Gbiberti — to  bring  it  in  floods  to  cement  the 
mortar  that  joined  the  marbles  of  BruneUes- 
chi.  Here  is  the  secret  of  Florence— suprenie 
as]Mration." 

•  In  harmony  with  this  fine  conception  the 
city  is  peculiarly  rich  In  works  of  art.  The 
ugliness  of  our  modem  .civilization  finds  no 
place  in  it.  Its  painters,  sculptors  and  archi- 
tects, have  made  it  In  itself  beautiful  exceed- 
ingly, and  have  filled  it  with  creations  of 
beauty.  In  the  two  great  galleries  the  UffizI 
arid  the  Pitti  is  a  collection  of  paintings  and 


took  place  whin  this  fearless  soul  was  called 
in  to  absolve  Lorenzo  the  Magnificent  when 
the  inexorable  hand  of  death  lay  heavy  on  the 
heart  of  the  profligate  tyrant.  The  door  is 
closed  on  the  preacher,  and  the  sinner,  and  a 
wonderful  scene  ensues.  Lorenzo  confesses 
that  he  has  heavy  on  his  soul  three  crimes;  the 
cruel  sack  of  Volterra,  the  theft  of  the  public 
dower  of  young  girls,  by  which  many  were 
driven  to  a  wicked  life,  and  the  blood  shed 
after  the  conspiracy  of  the  Pazzi.

"The  City  of  Flowers!"— so  they  who 
|ove(i  her  baptized  her  in  her  infancy,  and 
after  the  lapse  of  a  thousand  years,  the  name 
is  appropriate  still.  JViany  of  her  streets  are 
flowerlike  with  the  walls  of  their  houses  stain- 
ed in  different  shades  of  buff  or  yellow  and 
their  window  shutters  of  light  green,  opening 
back  from  casements  where  canaries  revel  In 
eareless  song,  these  streets  present  a  pleas* 
ant  sweep  of  sunny  gW  even  when  skies  are 
dark  and  rain  is  falling.  The  upturned  bell 
©fa  tulip  might  have  suggested  the  contour  of 
Brunelleschi's  dome,  and  we  cannot  look  upon 
the  grace  and  beauty  of  Giotto's,  or  Amolfo's 
lovely  Campaniles,  with  their  subtle  blending 
of  rich  marbles  without  being  reminded  of 
laowers  springing  toward  the  light.  There  is 
a  veritable  scent  as  of  rose  leaves  in  the  streets 
of  Florence.  They  give  forth  what  Henry 
James  calls  an  "Aesthetic  aroma,"  while  seen 
fr^m  one  of  its  sunny  heights  "it  seems,"  as 
another  writer  says,  "to  have  sprung  out  of 
the  earth  without  effort,  as  a  flower  might, 
and  with  a  flower's  delicate  and  perfumed 
grace."  Then  What  a  riot  of  flowers,  as  Na- 
ture builds  them,  a'dom  the  city  and  Its  envi-

where  the  equipages  of  the  wealthy  roll  to 
and  fro  is  scarcely  less  than  an  enchanted 
realm  with  its  pink  almond  trees,  silvery  olives, 
acacias  in  flower,  dark  cypresses,  and  scented 
bays.  The  Boboli  Garden  presents  a  rich  feast 
of  bloom  and  color,  with  its  dusky  dingles 
empurpled  with  violets,  its  terraces  made  glori- 
ous with  hyacinth  and  crocus,  orchises  and 
blue-eyed  speedwells;  while  anemones  of  rich- 
est hue  spring  from  the  chinks  of  its  weathfcr- 
beaten  marbles,  ivy  and  flowering  laurel  run 
over  its  crumbling  walls,  and  the  lily  and  the 
daisy  beautify  with  their  pureness  each  mossy 
mound  and  dewy  dell.  Then  there  are  hedges 
of  roses,  the  fairest  f lower  in  all  the  world 
they  say. 

III. 
The  streets  of  Florence  present  many  ob- 
jects of  interest.  Foremost  among  them  stands 
the  Cathedral  of  St.  Mary  of  the  Flower,  that 
"rose-colored  mountain  of  marble  which  Arn- 
olfo  planned,  Giotto  and  Andrea  Pisano  con- 
trived, and  Brunelle.schi  crowned."  Be.side  it 
stands  that  miracle  of  exquisite  architecture, 
the  tower  which  Giotto  built  for  the  bells 
which  call  the  citizens  to  prayer.  Ruskin  has 
pronounced  it,  and  with  justice,  "the  model 
and  the  mirror  of  perfect  architecture,  a  serene 
height  of  mountain  alabaster,  colored  like  the 
morning  cloud  and  chased  like  a  sea  shell." 
The  rose,  the  citron,  and  the  lily,  all  glow 
on  its  spiral  shafts  and  fairy  traceries,  while  it 
unites  the  grace  of  the  flower  with  the  strength 
of  the  cedar.  Hard  by  Cathedral  and  Tower 
is  the  Baptistry  with  its  bronze  portals  wrought 
by  Ghiberti,  worthy,  as  Michael  Angelo  said, 
to  be  the  Gates  of  Paradise,  if  this  group  of 
buildings  stood  apart  as  at  Pisa,  or  pre-emin- 
ent as  at  Siena  and  Lincoln,  so  that  each  of 
them  could  be  seen  in  full,  they  would  surpass 
in  beauty  and  magnificence  any  other  group 
in  the  world  of  church  architecture.  Then  ris- 
ing from  the  same  city  streets  we  find  the 
Palazzo  Vecchio,  with  its  towisr  built,  as  the 


sculptures,  unsurpassed  even  in  Rohie.  There 
are  some  pictures  In  these  galleries  which  once 
seen  can  never  be  forgotten.  Where  shall  we 
match,  for  examj^re,  the  JWadonna  of  Sassb- 
ferrafo  or  JVlurillo's  superb  J^tadonna  and  QiiM, 
or  the  Sebastian'  of  Sodoma.  the  Salutation  of 
Albertinelll,  or  the  Flora  Titian?  Then  again, 
of  all  the  pictures  of  the  Ufflzi,  there  is  none 
so  entirely  overwhelming  in  its  Charm  as  the 
Coronation  of  the  Vir|^  amid  the  H«venly 
Choir  by  Fra  Angelico.  We  might  fincy  as 
we  look  upon  it  that  we  had  stepped  unaware 
into  Paradise.  From  1^  golden  background 
look  out  the  purest,  Iove»eit  faces  that  ever 
the  art  of  inan  cbnceived*  f  It*  was  0%  from 
the  soul  of  a  man  who  alre^y  lived  In  heaven- 
ly ptoces  that  this^  pleturft'jCQubt  have  sprung 
to  birth.

'  As  a  city  of  mighty  memories  Florence  fe 
also  deeply  fascinating,  and  instructive.  Here, 
we  have  another  feature  of  its  alluring  and 
abiding  charm.  Here,  whatever  is  tragic, 
heroic,  or  glorious  in  human  life  has  found  a 
stage.  The  names  of  those  who  have  made 
her  famous  are  legion.  Here  dwelt  Lorenzo 
de  Medici,  the  luxurious  tyrant,  with  his  pale, 
ironic  face.  Here,  after  his  decease,  other 
scions  of  his  house  revelled  in  luxury  and 
venal  power.  Here  the  large-brained,  cunning 
Machiavelli  wove  his  despotic  dreams.  Here 
Leonardo  da  Vinci  wrought  and  suffered,  and 
rebelled  against  tyranny  and  wrong.  Here 
Botticelli  made  the  canvas  glow  with  his 
Venuses  supple-limbed,  and  golden-haired, 
ending  his  days  at  last  as  a  penitent  and  a  Puri- 
tan. Here  Dante,  the  divine  poet,  met  his 
adored  Beatrice  on  the  Lungarno,  mingled  in 
the  strife  of  the  Bianchi  and  the  Neri,  and 
shook  with  noble  scorn  its  dust  from  his  feet 
as  he  passed  into  bitter  banishment.  Here  Fra 
Angelico  spent  his  dreamful  youth,  and  in  his 
cloistered  solitude  saw  "the  shining  ones  walk- 
ing with  the  rainbow  hues  of  morning  on  their 
white  dewy  wings."  Here  Michael  Angelo, 
born  in  an  adjacent  village,  cut  the  marble 
like  snow,  defended  the  city  when  it  was  be- 
sieged, and  adorned  the  Chapel  of  the  Medici 
with  sculptures  grand  as  night  and  heaven. 
Here  stands  the  house  where  Milton  commun- 
ed with  star-eyed  Galileo,  the  devout  astron- 
omer,  blinded  at  last  by  the  intensity  of  his 
gaze.  Here  Landor  dwelt  for  years  in  a  house 
whose  terrace  commanded  the  distant  woods 
of  VaIIombro.sa.  '  Here,  in  the  Casa  Guidi, 
Elizabeth  Barrett  Browning  lived  and  died. 

And  finally,  here  Savonarola  denounced, 
with  a  voice  of  thunder,  from  the  pulpit  of  the 
Duomo  the  vices  of  the  city,  bowed  a  thous- 
and hearts  in  remorse  and  penitence,  and  at 
la.<;t  earned  for  his  prophet's  work  the  prophet's 
wages— the  gibbet  and  the  chariot  of  fire.

Sir  William  Herschel  was  born  In  Hanover, 
November  iSth,  173«,  and  died  near  Windsor, 
August  ^Jrdr  i^B^t; r-ttoito  aysihat  the 
name  is  undoubte4ty  Jewish,  and  is  found  in 
Poland,  Germany  ai^  englaad.  It  Is  said  that 
this  branch  of  tha  |ii#ily  left  Moravia  about 
thf  beginning  of  the"  seventeenth  .century  on 
account  of  Its  change  of  religion  td  Protestant- 
Ism.  T6e  great-grandfather  of  Sir  William 
was  a  breWer  in  a  small  town  near  DreiKlen. 

Thtfe  were  ten  children  in  the  famSy;  the 
futtirer'aiironomer  being  the  fourth,  and  Oirb- 
Una  Lucretia  the  eighth.  ,TKi  father  was  a 
musician.  At  fourteea^/kftrs  of  age  the  young 
'star-gazer  was  placed"  by' his  .parents  In  thjfc 
band  of  the  Hanoverian  Foot 'Qtardtt.  --Ill 
1757  he  came  to  England,  and  devoted  I^lm* 
self  fdr  years  to  music,  being  teacher,  organ- 
ist, etc.  Then  he  studied  astrcncHny,  esped* 
ally  the  construction  of  telesdopic  Instrum^ts. 
In  this  way  he  began  to  study  the  heav^lis, 
and  discQ^ai(;d  Uranus — sometimes  called,  af- 
ter him,  Jl^cj^,  This  made  him  known  all 
over  Bm^i  and  he  ^ej^mc  private  astron- 
omer to  the  king,  wpp^llbily  of  £400  per 
annum  and  a  house  near  Vmdsor^ 

He  ma^^^many  discoveries,  arid  gained 
fame  in  sider^l  astronomy,  of  which,  says  one 
writer,  hb  laid  the  foiind^itkms.  His  sister, 
Oirolina  tutretla,  gatt'bllr  brother  ,gn»at  as* 
sistjmce  in  his  astrofioiiiicall  wc^k  and  re- 
searches, and  for  her  services  recelvefl  a  pen- 
sion from  George  III.  Betweeif ,  t7l6  and 
1805  she  alohe  discovered  eight  cometsy.  of 
five  Of  wtich  she  was  the  first  observer.  Har  ' 
eontrlbutiotil  to  selence  have  b^n  very  yaiu- 
abli^;  and  for  .her  services  In  ih%  and  In  other 
respects,  she  received  a  gold  medal  from  the 
AstrdnbmlcalrSi^iMy  of  London,  and  Wai 
elected  an  honoral^  member  of  it. 

Sir  William  had  one  son.  Sir  John,  yfh^ 
^m  born  where  his  father  died,  March  7th, 
:i7^2,  and' wlib  died  May  11  th,  1871.  He  also 
jdcvoted  himself  to  astronomy,  to  which  he 
made  many  valuable  contributions.  His  great 
enterprise  was  his  expedition  to  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  to  take  observations  of  the  whole 
firmament  of  the  Southern  Hemisphere, 

The  Royal  Astronomical  Society  voted  him 
a  gold  medal;  he  was  highly  honored  on  all 
hands,  and  when  Queen  Victoria  was  crowned, 
he  was  created  a  baronet.  He  held  a  number 
of  honorary  offices;  among  others  those  of 
President  of  the  Royal  Astronomical  Society 
and  Master  of  the  Mint.  He  was  also  one  of 
the  eight  foreign  Associates  of  the  French 
Academy  of  Science.  His  contributions  to 
photography,  as  well  as  his  calculations  as  to 
the  density  of  the  atmosphere,  and  his  views 
concerning  the  absorption  of,  light,  are  to  be 
noted.

he  can  recognize  in  the  constitution  of  things 
something  that  meets  his  hopes  and  answers 
to  his  aspirations,  whether  he  can  make  for 
himself  a  religion  without  self-deceit,  whether 
he  can  finally  improve  the  condition  of  his  race 
by  effort,  or  is  doomed  always  to  fall  back  from 
every  apparently  forward  step,  whether  he  can 
trust  to  his  reason,  or  must  admit  the  ultimate 
futility  of  thought;  whether  the  spirit  of  human 
love  is  justified  of  her  children,  or  blood  and 
iron  must  continue  to  rule  the  world, 

"To  all  these  que.stions  the  conclusion  here 
reached  supplies  a  definite  and  a  positive  an- 
swer, it  is,  however,  maintained  here,  not  as 
something  which  is  to  satisfy  all  emotional 
cravings  or  end  all  intellectual  doubts,  not  be- 
cause it  is  artistically  complete,  or  even  be- 
cause it  is  proved  with  demonstrative  certainty, 
but  merely  on  the  humble  and  prosaic  ground 
that,  on  a  complete  and  impartial  review  of  a 
vast  mass  of  evidence,  it  is  shown  to  be  proba- 
bly true."

Physical  science  Is  extending  the  principle  of 
development  to  the  inanimate,  it  Is  coming  to 
regard  not  merely  the  specific  forms  of  matter 
as  vi^iants  of  a  common  original,  but  matter 
itself  as  a  structure  evolved  from  a  more  primi- 
tive i^rce.    .

, snperorga'nic  world  and  tracing  the  phases    of

the  transli^On  f?bm  the  Inanimate  to  the  animate 
is  not  made  out,  and  can  only  be  tentatively  im- 
mrted-to  a  synthesis  on  the  analogy  of  better- 
IttOtKH  cases  of'tjl^  appearance  of  a  new  kind.

^  ■  ^'thc  principal  object  of  our  inquiry  has 
been  to  determine  in  what  development  con- 
sists, and  here,  asthe«sult  of  a'purely  empiri- 
oU-synthesis,  we  were  led  to  the  conclusion  that 
It  consists  in  the  growth  of  Mind. 

"|f  we  persevere  with  the  organic  concep- 
tion, Wie  must  regard  the  central  mind  itself  as 
:  undergoing  development.  If  it  is  conditioned 
as  well  as  condition.  It  must  be  limited  by  the 
constitutive  elements  of  the  Real  unity,  and  in 
so  far  as  it  has  not  dominated  them,  must  be 
dominated  by  them.  Its  evolution,  in  fact,  pro- 
eeed^  through  those  processes  of  organization 
Jnd  synthesis  which  have  been  indicated  here, 
and  which  correspond,  in  general  tendency, 
with  the  stages  of  development  revealed  by  the 
empirical  synthesis.  Accordingly,  Mind,  as  we 
know  it  empirically,  whether  in  the  individual 
or  the  group,  is  the  product,  and  so  far  as  it  is 
truly  mind  is  deservedly  reckoned  a  true  con- 
stitutive part  of  the  permanent  mind.  Its  ex- 
istence depends  on  mechanical  conditions,  on 
a  cerebro-neutral  structure  for  one  thing,  and 
on  complex  physical  and  social  relations  be- 
tween individuals  for  another,  the  shaping  of 
which  is  precisely  the  work  at  which  a  me- 
chanically conditioned  purpose  is  for  ever 
busy, 

"Thus  Humanity,  in  the  sense  which  the 
best  Positive  writers  have  given  to  that  word. 
Humanity  as  the  spirit  of  harmony,  and  expand- 
ing life,  shaping  the  best  actions  of  the  best 
men  and  women,  is  the  highest  incarnation 
known  to  us  of  the  divine.  If,  indeed,  we  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  God  is,  and  are  asked; 
what  He  is,  we  may  reply  that  God  is  that  of 
which  the  highest  known  embodiment  is  the 
distinctive  spirit  of  Humanity.  And  of  this  ac; 
count  of  the  relation  of  the  empirical  to  thi^ 
central  mind  there  is  in  the  empirical  account 
itself  more  than  a  hint.  For  at  each  stage  we 
have  shown  that  the  conditions  of  a  higher 
stage  are  already  present. 

"It  is  not  the  mere  empirical  mind  itself 
that  works  out  its  own  progress.  It  is  the  em- 
pirical mind  operating  upon  other  conditions  of 
progress  that  are  already  laid  down.  The  hu- 
man mind  is  a  germ  for  whose  maturity  provi- 
sion is  already  made. 

"If  the  mind  does  not  directly  through  the 
religious  consciousness  become  aware  of  its  re- 
lation to  a  greater  Spirit,  it  does  have  to  recog- 
nize the  existence  of  conditions  appropriate  to 
the  operation  of  such  a  Spirit,  and  to  admit  in 
its  own  history  a  process  in  which  such  condi- 
tions are  working  out  their  natural  results. 

"Thus,  broadly  viewed,  two  lines  of  thought 
are  in  close  agreement.  Both  lead  us  to  con- 
ceive the  world-process  as  a  development  of  or- 
ganic harmony  through  the  extension  of  control 
by  Mind  operating  under  mechanical  conditions 
which  It  comes  by  degrees  to  master. 

"Development  in  general  rests  upon  har- 
mony, and  arrest  upon  conflict  and  incomplete- 
ness .^ft  organixation." . 
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MAUDE  ADAMS  IN   "PETER  PAN" 


What  will  be  to  many  people  the- most 
important  theatrical  event  of  the  season  is  the 
appearance  of  Maude  Adams  at  tlie  Victoria 
Theatre,  Wednesday,  May  28,  curtain  8 
o'clock  sharp,  in  .James  Matthew  Barrie's 
classic  fairy  play,  "Peter  Pan."  This  whimsi- 
cal worl;  of  eternal  youth  and  joy  and  happi- 
ness is  known  througliout  the  En^lish-speakinp; 
world.  Had  the  gifted  Scottish  dramatist 
never  written  "The  Little  Minister, ""Quality 
Street,"  or  "What  Every  Woman  Knows," 
this  play  having  for  its  hero  the  boy  who 
wouldn't  grow  up .  would  have  made  him 
famous,  the  sucGes.s  that  has  fallen  to  it -and 
to  Miss  Adams  as  its  hero  is  a  matter  of 
theatrical  history.  Many  plays  have  been 
written  since  Barrie  gave  "Peter  Pan"  to  the 
stage.  K  number  of  these  were  smiled  upon 
and  applauded  as  successes,  but  they  have 
lived  their  little  day  and  passed  into  oblivion, 
while  "Peter  Pan"  continues  to  live  and  grow 
more  attractive  with  time. 

While  "Peter  Pan"  is  a  fairy  play,  it  must 
not  cause  people  to  mistake  it  as  a  production 
intended  for  children;  it  is  a  fairy  play  in  the' 
fullest  meaning  of  the  term,  but  it  is  one  that 
has  been  devised  for  grown-ups,  and  one 
which  every  man  or  woman  who  has  not  en- 
tirely lost  sight  of  the  joyful  illusions  of  their 
earliest  years  will  be  able  to  find  enjoyable. 
Mr..  Barrie  deals  with  the  human  emotions  in 
this  production.  He  has  written  a  story  in 
which  children  are  the  chief  figures,  but  which 
is  intended  to  appeal  in  the  strongest  possible 
way  to  adults. 

The  spirit  that  pervades  the  piay  is  that 
of  youth.  To  Miss  Adams'  admirers  her  de- 
picting of  the  role  of  Peter  is  one  of  the  most 
finished  pieces  of  work.  Mr.  Frohman  has 
surrounded  Miss  Adams  with  a  strong  com- 
pany. The  production  is  an  elaborate  one. 
One  scene  shows  the  deck  of  a  pirate  ship, 
another  a  cave  underground  with  Indians  on 
guard  overhead,  and  another  shows  Peter's 
l\ou.^^  in  the  tree  tops. 


NAZIMOVA 


It  is  two  years  since  Madame  Nazimova 
has  been  seen  in  this  part  of  the  country,  and 
she  brings  this  season  her  latest  play  "Bella 
Donna,"  which  is  an  adaptation  of  the  Robert 
Hichens'  novel  of  the  same  name  l\v  James 
Bernard  Pagan,  and  in  which  play  she  has 
scored"  a  triumph.  Madame  Nazimova  is,  of 
course,  the  lieroine,  and  lier  portrayal  of  that 
unusual  woman  is  generally  spoken  of  as  a 
really  remarkable  piece  of  acting.  The  actress 
herself  says  that  it  is  the  wickedest  woman  she

Each  century  brings  with  it  new  customs 
and  new  points  of  view,  and  it  is  amusing  to 
trace  the  development  of  character  and  of 
ideas  by  comparing  the  different  conventions 
of  other  times  with  those  of  our  own.

In  the  days  of  Jane  Austen  a  girl  had  to 
sit  out  at  dances  and  parties  if  she  were 
twenty-eight  years  old  and  unmarried. 

The  heroines  of  Thackeray  and  Dickens 
were  young,  blubliing  and  innocent. 

Close  upon  that  phase  followed  the  cult  of 
the  married  woman,  derived  largely  fr<i|^||^ii-

They  very  seldom  dare  to  show  the  young 
girl  in  all  her  crude,  shy  awkwardness  and  ig- 
norance, with  her  quaint  conceit,  her  morbid 
seriousness  and  inlrospection,  her  strangely 
distorted  viewb  of  life,  and  her  untempered 
intolerance  of  everything  which  she  does  not 
understand. 

The  cult  of  the  married  woman,  and  of 
the  green-eyed  lady  with  the  mysterious  past 
has  also  almost  vanished  from  the  midst  of  the 
novel-reading  public. 

The  unmarried  girl  of  twenty-five  is  the 
queen  of  the  moment. 

Novels  reflect,  more  or  less  accurately,  the 
tone  of  society  and  of  the  period  for  which 
they  are  written. 

We  may,  therefore,  most  safely  assume 
that  the  popular  age  for  women,  nowadays— 
the  age  at  which  they  are  most  adinired  and 
most  sought  after—lies  between  twenty-five 
and  thirty-five. 

Men  no  longer  care  for  mere  youth  and 
prettiness;  they  ask  for  equal  comradeship 
from  women,  for  knowledge  of  the  world, 
judgment  of  a  situation  and  experience  of  life. 

In  short  they  ask  for  character/  and  char- 
acter that  has  been  developed  through  contact 
with  life. 

So  far  as  the  girls  themselves  are  con- 
cerned, it  is  an  admirable  state  of  affairs. 
,j^  Youth  always  brings  its  own  pleasures  and 
excitements  and  when  the  first  flush  of  ex- 
citement is  over,  and  the  first  radiant  expect- 
ancy of  youth  is  dimmed,  the  young  girl,  in- 
stead of  finding  herself  disillusioned,  neglected 
and  superfluous — instead,  in  short,  of  being 
left  over  in  the  race  of  life — finds  a  new  world 
of  ever-widening  interests  before  her. 

The  increasing  independence  of  woman 
has  done  much  to  prolong  women's  youth. 
They  are  allowed,,  when  they  have  outgrown 
the  need  of  constant  supervision  and  protec- 
tion, to  come  out  into  the  world  and  make 
theirown  lives. 

They  count  as  separate  units  in   the  na- 
^■'•\  tion,  instead  of  remaining  superannuated  chil- 
dren in  their  own  homes. 

Still  the  important  question  remains  un- 
answered. When  does  old  age  claim  as  its 
prey  men  or  women.' 

■'Men,"  we  often  hear  quoted,  "are  as  old 
as  they  feel;  women  are  as  old  as  they  look!" 

They  may  contain  some  small  degree  of 
truth;  it  does  not  touch  the  essential  facts. 

Age,  we  might  rather  say,  is  not  a  matter 
of  time,  but  of  disposition.  People  are  often 
observed  to  grow  younger  in  spite  of  advanc- 
ing years. 

Wrinkled  faces  may  wear  the  look  of  in- 
Jomitable  youth,  whilst  budding  adolescence 
may  bear  on  its  shoulders  the  spiritual  burden 
if  decrepit  old  age. 

Youth  is  composed  half  of  courage  and 
half  of  optimism. 

This  may  chance  tn  be  the  purely  acciden- 
tal re;,ult  of  inexperience  united  to  a  sound 
physique. 

On  the  other  hand  it  may  spring  from 
larger  qualities  of  the  mind. 

It  may  be  the  fine  courage  of  moral 
trcngth  and  virtue,  the  large  optimism  of  gen- 
osity  and  faith. 

In  the  latter  case,  so  long  as  these  qualities 
retain  all  their  freshness,  they  will  ensure 
youth. 

Old  age  is  a  ceasing  to  develop,  a  closing 
of  the  sympathies,  a  narrowing  of  the  spiritual 
vision. 

Saddest  of  all,  old  age  is  an  outgrowing  of 
our  own  beliefs. 

When  we  come  to  value  material  consid- 
erations higher  than  spiritual  ones,  when  we 
set  compion  sense  before  prophecy,  when  we 


prefer  comfort  to  adventure,  and  lesm  tn  mis- 
trust the  unknown,  then  we  may  be  sure  that 
old  age  is  beginning  to  enmesh  us,  that  we  are 
already  beginning  to  be  caught  in  his  toils. 

Those  who  have  learnt  the  secret  of  per- 
petual youth,  have  learnt  also  the  gift  of  liv- 
ing again  in  the  youth  of  others,  although 
that  is  perhaps  the  most  difficult  of  life's 
tasks. 

To  believe  in  another's  visions,  to  admit 
another's  right  to  independent  judgment,  to  ac- 
cept a  new  creed,  which,  it  may  be,  complete- 
ly reverses  that  from  which  we  'have  drawn 
inspiration  all  our  lives — that  requires  a  gen- 
^^H9^-cin4  an*  enthusiasm  with  which  but  few

GOWNS  AND  GOSSIP 

My  Best  Friend : 

At  this  time  of  year  the  thoughts  of  Ihe 
great  majority  of  womenkind  are  fixed  upon 
their  wardrobes.  The  first  prolonged  burst  of 
Spring  sunshine  seems  emphatically  to  demand 
a  new  hat  at  least,  and  everybody  is  eager  to 
leave  the  garments  of  Winter  beliiuu.  So  all 
the  dressmakers  are  exceedingly  busy,  with 
the  milliners  and  tailors  following  suit  in  the 
most  decided  fashion. 

Practical  garments  generally  receive  their 
full  share  of  attention,  and  amongst  these  we 
must  certainly  include  what  is  known  in  Trans- 
atlantic parlance  as  the '  tailored  waist.     The 
shirt-blouse  of  the  present  day  is  a  vastly  dif- 
ferent production  from  that  of  a  few  years 
ago.     Then  it  was  of  a  masculine  tendency, 
the  front  was  frequeptly  starched,  a  stiff  collar 
was  worn  with  it  more  often  than  notj  and 
the  cuffs  followed  the  same  hard  line.     Now 
it  is  another  story  that  may  be  told,  and  noth- 
ing is  lost  in  the  telling.    Shirt  blouses,  speak- 
ing broadly,  are  divided  into  two  classes,  those 
made  with   high   collars  and  those  with  low 
ones.     This  question  of  the  collarless  neck  is 
a  very  important  one,  and"  it  behoves  every 
woman  to  carefuUjr  consider  whether  it  suits 
her  or  no.    Once  having  d&ided  in  the  nega- 
tive she  must  resist  all  blandishments  of  the 
shirt  or  blousemaker  to  uncover  her  throat. 
Every  dainty  collarless  blouse  that  she  buys 
must  be  supplemented  by  a  chemisette  or  neck- 
band, or  it  will  completely  fail  .to  be  becom- 
ing.     Those  who  wear  low  collars,  however, 
can  rejoice  in  the  form  of  shirt  blouse  now  se- 
cure in  favor.    This  is  made  with  a  deep-roll 
collar   brought   quite   high   at   the   back,    and 
opened  in  front  to  a  point  some  inches  below 
the  base  of  the  throat.     The  sleeves  reach  to 
the  wrist,  and  are  quite  tight  fitting  the  entire 
distance  down  the  arm,  and  the  sole  decora- 
tion as  a  general  rule  consists  in  some  large 
and  imposing  buttons.     About  half-a-dozen  of 
these  appear  at  the  end  of  either  sleeve,  be- 
sides forming  the  fastening  in  front.     These 
buttons  are  sometimes  made  of  white  bone, 
polished  so  as  to  resemble  ivory,   sometimes 
of  crystal,   clear  or  colored.        They  can   be 
round,   oblong  or  square,  with   equal  success, 
but  perhaps  their  prettiest  design  is  when  they 
are  barrel  shape,  with  a  hole  bored  in  the  cen- 
tre, through  which  the  cotton  can  be  run.     A 
shirt  of  white  crystalline  or  crepon  looks  very 
well  ornamented  with  buttons  of  cut  black  jet, 
while  those  who    do    not    consider  that  dead 
white  is  an  indulgent  color  to  them  will  find 
that  the  idea  is  equally  excellent  if  champagne 
or  straw  color  be  substituted  instead. 

Though  severe  may  not  be  the  proper  ad- 
jective to  apply  to  shirt  blouses  it  is,  neverthe- 
less, perfectly  justified  where  some  of  the 
Spring  millinery  is  concerned.  It  takes  beauty 
of  no  mean  order  to  withstand  many  of  the 
milliners'  creations,  and  even  this  is  occasion- 
ally tried  to  a  quite  unwarranted  extent.  So 
may  a  reputation  for  good  looks  vanish  until 
the  exacting  headwear  is  discarded  and  re- 
placed by  something  more  pleasing.  At  the 
same  time  it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  Spring- 
hats,  when  worn  aright,  are  exceedingly  smart. 
It  takes  a  discerning  woman  to  perch  them 
upon  her  head  at  the  psychological  angle,  but 
numerous  members  of  the  fair  sex  accomplish 
this  without  much  trouble.

Fascinating  caps  in  suede  in  every  variety 
of  gay  color  are  being  much  worn  in  this  coun- 
try. These  caps  are  made  with  a  flap  at  either 
side,  which  button  at  the  top  of  the  crown 
with  a  couple  of  boldly-embroidered  buttons. 
They  are  very  charniing  and  good  to  look  at, 
especially  when  worn  with  a  sports  coat  of  the 
same  hue  in  fleecy  cashmere  or  knitted  silk. 
Yet  another  item  of  millinery  news  is  that  a 
material  more  akin  to  Turkish  towelling  than 
any  other  fabric  is  being  used  for  the  crowns 
of  many  hats.  The  brim  of  these  is  sometimes 
of  straw,  sometimes  of  silk  or  satin,  but  in 
most  cases  the  general  effect  is  excellent  and 
worthy  of  all  praise. 

This  same  Turkish  towelling  fabric  is  be- 
ing exten.sively  u.sed  for  the  coats  and  skirts 
now  being  prepared  for  the  warm  weather  we 
confidently  expect  in  the  near  future.  It  looks 
smart  and  well  suited  to  its  purpose,  and  will 
be  ideal  for  river  use.  Suits  of  this  material 
generally  have  a  note  of  contrasting  color  in 
the  collar  and  rever,  and  are  delightful  made 
of  a  reversible  variety.  When  this  is  the  case, 
the  color  relief  is  easily  arranged,  as  is  the 
way  wiih  all  reversible  materials.  Besides  re- 
versible towelling  cloths,  there  are  reversible 
satins  to  take  into  account,  these  serving  ad- 
mirably for  day  frocks,  evening  gowns,  and 
wrap  coats  alike.  It  is  now  no  longer  the 
thing  for  these  reversible  fabrics  to  be  wrought 
in  daring  contrast  of  color.  A  pale  and  dark 
variation  of  the  same  shade  can  be  employed, 
or  two  dark  materials  blended  together.  Black 
and  dark  blue  always  work  into  a  thoroughly 
satisfactory  amalgamation,  far  more  satisfac- 
tory than  the  majority  of  people  suppose,  'or 
it  would  be  more  extensively  used  than  it  is. 
Brown  and  black,  again,  can  be  recommended, 
while  pale  grey  and  faint  saffron-yellow  need 
but  be  combined  to  be  appreciated.

SOUR  MILK  AND  CREAM 
It  is  a  curious  fact  that  the  value  of  sour 
milk  and  cream  as  a  food  are  little  understood 
"!n  this  country.     You  will  often  hear  house- 
wives or  servants  say:    "I  had  to  throw  away

in  Normandy,  the  name  givep 
such  as  we  use  in  our  tea. 

Sour  milk  is  sold  in  the  dairies  and  grocers* 
shops  by  the  saucerful  for  a  halfpenny,  and  is 
eaten  sprinkled  with  powdered  cinnamon  and 
castor  sugar — and  very  good  it  is.  It  is  ex- 
ceedingly digestible,  the  ferment  it  contains 
enabling  it  to  be  digested  by  the  dyspeptic  who 
cannot  tolerate  fresh  milk. 

Sour  milk  and  cream  should  never  be 
wasted,  as  there  are  many  different  ways  in 
which  they  may  be  utilized.  Used  in  the  mak- 
ing of  breadi  rolls,  scones,  or  home-niadc 
cakes,  sour  milk,  if  used  instead  of  water,  will 
render  the  dough  beautifully  light  and  diges- 
tible. And  it  will  be  found  to  give  home-made 
brown  bread  a  delicious  flavor. 

As  to  sour  cream,  there  are  a  variety  of 
ways  in  which  this  may  be  used.  It  can  take 
the  place  of  butter  in  making  our  national 
sauce  (melted  butter  or  white  sauce),  and 
used  wherever  this  sauce  is  indicated.  By  add- . 
ing  a  tablespoonful  of  finely  chopped  parsley 
we  have  parsley  sauce.  It  is  delicious  worked 
into  mashed  potatoes  and  added  \o  purees  of 
vegetables,  such  as  spinach,  etc.  It  may  be 
eaten  v/ith  stewed  fruit  diluted  with  a  little 
fresh  milk,  or  converted  into  cream-cheese. 
It  will  add  richness  to  milk  soups  of  all  kinds, 
especially  those  made  without  meat,  such  as 
Palestine,  potato,  onion,  etc. 

Sour  cream  will  impart  a  brilliant  polish 
to  boots  and  shoes,  even  if  no  other  use  can 
be  found  for  it!  It  also  makes  a  good  face 
wash  when  the  complexion  is  roughened  by 
wind,  sun,  or  frost.  In  the  latter  case  it  should 
be  applied  with  a  soft  rag,  left  on  a  few  min- 
utes, and  then  wiped  off  with  a  very  soft 
towel,  the  skin  being  lightly  powdered  after- 
wards to  remove  any  shininess. 

Sour  milk  that  is  not  wanted  for  the  table 
may  be  mixed  with  fowls'  food;  it  will  en- 
hance egg-laying,  and  will  also  make  half- 
grown  chickens  grow  all  the  faster. 

When  sour  milk  or  cream  is  used  as  food, 
the  addition  of  salt  or  sugar  must  not  be  for- 
gotten, as  these  condiments  counteract  the 
sour  taste. 

Below  are  a  few  recipes  for  using  up  sour 
milk  and  cream: 

TAPIOCA  CREAM  SOUP 

Required:  One  onion  (medium  size),  a 
sprig  of  parsley,  one  ounce  of  butter,  one  pint 
of  new  milk,  one  quart  of  water,  two  heaped 
tablespoonfuls  of  crushed  tapioca,  a  scrape  of 
nutmeg,  three-quarters  of  a  teacupful  of  sour 
cream.  Chop  the  onion,  and  put  it  with  the 
butter  into  an  iron  saucepan.  Let  it  cook  gent- 
ly for  ten  minutes,  stirring  occasionally,  but  do 
not  let  it  take  color.  Then  add  the  milk  and 
water,  parsley,  nutmeg,  pepper,  and  salt  to 
taste.  When  this  comes  to  the  boil,  put  in  the 
tapioca,v  previously  washed  in  cold  water.  Al- 
low all  to  simmer  for  twenty  minutes,  or  till 
the  tapioca  appears  cooked  and  transparent.  If 
too  thick,  add  more  milk  or  water.  Take  out 
the  parsley,'  and  draw  saucepan  to  one  side  of 
fire.  Then  add  the  cream  gradually,  stirring 
all  the  time.  Allow  the  soup  to  come  to  boil- 
ing point,  and  serve.  Hand  dice  of  toast  or 
fried  bread  with  this  soup. 

WHITE  SAUCE 

Half  a  tumblerful  of  new  milk,  one  turn* 
blerful  of  water,  a  tiny  piece  of  butter,    one 


of  boiled  and  chopped  onions,  or,  bv  substi- 
tuting sugar  instead  of  salt,  and  adding  a  few 
drops  of  brandy,  as  a  hot  sauce  for  puddings. 
MASHED  TURNIPS 
Peel  and  cut  the  turnips  into  rounds,  boil 
in  salted  water  till  tender.  Strain  and  press 
heavily  with  an  inverted  saucer  or  small  plate 
till  all  the  water  is  squeezed  out.  Place  a  tiny 
piece  of  butter  in  the  bottom  of  the  saucepan, 
after  rinsing  the  latter,  and  put  in  the  turnips! 
Add  pepper  and  salt.  Mash  finely  with  a  fork. 
When  all  lumps  are  out,  add  half  a  teacupful 
(or  what  can  be  spared)  of  sour  cream.  Stir 
well,  and  serve  very  hot,  garnished  with  sippets 
of  toast.

Put  half  a  teacupful  of  sour  milk  into  an 
enamelled  saucepan  with  half  a  teacupful  of 
new  milk.  Add  sugar  and  flavoring  to  taste. 
When  it  comes  nearly  to  the  boil,  add  a  heaped 
teaspoonful  of  gelatine,  previously  soaked  in 
cold  water  for  half  an  hour.  Add  this  to  the 
contents  of  the  pan,  and  allow  to  come  to 
boiling  point,  then  pour  into  a  basin  to  cool 
a  little.  Wet  a  quart  mould,  and  pour  in  the 
cream  jelly.  Meanwhile  melt  a  packet  uf  Chi- 
vers'  jelly  by  cutting  it  .small  and  placing  in  a 
jug  on  the  stove,  add  water  according  to  di- 
.. — ..^>4.>,,  a.i„a  iKiu  d.  wiucgiasbrui  or  snerry  oil 
brandy.  When  the  cream  jelly  is  set,  pour  the' 
colored  jelly  on  top  of  it.  Let  it  stand  for 
twenty-four  hours,  then  turn  out.  Or  this 
jelly  may  be  turned  into  cups,  using  it  the 
same  way,  and  serving  one  to  each  person. 

SOUR  MILK  TO  EAT  WITH  FRUi:^ 
Put  a  pint  (or  quart)  of  new  milk  into  a 
glass  custard-dish  (milk  just  beginning  to  turn 
will  do),  cover  with  a  table-napkin  or  clean 
kitchen  cloth,  and  place  on  the  hot  plate  of 
the  kitchen  stove,  or  in  a  temperature  of  about 
seventy-five  degrees.  Leave  for  two  days  and 
nights,  when  the  milk  should  appear  thick  like 
junket.  Remove  to  a  cool  place  without  shak- 
ing, sprinkle  with  castor  sugar  and  powdered 
cinnamon  or  nutmeg,  and  serve.  In  Summer 
milk  can,  of  course,  be  got  to  go  sour  without 
artificial  heat.  Milk  when  a  preservative  has 
been  added  is  more  difficult  to  turn,  so  a  Ion- 
ger  time  than  that  mentioned  above  may  be 
needed. 

CREAM  CHEESE 
Let  the  cream  get  thoroughly  sour  and 
solid.  Invert  a  hair  sieve,  cover  with  a  coarse 
cheese  cloth,  and  place  the  sour  cream  upon 
it,  sprinkling  lightly  with  salt.  Cover  the 
cream  with  another  piece  of  cheese-cloth,  turn 
every  day,  and  manipulate  it  so  that  the  salt 
is  evenly  distributed.  At  the  end  of  a  week 
mould  the  cheese  into  the  desired  shape  with 
butter-workers  (wooden)  leave  a  few  hours, 
and  serve.  To  be  eaten  with  butter  and  bis- 
cuits. 

MUSHROOMS  AND  CREAM— A  SAVORY 
Required:  A  few  button  mushrooms,  or 
mushrooms  cut  into  small  pieces,  sour  cream, 
and  buttered  toast  Peel,  wash,  and  trim  the 
mushrooms,  put  them  on  the  fire  with  a  little 
butter,  coralline  pepper,  and  saU.  Cook  slow- 
ly till  tender.  Have  ready  some  rounds  or 
squares  of  buttered  toast  or  fried  bread.  Lift 
out  the  mushrooms,  and  arrange  them  neatly 
on  the  pieces  of  toast.  Pour  out  all  except  a 
tablespoonful  of  the  liquor  from  the  mush- 
rooms, and  add  a  tablespoonful  of  sour  cream, 
pepper,  and  salt.  Allow  the  sauce  to  come  to 
the  boil,  and  pour  over  the  mushrooms  and 
toast.     Serve  hot.

of  all  British  countries  have  not  interfered  with  lib- 
erty of  speech  or  the  freedom  of  the  press.  Neither 
a  man  nor  a  new^aper  could  urge  people  to  break 
the  laws  of  the  land.  But  they  could  find  fault  with 
a  bad  law  and  blame  public  men  for  what  they  be- 
lieved were  wrong  acts,  wrong  words  or  evhi  wrong 
motives.  Only  the  King  was  free  from  blame,  and  he 
only  because  his  ministers  took  upon  themselves  the 
responsibility  for  what  he  did  or  said.  Australia  has 
made  a  law  which  may  greatly  interfere  wiith  this 
freedom.  Every  writer  who  puts  any  article  or  any 
report  in  a  paper  about  any  candidate  or  any  politi- 
cal question  must  sigji  his  own  name  to  his  work. 
This  will  change  the  newspapers  entirely.  There  are 
many  men  employed  on  every  newspaper  in  Canada, 
but  only  the  owner  and  the  editor  are  responsible 
for  what  appears  in  them.  On  the  whole,  this  plan 
has  worked  well,  and  for  the  good  of  the  people  whom 
the  members  represent.  How  the  Australian  law  will 
work  it  is  not  easy  to  see. 


A  very  important  piece  of  work  has  been  begun 
by  the  commission  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  In-  , 
dian  reserves  in  British  Columbia.  The  native  tribes 
have  certain  lands  granted  to  them.  In  other  parts 
of  Canada  these  reserves  are  under  the  control  only 
of  the  Canadian  Government,  which  acts  as  guardian 
for  the  Indians.  In  British  Columbia  both  the  Pro- 
vincial and  Federal  Governments  have  authority  over 
the  Indian  lands.  In  some  places  the.  tribes  have 
died  out,  and  the  reserves  are  a  wilderness.  In  others, 
as  in  Victoria  and  Vancouver,  cities  have  been  built 
up  round  them,  and  the  land,  while  useless  to  the  In- 
dians, has  become  very  valuable.  It  is  not  easy  to 
know  just  what  ought  to  be  done  so  that  no  one  may 
be  wronged.  This  is  why  the  Governments  of  the 
Province  and  of  Canada  have  appointed  gentlemen 
who  shall  visit  every  reserve  and-examine  into  all  the 
old  records  and  laws,  so  that  justice  will  be  done  to 
all.  The  members  of  the  comin^ssion  are  chairman. 
Hon.  Mr.  Wetmore.  For  the  Dominion,  Dr.  McKenna 
and  Mr.  M.  W.  White.  British  Columbia  members  are 
J.  P.  Shaw,  M.P.P.,  and  D.  H.  MacDowall.  Mr.  Ber- 
gcrun  is  secretary  and  solicitor  and  Mr.  MacGregor 
Young  is  another  lawyer  employed  by  the  Ottawa 
Government.  The  powers  given  to  the  commission 
are  very  great,  and  it  is  hoped  that  their  decisions 
will  settle  all  differences  that  now  exist  between  the 
Provincial  and  Federal  Governments  and  between  both 
and  the  Lndian  tribe*. 


The  men  who  own  the  sealing  schooners  which 
are  now  lying  idle  in  the  upper  harbor  near  Point  Ellice 
bridge,  are  likely  to  get  a  fair  price  for  them  and  com- 
pensation for  the  loss  of  their  business.  Victoria  is  the 
only  city  in  Canada  from  which  the  seal  fisheries  in 
Behring  Sea  have  been  carried  on.  For  more  than 
thirty  years  the  vessel.s,  with  their  crews  of  hunters, 
have  gone  into  Alaskan  waters  to  kill  the  helpless  ani- 
mals whose  furs  were  so  valuable  to  the  owners  of  the 
schooners.  When,  in  1894.'  England  and  the  United 
States  agreed  that  guns  should  not  be  used  and  seals 
should  not  be  taken  within  forty  miles  of  the  Priby- 
loff  Islands,  the  catches  became  smaller  and  the  pro- 
fits less.  The  Japanese  hunters  profited  by  the  I6ss 
of  the  American  and  Canadian  sealers.  Two  years 
ago  the  treaty  which  was  made  between  England,  the 
United  States,  Russia  and  Japan  came  into  force,  and 
sealing  In  Behring  Sea  was  forbidden  for  fifteen  years. 
But  on  the  Japanese,  Russian  and  American  breeding 
grounds  a  certain  number  of  the  seals  could  be  killed, 
and  part  of  the  profits  from  the  sale  of  the  skins  wis 
to  be  divided  between  the  governments  of  the  coun- 
tries  which  were  losers  by  the  treaty.  The  Victoria 
sealers  claim  that  they  had  half  a  million  dollars  In- 
vested in  the  sealing  business,  and  that  Canada  ought 
to  pay  them  for  their  loss.  The  Qovernment  has  sent

pany will  receive  what  is  due  to  them.  When  Vic- 
toria was  a  little  city  with  few  industries,  the  men 
who  manned  the  sealing  schooners  supported  many 
homes  and  many  merchants  profited  by  their  out- 
fitting. 


Two  weeks  ago  delegates  from  Great  Britain, 
Canada,  Australia  and  the  city  of  Ghent  met  in  New 
York  to  plan  the  celebration  which  will'  be  held  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Winter  of  next  year.  It  was 
agreed  to  build  two  monuments,  one  in  Washington 
and  one  in  London,  exactly  alike.  When  the  King 
of  England  and  the  President  of  the  United  States  lay 
the  foundation  of  the  memorials  all  the  people 
throughout  the  British  Empire  and  the  United  States 
shall  cease  work  for  five  minutes.  But  it  is  not  only 
by  dead  monuments,  however  grand,  that  this  great 
period  of  the  world's  history  will  be  marked.  United 
States  students  will  learn  in  the  colleges  of  England 
and  British  students  will  attend  the  universities  of 
the  United  States,  and  each  will  find  teachers  from 
his  own  country  among  those  who  sit  in  the  profes- 
sors' chairs.  So  will  the  prejudices  that  often  outlive 
violence,  die  away  in  the  light  of  knowledge  and  per- 
fect love  shall  reign.  In  Canada  memorials  along  the 
boundary  shall  tgil  of  the  friendship  of  kindred  na- 
tions. One  of  these  will  be  on  the  great  highway 
planned  from  Los  Angeles  through  British  Columbia, 
and  another  over  Niagara  River,  where  brave  men 
fought  and  died  witliin  sight  and  sound  of  those  falls 
which  are  among  the  most  wonderful  of  God's  works. 
There  is  also  to  be  a  celebration  at  Ghent,  but  the 
plans  of  this  have  not  been  settled.  The  Hon.  Joseph 
Choate,  an  American  statesman,  was  chairman  of  the 
conference.  Lord  Weardale  was  head  of  the  British 
delegation,  and  Sir  Edmund  Walker  the  head  of  the 
gentlemen  from  Canada.  Perhaps  some  one  will 
think  of  something  the  children  can  do  to  take  part 
in  this  great  celebration.

The  little  colliery  village  of  Stanclough  is  like  most 
such  villages  in  Lancashire — unattractive  at  the  best 
of  times.  On  a  November  afternoon,  with  a  thin  yel- 
low iog  canopying  the  valley  and  an  insistent  drizzle 
descending  upon  its  black,  muddy  streets,  its  unlove- 
liness  is  trebly  intensified. 

The  great  slag-heaps,  ever  expanding  and  creep- 
ing yard  by  yard,  this  way  and  that,  shine  dully  in  the 
rain.  The  fog-encircled  flares  around  the  pit  mouth 
light  up  with  a  grotesque  effect  the  ever-moving  fig- 
ures  on  the  pit-brow,  and  suggest  the  entrance  to  a 
veritable  inferno  •  rather  than  a  place  where  human 
beings  labor  for  the  means  to  live.  At  top  of  the 
skeleton-like  gearing  above  the  shaft  the  twin  wind- 
ing-wheels are  scarcely  discernible  revolving  through 
the  gloom;  but  thd  whirr  of  their  alternating  motion 
falls  dully  on  the  ear  as  the  cages  ascend  and  descend 
with   their,  burdens  of  laden  or  discharged  tubs. 

A  bell  above  the  engine-house  began  a  resonant 
clang.  It  was  four  o'clock — the  "day-shift"  was  over 
and  the  "night-shift"  was  due  to  start.  And  presently 
the  cages  no  longer  gorged  or  disgorged  their  loads  of 
tubs  but,  instead,  tightly  wedged  groups  of  men  and 
boys. 

Those  coming  to  the  surface,  after  an  instant's 
glance  upward  hastened  to  the  lamp-shed.  Thence 
they  spread  out  over  the  pit-brow,/and  singly  and  in 
clusters,  with  upturned  collars  alid  tight-buttoned 
coats,  hurried  along  the  various^^ifths  running  down 
the  sides  of  the  slag-heip.$--t6iwards  their  homes.

QUEER    LITTLE    SHELL    FISH 

Wonderful  stories  are  told  of  the  queer  little  shell 
fish  called  limpets.  It  is  said  that  they  cling  so  fast 
to  the  rocks  that  a  man  can  pull  himself  up  out  of 
the  water  by  grasping  the  shell  of  the  fish.  Another 
strange  thing  about  them  is  that,  though  they  have  no 
eyes,  they  always  know  their  own  place  on  the  rocks, 
and  after  they  have  been  out  in  the  water  at  high  tide 
to  find  food  in  the  sea  they  come  back  to  the  same 
spot,  wheic  they  have  drilled  a  cavity  in  the  rock 
into  which  their  shell  fits  smoothly.

'story  follows:  .___ , 

Mrs.  Darwin  told  in  my  hearing  a 
her  husband  which  bears  on  your  remarlc'a^out 
idleness.  She  said  she  was  consulting  her  cook 
as  to  any  means  of  tempting  her  master's  ap- 
petite, which  was  a  very  poor  one.  "He  does 
not  seem  to  fancy  ordinary  food,"  she  said. 
"Try  to  think  of  something." 

The  cook  looked  up  and  down,  and  twirled 
her  apron.  "If  you'll  excuse  the  liberty  I'm 
taking  ma'am,  I  should  say  that  master  would 
be  able  to  take  his  food  better  if  he  got  some- 
thing to  do.     Kile  folks  is  never  hungry." 

"But  your  master  is  not  an  idle  man,"  pro- 
tested Mrs.  Darwin,  indignant  at  such  a 
charge.  "He  is  never  idle.  In  my  opinion,  he 
works  too  hard." 

"Excuse  me,  ma'am,"  replied  the  cook, 
"but  if  I  may  make  so  bold  as  to  say  so,  I 
can't  agree  to  that  .  With  my  own  eyes  1  see 
him  in  the  garden  yesterday  sitting  staring  at 
a  leaf  for  over  two  hours!  Two  whole  hours! 
Well,  that  ain't  work,  anyhow." 

"Oh,  delightful — delightful!"  Mr.  Pat- 
more  lay  back  in  his  chair  to  enjoy  the  joke  to 
the  full.  "Darwin  staring  for  two  mortal 
hours  at  a  leaf — that  marvellous  brain  of  his 
working  like  mad  all  the  while — and  a  slut 
who  didn't  know  what  a  brain  was  turning 
up  her  nose  at  him  for  idleness!  That  two 
hours'  growing-time  produced — what  did  it 
not  produce?  A  chapter  perhaps  that  the 
world  will  not  willingly  let  die." 

It  was  Patmore,  by  the  way,  whose  little 
son  succinctly  but  not  respectfully  observed  to 
him.  apropos  of  his  having  had  three  wives. 
"Father,  you  are  just  half  a  Henry  the  Eighth." 

SHELLEY'S  SISTERS 

A  singular  illustration  of  the  fact  that  a 
poet  is  not  always  full  of  honor  in  his  own 
household  is  seen  in  this  bit  of  talk  between 
Thackeray's  daughter,  Mrs.  (now  Lady) 
Ritchie  and  "Mary,"  the  unnamed  friend  from 
whom  the  author  seems  to  derive  many  of  her 
literary  reminiscences: 

Mrs.  Ritchie  asked  Mary  about  a  visit  she 
had  paid  shortly  before  to  the  Misses  Shelley 
it  Brighton.  They  are  the  sisters  of  the  poet, 
but  do  not  appear  to  set  any  value  on  this. 
Evidently  he  is  not  "My  brother"  to  them. 

"We  found  we  had  to  tread  delicately  even 
if  his  name  seemed  within  measurable  distance 
of  being  mentioned,"  said  Mary;  "especially 
with  Miss  Margaret  Shelley,  who  is  prickly  and 
perverse  on  most  subjects,  and  with  her  it  is 
not  only  a  case  of  belittling  the  prophet  in  his 
own  country,  but  of  denying  that  there  ever 
'*'as  a  prophet  at  all.  Once,  in  answer  to  the 
question,  'Are  you  a  sister  of  the  poet  Shelley? ' 
\ht  first  stared  blankly,  then  appeared  to  have 
a  sudden  recollection  and  drew  herself  up  to 
ker  full  heiphl.  *I  once  had  a  brother  who. 
I  believe,  wrote  immoral  verses,  but  I  am 
thankful  to  say  |  have  never  read  any  of 
them.'" 

SAVAGE    LANDOR'S    SAVAGENESS 
Talcs  of  Walter  Savage  Landor's  critical 
Urocity  abound,  but  the  following  account  of 
i.  specimen  of  hi*  conversation  running  amuck 
i$  new,  we  think: 


He  struck  out  with  both  arms — well,  I 
mean  with  his  tongue — he  simply  lashed  out 
against  every  famous  man  whom  the  poor 
archdeacon  (Hare)- — a  very  scholarly  man, 
my  dears — introduced  into  their  talk.

What  has  been  well  thought  of  is  already 
half  done,  and  our  dreams  teach  us  at  least 
half  as  much  as  we  can  realize  from  their 
realization. 

Oiir  castle  in  the  air  is  the  one  great,  up- 
lifting impetus  of  our  lives;  it  i<  the  "^hrijie 
of  our  secret  hope,  the  goal  of  oui   ambition.

A  HERO  OF  THE  LIGHT  BRIGADE 


The  recent  death  of  Godfrey  Charles  Mor- 
gan, first  Viscount  Tredegar,  removed  from 
human  ken  one  of  the  last  of  the  authentic 
heroes  of  (he  charge  of  the-Llght  Brigade  im- 
mortalized by  Tennyson.  Lorn  Tredegar  was 
born  at  Ruperra  Castlfc,  Cardiff,  eighty-three 
years  ago,  on  April  28,  1830.  He  was  in  his 
twenty-fifth  year  when,  as  Captain  Godfrey 
Charles  Morgan  of  the  Seventeenth  Lancers, 
he  rode  desperately  through  those  terrible  |tnin- 
utes,  reached  the  batteries  of  the  enemy,  helped 
to  cut  down  the  artillerymen,  and  then  rode 
back  to  safety,  one  of  the  few  to  return,  Hte 
account  of  the  charge  is  considered  Among  'the 
best,  and  Is  in  part  as  follows: 
>  'I  heard  not  a  word  fjf  conimand,^  nor  a 
bugle  •sound,  as  we  broke  from  a  trot  Into  a 


N  entertaining  lecture  delivered 
by  Mr.  Vilhjalmur  Stefansson  be- 
fore the  members  of  the  Royal 
Geographical  Society  in  the  The- 
atre, Burlington-gardens  recently, 
was  descriptive  of  several  years'  experience  of 
a  young,  bold,'  determined  explorer  of  the 
northern  coastline  of  Canada  and  its  peoples. 
Mr.  Stefansson  started  in  April,  19o8,  from 
New  York,  and  returned  last  Summer,  after 
traveling  thousands  of  miles  with  probably 
the  smallest  amount  of  baggage  and  equip- 
ment ever  carried  by  an  explorer.  The 
traveler  purposely  avoided  impeding  his  pro- 
gress by  having  to  provide  animals  for  a  heavy 
^^^^K''^K^  train,  and  in  the  many  beautiful  pho- 
tographs shown  of  the  tin\  expedition  there 
was  never  more  than  one  sledge  and  one  dog 
team. 

Mr.  Stefansson  explained  that  a  white  man, 
with  a  modem  rifle  and  a  sufficient  supply^^s^^ 
ammunition,  could  go  over  the  whole,  of; 
discovered  land  in  the  A^JSQli^^'    His-  ' 
was  ,to  disco verr.|B4l|S|l|l0S'1|^o  had  nevftf-' 
a  white  man.    mimm0n'the  train  auM^'t 
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tant  item  of  matches.  He  ^ 
West  Mounted  Police  St 
land  to  try  to  get  some,  but  the  commander  of 
the  post  disapproved  of  his  plan  of  explora- 
tion, saying  that  only  one  of  two  things  could 
happen  to  him — if  he  went  east  he  would  be- 
come a  charge  on  the  Eskimos,  or  he  should 
die  of  starvation.  As  the  representative  of  the 
Canadian  Government  he  did  not  wish  either 
of  those  events  to  occur,  and  he  therefore  re- 
fused to  sell  matches. 

400  MILES  FOR  MATCHES 


That,  said  Mr.  Stefansson,  compelled  bjm 
to  proceed  400  miles  westward  to  Point  Bar- 
row, making  him  lose  a  whole  year  and  half 
of  the  total  cost  of  the  expedition,  during 
which  he  collected  40,000  specimens,  was  oc- 
casioned by  ^that  trip  to  purchase  matches.  He 
explored  the  Horton  River.  Before  proceed- 
ing up  that  waterway  he  cut  about  too  lb.  of 
meat  from  a  whale  which  had  been  dead  four 
years,  intending  to  use  it  for  dog  meat,  but  he 
ran  out  of  provisions  and  had  to  eat  it.  Peo- 
ple would  say  it  must  have  been  evil-smelling 
stuff,  but  it  was  too  old  for  that.  (Laughter). 
It  was  like  felt,  with  a  bitter  taste.  (Laugh- 
ter). After  mapping  the  Horton  River,  he 
set  out  along  the  coast  of  the  Arctic  Ocean 
east  of  Cape  Parry,  to  try  and  get  hold  of  the 
Eskimos  he  was  in  search  of  before  the  mis- 
sionary and  the  trader  could  contaminate  them. 
(Laughter). 

Some  Eskimos  who  were  with  him  built 
an  ideal  boat  out  of  sealskin  stretched  on  a 
frame.    It  was  very  light,  but  of  great  strength. 


During  the  whole  of  the  trip  he  depended  on 
the  country  for  food,  and  he  never  went  with- 
out a  meal,  although  at  one  breakfast  he  had 
to- divide  a  ptarmigan  among  four  people.

On  the  fourth  day  the  children  be- 
gan to  cry  for  food,  which  was  scarce,  and  he 
decided  to  move  on. 

While  Mr.  Stefansson  was  in  this  district 
he  visited  fourteen  tribes,  only  four  of  whom 
had  previously  been  been  by  a  white  man.

he  had  found  there  were  a  good  many  things 
on  the  map>  of  Canada  which  God  had  not  put 
on  the  face  of  the  earth.

referred  to  the  new  expedition  he  was  about 
to  lead  in  the  Arctic  zone;  He  said  the  unex- 
plored area  in  the  Arctic  was  something  like 
a  million  square  miles.  He  would  approach 
it  from  the  Behring  Straits  in  July,  and  in  Au- 
gust he  would  cruise  North,  hoping  to  find 
land  where  he  could  make  his  base.  Ten 
scientific  men  would  accompany  the  expedi- 
tion.

Sir 
Briggs,  bolted  and  dragged  me  some  distance, 
with  my  foot  entangled  in  a  stirrup,  and  I  found 
myself  alone  among  the  Russians,  but  succeed- 
ed in  remounting,  and,  in  spite  of  the  attempts 
of  the  Russians  to  cut  me  down,  rejoined  my. 
men.  I  found  when  we  returned  that  I  was  the 
senior  officer  of  tho.se  not  wounded,  and  conse- 
quently in  command," 

Lord  Tredegar  succeeded  his  father  as 
Baron  in  1875,  and  was  created  a  Viscount  in 
190.S.  He  was  a  member  of  Parliament  from 
1858  to  18  75.

The 
epistle  went  astray,  and  the  girl,  out  of  pique 
at  his.  long  silence  and  apparent  inconsistency, 
married  another  man.  On  his  death  the  title 
and  estate  went  to  his  nephew,  Lt.-Col.  Court- 
onay  Charles  Evan  Morgan,  now  in  his  forty- 
sixth  y<jilr,  who  married  a  daugiiter  of  the  ^rl 
of  Soutiesk^

"The  stringency  of  the  fire  department 
regulations  also  operates  against  the  making 
of  large  profits,  especially  in  Greater  Ne>*r 
York,  where  the  laws  are  far' more  strict  than 
in  many  other  cities,  more  particularly  Boston 
and  Philadelphia.  For  instance,  there  are 
regulations  as  to  the  number  of  spectators. 
Standees  are  not  allowed.  The  rows  of  seats 
must  be  a  certain  minimum  distance  apart, 
while  the  aisles  must  be  very  wide.  Exits 
must  be  plentiful,  the  walls  and  ceilings  made 
of  metal,  and  so  must  the  operator's  box  in 
which  the  films  are  operated.  The  license 
fees  demanded  In  this  city  Is  another  heavy 


tainment,  longer  films  were  made,  which  por- 
trayed short  comedies  or  similar  subjects.  The 
plays  were  posed  in  the  open  air  on  roofs  of 
high  buildings. 

With  the  invention  of  a  certain  form  of 
electric  light  it  became  possible,  to  produce 
pictures  in  interior  studios.  .  The  next  step 
was  the  production  of  pictures  in  localities 
which  harmonized  with  and  were  described  in 
the  scenarios.  In  time  the  most  impei|i|ai-; 
in^Ufa^^ers  of  motibh  pictures  fsrtts^i'^' 
Mdclft  ja>iii|pftini^  In  various  parts  of  the  courts 
try  arid  at  points  where  the  scenery  and  sur- 
roundings M^ould  most  readily  fit  in  with  the 
play  and  subject  to  be  produced.  For  In- 
stance, several  companies  have  studios  and 
companies  in  southern  California,  where  the 
clear  atmosphere  aids  in  producing  good  pic- 
tures, and  the  mild  climate  makes  it  possible 
to  work  outdoors  during  the  entire  year.  One 
company  in  particular  has  a  studio  and  com- 
pany at  Sjinta  Monica,  where  subjects  which 
involve  the  sea  may  be  produced,  and  another 
at  Glendale,  near  Los  Angeles,  and  not  far 
from  Santa  Monica,  but  where  land  subjects 
may  be  handled  to  better  advantage.     Then, 


in  addition,  some  companies  also  have  stu- 
dlos  and  companies  at  Chicago,  at  points  In 
the  south,  in  or  near  New  York,  and  else- 
where. 

Having  this  idea  of  harmony  and  appro- 
priateness in  view,  one  large  film  manufac- 
turing company  is  now  engaged  in  preparing 
a  play  based  on  the  drama  "Shenandoah" 
and  depicting  siceiies  during  the  civil  war  In 
the  south.  This  is*  being  produced  by  a 
Ftorida  company.  Exact  copies  of  federal 
and  confederate  urfiforms  are  worn  by  the 
actors,  and  arms  of  the  period  are  used,  in- 
cluding a  confederate  cannon  which  was  post- 
ed at  one  of  the  outer  defence^  of  Atlanta 
during  the  war,  but  which  for  years  has  been 
stowed  away  in  a  warehouse  in  Brooklyn.  In- 
cidents of  Sherman's  march  to  tlie  ^a  are  tci 
be  shown.  More  than  four  hundred  people 
are  employed  in  this  particuUr  poftrasyal. 

Another  company  bought  the  right  from 
the  widow  of  the  late  Dion  Boucicault  to 
^oriray  "The  S^li|fhfafl'*^^^  te^  motion  picture 
form.  The  actors  arid  afctresses  who  were  to 
take  •  part  in  the  work  were  sent  from  New 
York  to  Irelatid,  so  that  the  piky  irifght  be 
acted  amid  appropriate  surroundings. 

Only  a  few  days  ago  the  principals  of 
the  company  sent  by  a  New  York 
film  manufacturing  concern  to  the  Holy 
Land  to  portray  the  Important  events 
In  the  life  of  Christ,  returned  to  thjls  city.  In 
order  to  obtain  as  many  photo  playa  as  pos- 
sible while  the  company  was  In  the  east,  the 
expenses  of  sending  the  principal  actors  frorii 
New  York  having  been  very  great,  other 
scenarios  were  prepared  and  acted  in  other 


places  than  at  the  holy  land.  One  of  these 
included  a  film  picture  showing  the  actors  at 
various  liistorical  points,  such  as  pyramids, 
the  ruins  at  Luxor  and  the  tombs  of  ancient 
Egyptian  rulers. 

Motion  picture  companies  are  always  in 
the  market  to  purchase  scenarios  that  may  be 
suitable  for  production  .ji,aj3i£|ion  picture  form. 
Each  film  company  hi^^prps  of  scenario 
editors,  who  read  the  manuscripts  sill|b«nMited , 
in  the  san^eiiiuinner  as  book  jJubUshtngfii^^ 
examine  riiai^userlpt^  of  storfes  submltt($d.  With 
a  view  to  ^iHICaltio^fai  book  form.  These 
scenario  manuscripts,  which  are  often  received 
by  dozens  each  day,  are  subjected  to  a  process 
of  elhnination  at  the  hands  of  sub-editors  or 
readers.  After  they  have  been  examhied  by 
several  readers  and  those  not  suitable  have 
been  rejected,  the  ones  which  seem  to  be 
worth  considering  are  submitted  to  the  chief 
editor.  If  he  passes  favorably  on  them,  the 
manuscripts  are  then  placed  before  the  higher 
officers  of  the  company  for  their  examina- 
tion. 

Many  writers  of  scenarios,    it    Is    found, 
either  consciously  or  unconsciously  take  their 


subjects  from  books  or  newspaper  stories 
which  are  In  the  public  eye,  while  others  seek 
to  fool  the  editors  by  plagiarizing  some  old  or 
forgotten  book  whick  seems  Jo  contain  a  suit- 
able subject.  The  cbances  of  such  works 
being  accepted  are  ^mall,  for  trained .  editors 
and  their  readers  quickly  detect  any  effort  to 
impose  on  them  in  this  or  In  other  ways. 

The  scenarios  bnce  accepted,  they  are  sent 
to  such  <:ompanies  for  prediction  as  may  best 
be  fitted  for  the  work,  the  managing  di- 
rectors of  the  companies  ,lhen  consider  the 
scenarios  with  the  leading  members  of  the 
companies  and  decide  which  members  are 
best  suited  for  each. part  the  properti^  or 
stage  fittings  are  then  collected  by  the  prop- 
erty men,  while  the  director  searches  for  the

The  rapidity  with  which  the  end  of  the 
rail  is  being  moved  forward  all  along  the  line 
of  the  Canadian  Northern  Pacific  may  be 
realized  from  the  fact  that,  although  ground 
was  broken  in  this  Province-nb  longer  ago 
than  on  June  10,  1910,  upwards  of  100  miles 
are  now  completed  and  ready  for  regular 
operation  so  soon  as  station  sites  are  located 
and  the  buildings  erected.  Approximately 
twenty  miles  more,  through  Hope,  Yale  and_ 
Spuzzum  to  the  point  where  the  Eraser  was 
crossed  by  Cariboo's  pioneers  over  the  his- 
toric suspension  bridge  in  earlier  days,  has 
been  tracked,  and  now  is  being  quickly  bal- 
lasted. Beyond  the  railhead  all  the  way  to 
Kamloops  the  grade  is  complete  and  ready 
for  the  steel,  the  only  hold-back  to  the  steady 
progress  of  the  marvelous  track-laying 
machine  being  the  gaps  which  must  be  spanned 
by  bridge  or  trestle  construction,  and  of  which 
on  this  section  there  are  to  be  ten  in  all.  The 
necessity  of  carrying  forward  material  for  the 
building  of  these  renders  it  imperative  that 
they  be  built  successively— the  tracklayers 
being  obliged  to  await  the  completion  of  bridge 
or  trestle  in  order  to  connect  with  the  next 
sphere  of  operation.  There  are,  as  stated,  ten 
of  these  bridges  and  trestles  to  be  put  in 
between  railhead  and  the  "Inland  Capital," 
but  this  number  is  being  steadily  reduced. 
Above  Kamloops  eighty  odd  miles  of  the  grade 
is  finished  and  ready  for  the  steel,  and  the  ad- 
vance battalions  of  the  construction  army  are 
pushing  forward  to  meet  their  on-coming  co- 
workers who  are  forcing  their  way  through 
the  mountains  from  the  Edmonton  side  of  the 
continental  Great  Wall. 

The  completed  Coast  section  of  114  miles 
nr  thereabouts  does  not,  for  the  greater  part 
of  it  at  least,  constitute  what  railwaymen 
would  classify  as  costly  construction,  travers- 
ing for  the  mo-st  part  the  smiling  valley  of  the 
Lov/er  Eraser.  It  has  meant,  nevertheless,  the 
expenditure  of  little  less  than  five  millions  of 
dollar5.  The  average  cost  per  mile  from  Port 
Mann  to  Hope  may  be  set  down  at  approxi- 
mately S5c),uC0,  Erom  Hope  to  Yale  it 
rtiounts  to  from  $80,000  to  ^100,000.     Erom

Yale  the  cost  rises  steeply.  The  jfreat  tunnel 
just  above  Yale,  which  has  been  bored ..  by 
Burns,  Jordan  &  Welch,  and  which  cuts 
through  the  famous  natufal  ''Hple-hi-the-wall/' 
Is  2,180  feet — almost  a  half  a  mile^In  length, 
and  cost  $80  per  foot  for  actual  <:diistivc;tipri>* 
its  aggregate  cPst  being  betiit^eien  ||l>75»!Q!pb 
and  $200,000.  These  figures,  in  a  riieasuri^ 
indicate  the  solidity  and  the  substantiality  of 
the  road,  which  is  to  be  from  end  to  end  of  a" 
standard  meet  for  all  future  demands  and  from 
the  very  outset  of  operation.  The  entire  work 
as  thus  far  completed  has  been  done  under 
jUjejgneral  supervision  of  the  company's  chief 
'etJp^Pi' Mr.  Thomas  H.  White,  and  his  active^ 
and  ambitious  young  lieutenants.  Divisional 
Engineers  W.  G.  Swan  (Port  Mann  to  Pop- 
cum),  L.  W.  Jenssen  (Popcum  to  Yale)  and 
W.  K.  Gwyer  (Yale  to  Boston  Bar,  exclusive 
of  the  long  tunnel),  the  several  sub-contractors 
from  tidewater  to  and  including  Yale  tunnel 
being  in  their  order  Messrs.  C,  J.  Johnson,  W. 
P.  Tierney,  Grant,  Smith  &  Company,  Janse  & 
Macdonell,  Brown  Brothers  &  Henning,  and 
Burns,  Jordan  &  Welch. 

Erom  the  Coast  as  far  as  spuzzum  the  line 
follows  the  water  grade  without  deviation 
from  the  south  bank  of  the  Eraser  River,  and 
is  singularly  free  from  rise  and  fall.  Of  the 
route  traversed,  little  new  can  be  said  or 
written,  the  verdant  valley  of  the  Lower 
Eraser  and  the  frowning  canyons  beyond  being 
already  of  world-wide  fame.  The  scenic 
features  from  the  southern  side  of  the  gorge 
along  which  the  old  Cariboo  Road  winds 
thread-like,  prove  perhaps  even  more  majestic 
and  awe-inspiring  than  those  unfolded  from 
the  northern  riverbank  occupied  by  the  Can- 
adian Pacific  road.  Port  Kells,  Langley 
(where  the  site  of  the  old  Hudson's  Bay  Com- 
pany's fort,  built  for  the  protection  of  the  fur 
trappers  and  traders  of  1854,  is  now  bisected 
by  the  line  of  steel),  Matsqui  (just  opposite 
Mission),  Sumas,  Chilliwack,  Popcum,  Rose- 
dale  (famous  for  its  output  of  sawn  ties),  Hope 
and  Yale  are  the  principal  station  points.  Local 
traffic  on  this  section  will  be  largely  made  up 
of  the  agricultural  products  of  the  valley.  A 
little  farther  along  the  output  of  the  properties 
of  the  Siwash  Creek  Mines,  Limited,  may 
shortly  be  made  tributary.  From  Chilliwack 
station  site  it  is  but  a  shcrrt  distance  to  the

To  British  Columbia  he  came  just  orie%e- 
cade  later,  and  he  shares  with  Mr.  James 
Moore  alone,  it  is  believed,  the  distinction  of 
surviving  the  other  members  of  the  party 
credited  with  the  discovery  of  gold  in  the 
Cariboo.  More  than  this  (for  his  life  history 
is  o'ercrowded  with  adventures),  although  he 
frankly  admits  that  he  left  his  country  origin- 
ally to  escape  military  service,  he  had  .scarce 
entered  the  then  wilderness  of  British  Columbia 
when  he  was  actively  and  enthusiastically  en- 
gaged in  lighting  hostile  Indians,  and  is  today 
the  only  one  left  of  those  few  escaping  the 
memorable  ma.ssacre  by  the  reds  of  Cariboo 
days. 

When  hale  and  happy,  "Ned"  Stout — now 
eighty-seven  years  young — went  first  from 
what  today  is  New  Westminster  to  the  site  of 
Spuzzum,  his  present  home,  the  trip  by  Siwash 
canoes  consumed  five  wearisome  days.  It  is 
now  negotiated  over  the  Canadian  Northern 
Pacific  in  less  than  half  as  many  hours. 

Other  veterans  of  the  Province  who  met 
and  exchanged  felicitations  with  the  Licuten^

'adian  Northern  terminal  opposite  New  West- 
niihster  and  at  Chilliwack  too,  the  local  Boards 
of  Trade  greeted  thp  train  and  its  passengers 
enthusiastically,  the  business  life  of  Port  Mann 
being  thus  represented  by  Mr.  L.  A.  Manley, 
Board  of  Trade  president;  Mr.  D.  A.  McRae, 
townslte  executive;  Postmaster  W.  A.  Camp- 
bell; Mr.  H.  A.  Bonds,  of  the  Great  Northern, 
and  Mr.  A.  Paterson,  of  the  Port  Mann  Hotel 
Company.  At  Port  Mann,  too,  Captain  Watts, 
of  the  big  steamship  Strathay,  whose  vessel  is 
now  docked  at  the  terminal  for  the  discharge 
of  her  6,000-ton  cargo  of  eighty-pound  steel 
rails  for  the  new  line,  and  which  ship,  drawing

He  was  the  best  conversationaftst  and  racon- 
teur of  his  day.  His  brother,  of  course,  was 
well  known  in  British  Columbia.

Another    Paris    Doctor    Claim*    Success 

for   New   Treatment,    Combining 

Three    Preparations. 

PARIS.  May  24..—The  latest  claim 
that  tul>erculos!8  ciin  be  cured  Is  put 
forward  in  a  i">ok  iiubllshed  yesterday, 
entitled  "La  luif  iculo.sis  Curable,"  by 
Hurd,  a  member  of  the  Paris 
faculty. 

Dr.  Hurd  says  that  In  his  experiments 
he  has  abandoned  specific  treatment  for 
the  scourge  by  the  application  of  a 
sins^le  remedy  In  favor  of  a  simple  treat- 
ment which  lie  has  given  tlie  naiue  of 
"L-oycine."  This  treatment  Is  character- 
1/,.  (1  by  the  association  of  three  prepara- 
tions, each  exercising  a  distinct  and 
sc  i>nrat(>  action,  but  all  Inseparable.  The 
first  itreparatlon,  which  displays  the 
hypodermic  treatment,  dU^infects  the 
diKfstlvf  tulies  and  prepares  the  organ.i 
to  receive  tho  other  two  preparations  In 
great  fiuontltifR.  The  second  act.?  upon 
the  tuberculosis  hacclll  and  their  toxin.*! 
by  strengthening  the  phagocytic  system. 
The  third  preparation  acts  upon  the 
lungs,  clearing  the  Inflammation,  re- 
pairing the  ravages  and  strengthening 
these  organs. 

"The  invention  is  nothing  new,"  says 
Dr.  Hurd,  "I  have  merely  taken  the 
three  principal  phases  of  the  scourge 
and  attacked   each   at   tho   same   time. 

"The  mistake  made  hitherto  has  been 
to  treat  single  manifestations  of  the 
disease,   but  never  all   at   once." 

AUSTIN,  Texas,  May  24. — Dr.  S,  S. 
Warren,  a  member  of  the  me<ll<.Hl  relief 
corps  of  the  army,  located  at  Han  An- 
gdo,  asset  ts  that  common  phenol  petro- 
leum, or  carbolated  vaseline,  will  relieve 
many  cases  of  tuberculosis,  either  by 
use  liypodermlcnlly  or  by  Inoculations. 
Dr.  Warren  has  been  working  on  tht.s 
treatment  for  years.  In  San  Angelo  he 
has  treated  several  patients,  and  many,

MADRID,  M'ay  24.  — It  seems  a  curi- 
ous anomaly  that  the  Spanish  univtrai- 
tles  and  Government  institutes  are  open 
to  women  on  the  same  term.s  a«  men. 
although  it  was  only  within  last  year 
that  the  Canalejas  (.{overnmenl  decreed 
that  ihey  might  enter  for  tiia  aame  de- 
grees. But  the  adverse  public  opinion 
prevailing  throughout  the  country  has 
proved  a  stronger  bar  to  the  partlcl)iR- 
tlon  of  women  In  higher  education  than 
actual  excltislon  by  the  aulhorllies 
could  have  done,  and  only  comparativel.s- 
few  women  care  to  run  counter  to  It. 

In  the  sixteenth  century,  when  Bpain 
was  at  the  zenith  of  her  giealneas, 
women  not  cnl.v  took  degrees,  but  even 
lectured  from  University  chalra.  Thi.s 
great  century  was  followed,  however, 
by  nearly  three  I'enturles  of  gloom  and 
women's  higher  education  was  utterly 
neglected.  It  was  not  until  18TU  that 
a  fresh  endeavor  was  made  to  restore 
educational  privileges  to  women,  when 
Fernando  de  Castro  founded  a  normal 
school  for  women  in  this  city.  But  it 
lemainwl  for  an  American  women  some 
twenty  year,-?  after  to  give  the  real  fil- 
lip to  women's  education  by  foundinK 
here  the  flrst  Inatitutfi  or  high  school 
for  g-lrls  in  Bpain  und«r  the  name  of  the 
International  Institute.

VIENNA,  May  24.— Since  milder 
measures  have  proved  ineffectual 
against  the  dangerously  long  unpro- 
tected hat-pin,  the  Austrian  Imperial 
and  local  authorities  have  decided  to 
take    more    vigorous    action 

The  Ministry  of  Railways  has  issued 
ai\  order  that  women  wearing  such  un- 
protected hatpins  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  ride  on  the  Austrian  Slate  railway,? 
until  they  have  removed  the  perilou.s 
pin.  The  management  of  the  Vienna 
municipal  tramways  have  gone  even 
further  in  directing  tr&nicar  conductors 
to  compel  such  offenders  to  leave  th3 
car  immediately.  If  .they  refuse,  the 
conductor  will  call  in  the  police  to  re- 
move   them    by    force. 

Some  months  ago  an  order  was  issuer! 
that  conductors  should  request  women 
to  remove  their  hatpins  when  these 
threatened  to  prove  dangerous  lo  tlia 
other  paiisengers.  But  tlie  conductorK 
apparently  were  unwilling  to  engage  in 
acrimonious  dissensions  with  women 
passengers  over  the  lengtli  of  their  hat- 
pins and  the  order  produt  cd  no  effect. 
And  so  to  make  It  easier  for  the  con- 
dtictors,  they  are  now  directed  simpl.v 
to  turn  out  th>.'  wearers  of  long  hat/ 
pins    the   moment   they   step  on   the   car, 

Whfeiher  the  conductors  will  prove 
equal  to  'their  new  police  duties  Ik  an- 
other question.  Probably  the  fair  Vien- 
nese will  continue  to  ride  on  the  muni- 
cipal tramways  whether  their  hatpins 
be  long  or  short,  and  protected  or  not.

May  24.— An  Investiga- 
tion by  the  aKentH  of  the  Kamine  Relief 
Committee  indicates  that  In  the  terri- 
tory below  Fuchowfu  ten  per  cent  of 
the  population  have  rice,  seventy  per 
cent  have  pawned  their  clothes  and 
personal  propert.v,  cat  little  r!ce,  and 
one  meal  dally;  while  twenty  per  cent 
are    destltiite    and    no    rice. 

The  worst  conditions  are  about  Llk- 
latu.  Two  deaths  have  been  reporteil 
from  starvation  and  exposure.  Chil- 
dren are  being  sold.  A  four-year-old 
girl  brings  two   thousand  cash. 

Local  gentry  nre  buying  forty  thou- 
and  taolB  of  rice  from  H\inan  and  Hu- 
peh   to   sell  below  cost. 

Dykes  are  badly  damftged.  In  .■ome 
places  they  have  been  entirely  destroyed 
owing  In  part  to  failure  to  repair  them 
durlnK  the  revolution  and  In  part  to  the 
excessive  rains.  Many  flelds  have  not 
t>een   planted. 

The  committee  has  over  two  tho\i- 
sand  dollars  as  a  beglnnlnff  for  relief 
work.  Public  collections  were  taken 
yesterday  In  all  the  churches'  In  Nan- 
chang.  One  Chinese  church  contributed 
one   hundred    dollars.
